NEWTON — For years, the 
School Committee has had the 
distinction of supporting a public 
education system which the na- 
tion recognizes as one of its best. 
Newton Teachers, real estate 
brokers, parents and townspeo- 
ple alike single out their schools 
as the “‘jewel’’ of the Garden Ci- 
ty. 

But in the face of recent nation- 
wide and local crises, including 
stringent finances, unsettled 
teacher contract negotiations, 
school closings and low educa- 
tional morale, the job of those 
guarding the ‘‘jewel’’ has 
become increasingly more dif- 
ficult.

ielsen says that some com- 
plaints, like the general state of 
education, ‘‘are beyond what the 
School Committee can do. During 
crises people do and say things 
they wouldn’t otherwise,” she 
said. ‘‘We tend to look for things 
in other people to vent our 
frustration on,”’

Jones also discarded the notion 
that committees in the past were 
somehow more respected or 
more in charge than the current 
one. “When I first came onto the 
committee eight years ago, 
parents of the Meadowbrook 
(now Brown Jr. High) school 
came out en masse to keep their 
children in school all day, rather 
than going home for lunches,’’ 
she said. “School closings were 
also an issue then.”’ 

Jones admits, however, that 
“There was a time when there 
was more trust between teachers 
and the School Committee.” She, 
like almost every other commit- 
tee member, agrees that the 
committee still has an enormous 
amount of respect for the staff, 
but that, ‘somehow this message 
is not being conveyed.” 

Mnookin and Nielsen also 
argued, however, that, ‘It takes 
two to get together. We have said 
we are willing to meet with 
teachers anytime and we are still 
willing,’ Mnockin said, Added 
Nielsen, ‘‘We have to say things, 
but what we say also has to be 
heard.” 


Committee faulted 


School Committee members 
Robert Ricles and Susan Silbey 
disagree. They find much more 
fault with attitudes and cir- 
cumstances inside of the commit- 
tee than without. 

“Teachers don’t feel we are 
standing behind them and they 
are probably right,’’ Ward VIIL 
representative Ricles said. “If 
they don’t think we care, then we 
aren't getting our message 
across.”’ 

“T think teachers are right. We 
don’t talk to them,” Silbey, Ward 
IV representative, said. “Other 
members always say that we 
have too many things to do. 
Those things amount to a hill of 
beans. For years I’ve told the 
committee, ‘Let’s go into the 
schools. Forget the (meeting) 
peformances.’ I don’t think we 
should treat the community with 
such formality. Because, if 
you've noticed, no one watches. 

“When I gave a speech on 
‘critical thinking’ at the beginn- 
ing of the year, I heard from 
dozens of teachers who said 
simply, ‘Thank you for taking the 
time to talk to us,’” Silbey s 
“They don't like to be told 
love you, but we don't have the 
time to talk to you,’"" 

Silbey blames a lack of respon- 
siveness on the committee's in- 
ability to to uproot itself from or- 
thodox and increasingly inap- 
raditions.

Changes needed 

The committee is unanimous 
when it comes to a perceived 
need for more dialogue with and 
support for teachers. But again, 
opinions differ as to how this can 
be achieved. 

Mnookin, who says he does not 
see teachers’ lives weighted 
down with ex burdens, and 
colleague Lynne Sullivan, who 
thinks that perhaps the burdens 
have changed but not increased, 
agree that a push for more state 
aid and a bill to raise teacher 
salaries should demons © SUp- 
port and their advocacy for the 
schools. Sullivan also supports in- 
creased outside enrichment op- 
portunities for teachers. 

Robert Ricle: the commit- 
tee should tell teachers they care 
in any way they can, through a 
note, visits or participation in 
their activities or ac- 
complishments. Jones suggests 
pot luck suppers, informal round- 
tables and similar measures. 

Nielsen, who did not vote for 
Supt. of Schools John M. Strand’s 
recent three-year contract exten- 
sion because of outstanding 
issues concerning staff morale, 
the committee must explore 
this subject in depth. She also 
believes that “we have to be 
more aware of the long term, 
educational impact of our deci- 
sions, rather than making short 
term political decisions.” 

Silbey, Nielsen and Sullivan 
agree that changes in committee 
meetings, which are now con- 
ducted on a stage where 
members sit at a long, straight 
table, could improve the cohesion 
of the committee as well as rela- 
tions with the public. 

Silbey also hopes that with the 
exit of veteran members like 
Jones, Mann and maybe herself 
from the committee, the body 
will be more willing to change. 
“We have to stop a deference to 
professional judgement and start 
making decisions ourselves,”’ 
Silbey said.‘‘We have to accept 
responsibility. The committee is 
always denying responsibility.” 

Gentile says the committee 
needs to “‘bring some stability in- 
to the system. We have to stop 
jumping from crisis to crisis,” 
Gentile said, 



























Re-election bids likely 


Despite the difficulties en- 
countered in their positions, most 
all members, except for Mann 
and Jones, whose terms expire 
this year, and Silbey, who says 
she most likely” not going to 
run because she wants to spend 
more time with her children, are 
running for re-election this year. 

Despite the trials of school clos: 
ings and teachers’ contracts, 
most committee members say 
they will opt to uphold the trust 
given them by the city’s voters: 
to guard the city’s ‘jewel.’ 

But, while each member is 
quick to say that adversity is part 
of the package, every once in a 
while a glimpse of human 
frustration and vulnerability 
sneaks through,

“T’ve also written Dr. Strand a 
letter explaining what I think 
about his ideas,’’ Jason said, ex- 
plaining, ‘They should think of 
the kids instead of the numbers 
first. 

“Bigelow has many things go- 
ing for it,’’ he continued. ‘I’m on 
the stage crew, which is 
something other schools don’t 
have, and I’m in a pretty good 
spot with teachers and friends. If 
I went to Day Jr. High School, I'd 
have to start all over. I’d have a 
whole new prospect before me.” 

“I don’t want to go to four dif- 
ferent schools in four years,” 
said Seth, who just left elemen- 
tary school for Bigelow, and next 
year, if Bigelow were closed, 
would spend only one year at Day 
before moving on to Newton 
North.

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Overnight parking 
OK'd for half year

NEWTON 


An unenforced section of the city’s parking ordinance 


was erased Monday night as the Board of Aldermen voted to 
“legalize’’ overnight parking on city streets from May 1 to Oct. 31. 
The 41-year ban will continue to be enforced during the interim 


months. 


The ordinance has come under 
attack in recent years due to the 
police department’s ‘‘selective 
enforcement” of the law during 
the summer months. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn 
has acknowledged that because 
of the department’s limited man- 
power ard the need to concen- 
trate on ‘‘more important mat- 
ters’? throughout the summer 
and early fall, police have enfore- 
ed the ordinance only in response 
to specific complaints 

Passage of the measure, 
delayed for two weeks on a 
“charter’’ motion, gives official 
recognition to that policy and dif- 
fuses criticism that the depart- 
ment’s uneven enforcement 
practices amount to ‘‘discrimina- 
tion.”” 

Ironically, previous attempts 
to amend the ordinance have fail- 
ed, in large part due to the active 
opposition of Quinn, who has 
defended the overnight ban as a 
effective deterrent to crime. 

However, bowing to pressure 
from neighborhoods with limited 
off-street parking, and the 
discrimination charges, Quinn 
refrained from attacking the 
latest attempt. 

The aldermanic Public Safety 
and Transportation Committee 
unanimously endorsed the 
amendment after receiving 
assurances from Quinn that he 
would not oppose it. 

But that did not stop others 
from leaping into the void. 
Leading the opposition Monday 
night was Ward 2 Alderman-at- 
Large Edward L. Richmond. 

He questioned whether it was 
‘“‘wise’’ to change a policy that 
President Emeritus Wendell R. 
Bauckman confirmed had been 


in effect ‘‘from time im- 
memorial.” 
Richmond asked that the 


measure be recommitted until 
the aldermanic Subcommittee on 
Parking reported its recommen- 
dations on a “‘sticker parking” 
policy for the city. 

But Ward 6 Alderman George 
Mansfield, chairman of the sub- 
committee, quickly rose to 
challege Richmond’s request. 


Mansfield’s subcommittee is cur- 
rently considering several pro- 





posals for color-coded sticker 
parking zones 

“The proposal on sticker park- 
ing does not include overnight 
parking, only parking during the 
day. We decided to treat them 
separately,” he said. ‘‘This 
(amendment) is not to change 
policy but to bring the ordinance 
into practice with long-standing 
policy.”’ 

However, Mansfield’s cohort 
from Ward 6, Alderman-at-Large 
Rodney Barker insisted it was a 
policy change, albeit a ‘‘sym- 
bolic’ one. “If we pass this, 
we're telling people that Newton 
is open-season — a 24 hour park- 
ing lot.”’ 

Ward 1 Alderman-at-Large 
Bruce Carmichael berated 
Barker and called his suggestion 
“preposterous,’’ adding that 
“Framingham people don’t come 
here to park overnight 
residents do.” 

“The chief (Quinn) has admit- 
ted on several occasions that he 
doesn’t tag during the summer 
months ... I can’t fathom how it 
can be considered a_ policy 
change,’’ Carmichael said. ‘The 
policy is clear — not to tag cars 
during specific times of the year. 
This would only legalize it.”” 

But Ward 3 Alderman-at-Large 
Matthew Jefferson was more 
concerned with Quinn’s 
substance than his image. He 
questioned what kind of ‘‘witch’s 
brew’? PS&T had used to con- 
vince him to go along with the 
change. 

“I don’t know who twisted the 
chief’s arm. For 16 years he has 
been saying ‘never, never’, (and 
now this),’’ he said. 

The final vote was 14 in favor, 7 
against.

Antaramian’s set; Turchon’s on hold 


NEWTON CORNER — Neighbors have informally approved the 
preliminary plans for developer Jack Antaramian’s $4.3 million 
project in Newton Corner, clearing the way for the noted developer 
to approach aldermen for the necessary zone changes 

According to Dr. Fred Whoriskey, moderator of the Newton Cor- 
ner Neighborhood Association (NCNA), there is ‘“‘no sense of 
organized resistance” to Antaramian’s plans for the 39,000-square- 
foot lot behind the city’s main library. 

Meanwhile, Whoriskey said discussion of developer Peter Tur- 
chon’s $7.4 million plan for rehabilitating the Washington Building, 
which is located next to the nearly-complete One Newton Place 
complex, has ‘‘definitely been put on the back burner’’ because the 
project will not start until March 1986. 

The neighborhood group met last week with representatives of 
both developers. Because Newton Corner is a designated Commer- 
cial Area Revitalization District, Antaramian and Turchon will be 
able to finance their respective developments with interest-free in- 
dustrial revenue bonds supplied by the Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency. 


Iranian gunman may never be charged 


OAK HILL Chances are 
slim that an Iranian gunman 
wanted in connection with the 
Dec. 15 shooting of a Newton 
home will ever return to the 
United States and be charged 
with the crime, authorities 
say. 

Behrooz Behzadi-Nejad, 32, 
wanted by FBI agents for the 
machine-gun attack on the 
Dudley Road home of an Ira- 
nian family, is currently under 
arrest and charged with 
murder in Dubai, a small 
sheikdom on the Persian Gulf. 

According to federal 
documents unsealed last week 
in U.S. District Court in Col- 
umbus, Ohio, Behzadi-Nejad is 
considered a prime suspect in 
the attack on the home of 
Hashim Maragheh, 52, an 
Iranian-American 
businessman who deals in tex- 
tiles.

Closed doors for eminent domain case 


NEWTON — City Solicitor Daniel M. Funk will ask members of 
the aldermanic Finance Committee to hold part of their next ses- 
sion behind closed doors in order to discuss the out-of-court settle- 
ment of a 1978 land-taking case. 

Funk said he intends to cite ‘“‘strategy with respect to litigation” 
as the reason for his ‘‘executive sesssion’’ request at FinCom’s 
scheduled Feb. 11 meeting. 

Although he refused to discuss the specific strategy involved in 
the case, Funk said the city tentatively intends to pay $23,000 to 
Framingham-area developer Andrew J. Lane to settle his long- 
standing claim that the city underpaid him when it acquired some 
Auburndale land by ‘“‘eminent domain.” 

Under eminent domain laws, the city has the right to take ‘‘vir- 
tually any” private property for any proven municipal purpose as 
long as it fairly reimburses the land’s owner for related damages, 
according to Funk. 

If the private owner believes the city’s damage award is insuffi- 
cient, both parties must pursue a remedy in court, he added. 

The tentative settlement, which will become final once FinCom 
authorizes and the full board approves the $23,000 figure, ‘‘was 
reached in the last week or two, just before the case was called to 
trial,’’ Funk said. 


Stop to private school busing eyed 


NEWTON — School officials have decided to forego the op- 
portunity offered by a recent state Supreme court ruling to ter- 
minate busing for private school students this year, but will 
“seriously consider” revoking the service next year. 

The Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) handed down 
a ruling on Jan, 21 that said local communities do not have to pro- 
vide busing to private school students unless the service is reim- 
bursed by the state or specifically voted by the city’s citizens. The 
ruling hinged on separate suits lodged against the state by Newton 
and the neighboring town of Lexington. 

School Committee members will take the matter up during 
budget deliberations this spring. 


Board downs garage regulation plan 


NEWTON — Ward 2 Alderman Edward Richmond's proposal to 
regulate the construction of parking garages in the city went down 
to defeat Monday night, but not before generating significant sup- 
port and a spirited debate. 

Richmond's proposal would require developers to petition the 
board for permission to build accessory parking garages, in- 
cluding underground garages, in excess of three vehicles or 700 
feet in business and commercial zones. 

Because the city also requires developers to provide off-street 
parking, critics have called the proposal ‘‘anti-growth,” conten- 
ding that it would be used to stop or stall many commercial 
developments, even those constructed by-right. 

Although, Richmond has denied the proposal has an anti- 
| business bias, he admitted Monday night that he would like to see 
| the board have some ‘‘control"’ over commercial development.

Land Use hits hard on 
veteran ZBA member

NEWTON — The aldermanic 
Land Use Committee is threaten- 
ing to reject the appointment of a 
veteran Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) member unless he agrees 
to appear at their February 
meeting. 

In committee last week, Land 
Use members were critical of 
John Kaitz, a Newton 
businessman, for failing to res- 
pond to their requests for a 
meeting. Committee Chairman 
Cynthia Creem said she had 
received only one ‘‘belated’’ 
response to numerous queries re- 
questing his presence. 

Kaitz was appointed as a ZBA 
associate member in 1976 and 
became a full board member in 
1977. Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
reappointed him to a full five- 
year term in 1979. Just prior to 
the expiration of his current 
term, Aug. 31 of last year, Kaitz 
was again named by Mann to the 
board. He remains a member 
pending reconfirmation by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

But committee members balk- 
ed on the vote until Kaitz ap- 
peared to present his credentials. 
After months of delays, their 
frustration and bitterness with 
Kaitz’s ‘‘nonresponsiveness”’ 
boiled over when committee 
members agreed to reject the ap- 
pointment if he failed to appear 
at their next meeting. 

“T can’t understand it,”’ said 
Creem. ‘‘He has been invited 
three times and (he) has never 
showed. We don’t want a per- 
sonal confrontation, but he will 
either have to work his schedule 
to come before us (Land Use) or 
we will vote to deny.” 

Most mayor: appointments 
require only ‘‘passive’’ approval, 
and become effective if the board 
fails to act on them within 60 
days. But under the Charter, the 
Board of Aldermen is required to 
give “‘active’’ approval to all 
members of the ZBA, a task that 
Creem said the board takes very 
seriously 

“We make it our business to 
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either know the appointee or call 
them in to talk,’’ she explained. 
“We don’t want to approve an ap- 
pointment without a feel for his 
philosophy and personal commit- 
ment towards the post.”” 

Ward 5 Alderman-at-Large 
Paul Daley said he was not sure 
Kaitz ‘particularly cares’’ what 


the Land Use Committee 
thought. 
That prompted Ward 6 


Aldermen-at-Large Rodney 
Barker to question the commit- 
ment of ZBA members. “I came 
to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting last week and they didn’t 
even have a quorum," he said. 

The Jan. 24 meeting of the ZBA 
was cancelled after only two of 
the board’s five members showed 
up. The ZBA quorum is four. The 
cancellation could force the city 
to automatically grant three peti- 
tions for building permits unless 
they are acted upon at the next 
ZBA meeting. Kaitz, reportedly 
on vacation in Florida at the 
time, was among the missing. 

“T would like to ask him where 
he’s been,’’ Creem said. ‘Is he on 
the ZBA or is he in Florida?” she 
asked. 

But Ward 3 Alderman-at-Large 
Mathew Jefferson said it was un- 
fair to make a judgement based 
on one meeting. He reminded 
committee members that one of 
the board’s own meetings, the 
Subcommittee on Housing, was 
cancelled the same night for lack 
of a quorum. ‘‘Just vote not to ap- 
point him if he’s not here (by 
February),’’ he said. ‘I've never 
been one to crack the whip.”” 

However, the committee decid- 
ed to make one more attempt at 
contacting Kaitz, both by letter 
and also by call from Creem to 
ZBA Chairman Walter Meizler, 
before they make a final deci- 
sion, 

Kaitz was unavailable for com- 
ment. A call to his Newton 
Highlands home confirmed that 
he is vacationing in Florida. Ac- 
cording to his daughter, he will 
return “the second week in 
February.” The next Land Use 
meeting is scheduled for Feb. 11.

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Senate's reform gameplan

The legislative rules reform issue, a con- 
troversy that helped enliven last year’s 
power struggle in the Massachusetts House, 
has shifted to the Senate where lawmakers 
hope it will slip quietly into oblivion. 

Chances are it will — because although the 
House and Senate chambers are only a short 
walk from each other, there is a world of dif- 
ference between the way things happen in 
both branches. 

Except for an occasional verbal ruckus 
sparked by a lonely dissident or two, the 
Senate is quiet and serene. The House, by 
contrast, has featured factional disputes that 
have sparked controversy and open debate 
of issues. 

The recent Senate floor debate on a pro- 
posed package of rules reforms highlighted 
the disparities between the two legislative 
branches. 

For months, the upper chamber, under the 
leadership of Senate President William 
Bulger, D-Boston, has tried to avoid open 
confrontations over the way it conducts its 
business. 

The Senate is often referred to as a club by 
reporters who cover both branches. There 
always seems to be an undercurrent of im- 


plied understanding in the Senate about what 
the outcome of voting will be. 

It is almost as if a script had been written 
in advance. But even that analogy is inap- 
propriate because the players don’t even 
have to bother to learn their lines. 

A more apt image is the locker room and 
sidelines at a football game. 

Strategy is often set behind the locked 
doors of Bulger’s office, a palatial setting 
much more comfortable than a sweaty 
locker room but with a similar purpose. It’s 
there that Bulger can coach his team of 
Democrats, using his wit and charm to make 
sure things will go without a hitch when ma- 
jor bills go to the floor. 

Using this approach there are seldom any 
snags — but even if there are, there is an 
alternative way of keeping the lawmaking 
process free of public scrutiny. 

If something goes wrong with the game 
plan on the Senate floor, Bulger and other 
members of the majority coaching staff can 
call for a huddle around the rostrum. 

Even Republicans are allowed to par- 
ticipate in some of these rap sessions, while 
the public and news reporters try to read lips 
to figure what is going on. 

These rostrum huddles are sometimes 
referred to observers as “bench con- 





ferences,” similar to those used in court 
trials to allow judges and lawyers to discuss 
legal and procedural problems out of earshot 
of the jurors. 

But there is a major difference between 
the way these conferences are used in the 
courts and in the Legislature. 

In the courts, there are stenographers who 
take down what is said so the public and 
other lawyers will know later. In the 
Legislature, no records are kept and what 
transpired can be kept secret unless one of 
the participants decides to recount his ver- 
sion of what happened to somebody who 
wasn’t there. 

Such procedures may not seem important 
to outsiders, but ultimately they may be 
more significant than a power struggle bet- 
ween contenders for the powerful House 
speakership and the current controversy 
over legislative rules the lawmakers use to 
do business. 

Keeping the public’s business secret from 
the public is a violation of the basic prin- 
ciples of democracy. 

Until the problem is recognized by the 
Legislature, all the rules reforms that can be 
devised will be of little significance.

The Washburns are among the residents of 
this affluent community participating in the 
second “TV Blackout.’’ They admit it isn’t 
easy. 

“T think it’s horrible,’’ proclaimed Steven. 
“T can’t see my favorite programs.”’ 

The youngster, who is particularly fond of 
“Sesame Street’’ and ‘Mr. Rogers,” holds 
the minority opinion in his family. Every 
other member who could voice one opted for 
31 days of a blank screen after the success of 
the venture a year ago. 

“It all started with Courtney,’’ Norine 
Washburn said of her 7-year-old daughter 
who no longer watches television at all. 

“‘She came home from school last year and 
told us she wasn’t watching television for a 
month,”’ the 38-year-old homemaker said. 
‘Neither my husband nor I had any intention 
of turning the set off. 

“What amazed us was that she stood by 
her word,’’ Mrs. Washburn said. ‘She 
wouldn’t even enter the room when the set 
was on,”’ 

Courtney’s resolve influenced her parents 
and sisters to such an extent they all agreed 
there would be no television from Monday 
through Thursday night after the first 
blackout was over. 

“We were all vacillating and observing 
Courtney’s reactions,’ said her father, 
Steven Sr. ‘She really got things going for 
us.”’

Recently, a large Victorian home 
in our neighborhood was purchased 
by a practicing psychiatrist, Dr. 
Sheera Samaraweera. This physi- 
cian and her staff have in- 
corporated as an educational! in- 
stitution named the Life Studies 
Foundation. 

We, the Auburndale-Lasell com- 
munity, believe that the Life 
Studies Foundation does not legally 
qualify as an educational institu- 
tion, From information contained 
in their brochures and from 
statements made by the staff, we 
have concluded that the Founda- 
tion is primarily a psychiatric 
treatment facility with the poten- 
tial to become a business venture 
Through incorportion as an educa- 
tional institution, we feel the Foun- 


dation plans to circumvent the 
Newton zoning laws which regulate 
medical! facilities. Obviously, this 
is greatly to their advantage. As an 
educational institution, the Foun- 
dation will enjoy the unregulated 
freedom of operation, better ex- 
pansion opportunity and tax-free 
Status. 

We believe the Foundation is in- 
herently a psychiatric treatment 
facility for four reasons. 

First, the Foundation’s 
brochures list education as only 
one of four proposed services 
Other services are consultation, 
examination and referral and 
research. 

Second, the staff plans to consult 
with people who are experiencing 
emotional difficulty. A fee will be 
charged for this service. Paid con- 


sultation between a psychiatrist 
and pshycologically disturbed peo- 
ple is normally termed therapy, 
not education, 

Third, the staff plans to evaluate 
and refer to other psychiatric 
facilities those persons in need of 
more intensive treatment. A fee 
will be charged for this service. 
Paid evalution of the nature and 
extent of psychiatric illness is nor- 
mally termed diagnosis, not educa- 
tion, 

Fourth, five of the seven staff 
members appear to have little or 
no educational background. They 
are clinicians or psychiatrists in 
private practice, Thus, their exper- 
tise lies in treating sick paitents, 
not in education. We have 
repeatedly asked the Foundation 
for the curriculum vitae and 


academic publications of the staff. 
This information has not been for- 
theoming. 

It is for these reasons, the 
number of non-educational ser- 
vices, the acceptance of fees for 
therapy and diagnosis, and the lack 
educational experience, that we 
believe the Life Foundation is in- 
herently a psychiatric treatment 
facility with business potential. 

The Foundation will soon file for 
site plan approval and a hearing is 
expected before the Board of 
Aldermen of Feb.11. The Founda- 
tion should not be allowed to cir- 
cumvent Newton zoning laws and 
operate a psychiatric treatment 
facility under the pretense of 
education.

Teachers’ salaries enviable 


Dear Editor: 


The purpose of this letter is to 
answer two recent criticisms of 
my column of last month, which 
attempted to put the salary 
negotiations being conducted bet- 
ween the Newton Teachers Union 
and the School Committee into 
proper perspective. 

First, we will dispose of the 
criticism from John Livingston, a 
teacher at Newton North, who ac- 
cused me of using skewed 
statistics. One telephone call to 
the Education Center would have 
confirmed the data presented in 
my article. The facts are 
available to anyone who has the 
desire to seek them out and, 
John, you could have learned that 
my figure of a pupil-teacher ratio 
of 18.4 to one (not percent as your 
letter called it) is the average for 
the school system but not for 
Newton North High School. The 
P-T ratio for the two high schools 
is 16.6 pupils per classroom 
teacher. Anyone with 
mathematical sense understands 
that there will be classes with 
more or less pupils than the 16.6 
average figure. Your classes 
may be larger than the 16.6, but 
take a look at some of the com- 
puter and Russian courses and 
see if they aren’t smaller. It’s the 
ability to provide these advanced 
and other honors courses which 
separate the good high schools 
from the mediocre ones. 

The second criticism comes 
from Eleanor Roseblum, a 
former colleague on the School 
Committee. This criticism is 
tougher to rebutt since it is much 
more difficult to refute someone 
who persists in misinterpreting 
one’s article in the first place. In 
general, one should not waste 
time or effort on such a task other 
than to suggest that the original 
article ought to be reread again 
and again until comprehension 
finally dawns. However, since 
there are some glaring errors in 
Rosenblum’s article, I will try 
and correct them. 

Mrs. Rosenblum compares the 
average teacher salary of $27,500 
to the average family income in 
Newton of $31.401. ‘The ques- 
tion,’’ she continues, ” takes on 
added significance in view of the 
fact that 76 percent of the veteran 
Newton staff is at maximum 
salary.” 

What’s wrong here is that 
Rosenblum is comparing a 
teacher’s single salary income to 
a family income which is approx-

Since 1967, Newton’s school 
system has lost 45 percent of its 
students while increasing costs 
by 268 percent. Reduced pupil- 
demand has produced school 
closings, but no budgetary reduc- 
tions. On the contrary, salary 
levels have increased regularly 
for teachers fortunate enough to 
remain employed here. 

And even now, in this time of 
declining job-opportunities for 
teachers here and eleswhere, the 
Newton School Committee. has 
bent over backwards to be fair. 
Far from putting the squeeze on 
and taking advantage of real and 
obvious market pressures to help 
reduce expenditures, committee 
negotiators have done their level 
best to satisfy as many of the 
teacher’s demands as seem at all 
financially practicable. 

The result is a wage-benefits 


imately 50 percent of the cases is 
made up of income from more 
than one wage earner (i.e. work- 
ing wives). 

Also, since she indicates that 76 
percent of the teachers are mak- 
ing more than $27,500, she ought 
to indicate the maximum 
salaries. 

In addition, she should, for the 
sake of truth, also tell that the 
teachers below maximum will 
get much more than the 5 and 6 
percent offered. They will get an 
additional step increment of 
about 4.4 percent which will 
make their first year increase of 
9.4 percent and their second year 
increase of 10.4 precent. The 
teachers on maximum salary are 
currently making $26,266 with a 
bachelors degree, $28,551 
(masters degree), $30,342 
(masters plus one year), and 
$32,236 (Dr. ). 

Note that the teachers on the 
bachelors’ maximum schedule 
represent only 15 percent of the 
group on maximum salary. Thus, 
all of the rest are making more 
than $27,500 average annual 
salary for a 37 week work year. 
Finally, when Newton salaries 
are compared to those of 12 of the 
highest paying suburban Boston 
communities (Belmont, 
Brookline, Concord, Fram- 
ingham, Lexington, Lincoln, 
Needham, Sudbury, Wayland, 
Wellesley, Weston and Win- 
chester) they are in the top four 
for beginning teacher salaries. 
For maximum salaries, Newton 
teachers rank at the median 
among the 13 communities. 

Let me close by stating that no 
responsible person opposes our 
paying the highest salaries that 
we can afford to those decent and 
excellent teachers who dedicate 
their lives to educating our 
younger generations. However, 
any negotiation is a two-way 
street and there must be some 
give and take on both sides. My 
comments have been designed 
only to shed some light on the 
various facets of the negotiations 
which have not surfaced from the 
heated and emotional releases 
from the union. I would hope that 
by the time this letter is publish- 
ed both sides will have reached 
accord and the school system 
can, once again, return to its 
primary role of educating the 
young.

Academic excellence is evaporating before our eyes 


Open letter to Mayor Mann: 


Tam writing to you from the vantage point 
of a person who has worn many hats in this 
community. I am a realtor, proprietor, a 
member of the Newton Real Estate Board 
and the Chamber of Commerce. I am co- 
president of the Bigelow PTSA, a member of 
the Newton North PTSA and a member of 
the PTA Council. I have been an active 
member of the Day Junior High PTSA, the 7- 
8 Forum and the Mason-Rice parent-teacher 
board. 

More important than all that, I am a 
parent of two children in the Newton School 
System. Over the past 13 years, I have 
witnessed several difficult teacher contract 
negotiations, the closing of many elemen- 
tary schools and two junior high schools, and 
the redistricting of Mason-Rice into three 
different junior high schools and now 
possibly a fourth. I recently heard Dr. 
Strand tell this community that this is the 
eleventh hour for school closings and con- 
solidations. It is probably closer to the 
twelfth hour of decision-making. 

When I called you in the fall, you made it 
clear to me that there were no funds 
available for faculty raises. You even allud- 
ed to the fact that Bigelow would be the 
sacrificial lamb in these negotiations. When 
I and other PTA leaders met with you and 
David Wilkenson, Newton's budget officer, 
you painted a bleak picture for the long- 
range school deficit of close to nine million 
dollars by the 1990s. Only recently has the 
superintendent's advisory committee for 
long-range planning helped to reinforce the 
need for us to evaluate our options and to 
make and effectuate a long-range plan for 
education. 


As a responsible parent and as a business 
person, I share your concern for the crucial 
and precarious financial tumult that awaits 
us in the next ten years. I know all too well 
that the road ahead is paved with program 
cuts and consolidations, teacher reductions 


in force, increased class size ratios and ad- 
ministrative reshuffling. 

The School Committee has asked Dr. 
Strand and Dr. Silluzio to prepare a long- 
range plan that would include the final op- 
tions for school reorganization in Newton. Ih 
this plan we have been given several options 
for reorganization and each carries a price 
tag. One of these options, the closing of 
Bigelow, automatically restricts any change 
in the configuration of our schools. The price 
tag, however, is $415,000 or a 1.3 percent 
raise for our teachers. I propose that the 
long-range price tag of closing Bigelow is in- 
surmountable. 

I cannot sit idly by while you present a pic- 
ture of Newton to the outside world as the 
wealthiest community in this country (and 
perhaps the world) with a population that ex- 
ceeds 50,000...Newton as the ‘All American 
City’... all this, while the very foundation of 
Newton's success, its superior schools, is 
crumbling before our eyes. 

I will not endorse your and the School Com- 
mittee’s band-aid solutions to the cancer that 
is growing in our city. I know personally 
what it is like to live in a community and to 
graduate from a high school that was once 
thought to be one of the very best. How 
quickly those years spent building a strong 
educational foundation dedicated to quality 
and excellence evaporated before our eyes. 
That school system and that communit e 
now bankrupt educationally, financially and 
politically. 

We cannot let this happen to Newton. As 
painful as it is, we must end these protracted 
teacher negotiations and turn our efforts to 
restoring, reinforcing and re-examining our 
educational alternatives - for the good of our 
children - for the good of our educational 
system - for the good of our community 

How can we ask our children to value 
education when we ourselves are placing a 
discounted price tag on a first quality edu 
tion? How can we ask our educators to effec- 
tively teach our children when we leave 




















them without a basis for support? How can 
we ask our community to turn its back on 
this, their most profound democratic institu- 
tion, the public schools. 

The delicate fabric of the negotiating pro- 
cess seems to be fraying. Our teachers are 
becoming entrenched and digging in for the 
long wait ahead. They sincerely believe that 
parents no longer care and that their profes- 
sionalism and dedication are no longer 
valued; the community is bewildered by its 
sudden financial impotence; our elected 
representati are caught in the web of 
fiscal responsibility while trying to prioritize 
educational decisions. Where can this all 






lead? 
{ believe that we must rededicate 
ourselves to the restoration of teacher 


morale. The process of negotiating teacher 
contracts is destructive and non-productive. 
We cannot continue to tolerate this rhythmic 
interruption every two years of our 
children’s edu ion. We must seek to end 
these negotiations as quickly as possible and 
begin to elimina‘e and change this degrading 
contractual process.

Even though the board's 
recommendation was generally 
worded to allow any private 
educational institution to bid on 
the site, Schechter represen- 
tatives have attended every 
meeting on the issue, have sup- 
plied aldermen with a list of 
capital improvement for the 
building totalling $1.3 million in 
an effort to lower the site’s sale 
price, have persistently lobbied a 
number of aldermen and were 
repeatedly mentioned by name 
as the site’s next occupant during 
Monday night’s debate. 

Schechter currently leases the 
former Memorial School building 
as an elementary school and is 
rumored to want Oak Hill for use 
as parochial high school. 

Alderman Richard J. McGrath 
warned the board against setting 
an exclusive reuse precedent by

“earmarking a board order to 
suit a particular client ...

nursery schools should be 
allowed to sublet parts of the Oak 
Hill, he said. 

However, the main topic of 
debate continued to be the city’s 
housing dilemma. 

Marini produced two 
documents to bolster his cause — 
one from Newton Housing 
Authority Director Frank Quinn 
and the other from Planning 
Director Barry Canner. 

Quinn’s letter noted that, dur- 
ing the entire reuse process, no 
one asked the NHA if it was in- 
terested in creating housing in 
Oak Hill and added, ‘‘I feel two 
bedroom units (for small 
families) would be an asset to the 
community and would upgrade 
the property in a desirable man- 
ner.” 

According to Canner’s com- 
munication, the Newton Com- 
munity Development Authority 
“did not consider Oak Hill School 
for subsidized housing” and the 
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Newton Community Develop- 
ment Foundation ‘‘did give 
preliminary consideration to the 
building but, given limited staff 
and resources, focused on sites 
which were more apt to be ap- 
proved for housing.” 

Citing the city’s skyrocketing 
rents and property values, 
Marini concluded, ‘‘You’re going 
to have to be rich or you’re going 
to have to move out of the city of 
Newton.” 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle 
also made a plea for the construc- 
tion of modera' some housing, 
arguing ‘‘Our kids can’t stay here 
when they grow up because they 
can’t afford it.””

at 
the same university at which her 
brother teaches, and the other is

The experts advice to a better 
relationship with a son or 
daughter? 

“T tell people all the time that if 
we gave our children more of our 
presence instead of more 
presents, we would be giving 
them a lot more,”’ Carton said. 

Carton, who understands the 
enormous amount of pressures 
parents face, feels the key to be- 
ing a sucessful parent is basic - 
spend more time with your kids. 
Parents, afterall, are role models 
for their children. 

“Are we teaching our kids any 
values?”’ Carton said. ‘The 
answer is, very little.” 

Because parents are one of the 
bigges influences| in their 
children’s live, Caton said, 
children are beginning to follow 
their parent's “loss of in- 
nocence."” 

Activities which were once 
reserved for the so-called ‘adult 
members of society’ are now in- 
tergal parts of many children’s 
lives. Adult movies, sex, drugs 
and alcohol are becoming outlets 
for children who are easily 
frustrated by the demands plac- 
ed on them by society and their 
peers.

Parents must be available to 
help their children make the 
right decisions, Carton said. 
They cannot live for their 
children, but ‘they have to help 
children differentiate between 
reality and fantasy.”’ 


The task is not an easy one. 
Reality and fantasy has been 
distorted by the unrealistic ex- 
pectations imposed upon young 
adults by the media, Carton 
claims. 

She feels children’s inability to 
look at a situation and make an 
accurate and informed decision 
is a major problem. Too many 
young people, Carton said, make 
decisions like characters on 
television. They are always look- 
ing for ‘instant gratification” in- 
stead of examining the long and 
short term implications, Carton | 
said. 

That’s where parents come in. 

“Parents have got to be there 
to provide a second opinion for 
their children,’’ Carton said. 
“Even though they may act like 
they know eveything, there is no 
substitute for the maturity and 
experience of a parent.” 

With parental maturity, comes 
the responsibility of directing the 
resolution of parent-child con- 
flicts. If a child does not want to 


communicate, Carton said, it is 
nescessary for the parent to take 
the first steps in resolving the 
problem. 

“Tt may sound silly,’’ Carton 
said, ‘‘but take them to lunch.”” 

By changing the enviroment, 
Carton said, the lines of com- 
munication between parent and 
child will open. “We change the 
people who we are when we get 
out of the environment which has 
a lot of bad echos,"’ Carton said. 
The rest is easy. 

“T haven't found an adolescent 

didn’t like,” Carton said. 
“When they sense honesty in you, 
they’ll open up.’’ Carton said 
“Many young people are just 
longing to have a friend.” 

Carton is by no means sug- 
gesting that parents should bend 
over backwards to appease their 
children, In fact, Carton said, a 
parent’s first duty is not to the 
children.

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Two-year building ban propose

NEWTON CENTRE Over a hundred 
residents have joined the Newton Centre 
Neighborhood Association (NCNA) in peti- 
tioning the Board of Aldermen for a two-year 
“moratorium” on new construction in the ci- 
ty. 


The ban would cover development of 
“business, industrial and multi-family 
dwellings in excess of two families (except 
housing projects financed by the state or 
federal government, or through the Newton 
Housing Authority),” for a period of 24 mon- 
ths, according to a copy of the petition. 


The controversial move comes on the heels 
of increasing neighborhood discontent over 
the pressure from commercial development 
on residential neighborhoods and could 
become a major issue in city elections later 
this year, 


NCNA President Tom Paulini, who filed 
the petition with the City Clerk’s office last 
week, said the city’s existing zoning or- 
dinances are no longer adequate to protect 
residential areas from commercial expan- 
sion and that the moratorium would give the 
board time to revise them 


“This encroachment is intolerable. In the 
35 years since the zoning ordinances have 
been updated, there has been too much 
helter-skelter development. It’s time to put 
the brakes on, take a good look at the situa- 
tion and find a solution to the problems of the 
neighborhood,” Paulini said. 


Along with the encroachment issue, 
“mounting traffic and parking problems and 
the inability of the city’s water and sewer 
system to handle increased development”’ 
are listed as the main reasons for the ban. 


But Paulini’s comments indicate the feel- 
ings run much deeper. ‘We want input into 
the planning process,’ he said. ‘We want 
some control of the development in our

neighborhoods. We see this as a means to 
gain participation with the board (of 
aldermen), city government and the village 
study group. 


And Paulini is not alone. He said the pro- 
posal has the backing of association leaders 
in several of the city’s other neighborhoods. 
“You're going to see a groundswell of sup- 
port for this,’ he said. “I’ve talked with over 
a dozen neighborhood groups. The response 
has been 100 percent affirmative.” 


Auburndale Community Association 
President Polly Bryson confirmed Paulini’s 
sentiments. “Within a few hours, 1 had 
several signatures. Not one person turned 
me down. I’m hap omeone finally took 
the bull by the horns.”” 





Newton Corner’s elder statesman, Anton 
Pruckner, weighed in with some comments 
of his own. The Gateway Center area of 
Newton Corner has been the site of several 
recent commercial developments. ‘‘There’s 
definitely support for this in our 
neighborhood. Without some _ protection, 
Newton Corner will eventually become a 
mass of office complexes and no homes.”’ 











Development experts however, disagree. 
“T can’t think of a worse idea,”’ said Plann- 
ing and Development Board Chairman Ed- 
ward Dailey. He called it a ‘thead-in-the- 
sand”’ approach to public policy. 





Dailey, who lives directly behind Route 9, 
said he understands the “‘legitimate con- 


cerns” of abuttors to commerical and in- 
dustrial areas, but that a moratorium is not 
the answer to their problems 


“The problem is a political problem ... not 
a zoning problem. Unless you deal with that, 
in 2 years, you will end up with same situa- 
tion,” he said 

Dailey pointed to the Board of Aldermen 
as the source of many of the development 
decisions that adversely affect 
neighborhoods. 


“These people ought to be more forceful 
with their aldermen to vote against these 
projects. It should be a litmus test for people 
running for the board. Encroachment hap- 
pens when the board (of aldermen) allows 
non-conforming uses in a_ residential 
neighborhood," Dailey explained 


And although Dailey said it was 
“understandable”? that neighborhood 
associations would eventually turn to a 
moratorium, he said it would be counter- 
productive to the city’s financial health and 
destroy the ‘‘vibrant, commercial nature”’ of 
the city. ‘It sends the wrong message to peo- 
ple and businessmen. It’s like saying: Stay 
the heck out of Newton.” 


Paulini said he expects planners and 
developers to oppose his group's efforts. But 
he refused to condemn the actions of the ci- 
ty’s elected officials, saying he did not want 
to “bump heads” with them. 


He is however, planning several ‘‘public 
hearings” across the city, in addition to an 
official hearing before the board, in an at- 
tempt to engender the necessary political 
support for his proposal. It is the 
neighborhoods he is relying on to send the 
appropriate message to board members. 





“T think city officials will have a choice: 
they can either choose the citizens or the 
developers. When the time comes for a vote, 
we're confident they will see it our way,” he 
said.

is strapped for space

NEWTON — The directors of a 
unique after school daycare pro- 
gram based in the elementary 
schools are taking early action to 
prevent their services from being 
squeezed out of the classroom. 

When the Newton After School 
Association (NASA) began in 
1974, it established afterschool 
daycare for school-age children 
in three elementary schools. To- 
day, NASA has taken off into 13 
elementary schools, where learn- 
ing and recreation programs for 
children are monitored by a 
parent board and in most cases 
are just a hop anda skip down the 
hallway from the child’s own 
classroom. 

Ata time of newly consolidated 
schools and a report which in- 
dicates that stabilizing declining 
enrollments will not take long to 
fill elementary buildings to their 
capacity, NASA Co-presidents 
Theresa Hanratty and Don Gian- 
niny are becoming more and 
more aware of possible space 
‘aints on their programs 
The issue of guaranteed, ap- 
propriate space for after school 
programs is of primary concern

The Newton Arts Lottery Coun- 
cil now has its own set of 
guidlines for the application pro- 
cess which will be distributed 
with the Applications. 

“Grant applications can be 
unclear,” said Arts Lottery Coun- 
cil Chairman Linda Plaut.

we would 
have a lot more dogs running 
around on the loose,’ he said. 

“At least with a law on the 
books, people would have a way 
of taking action against these 
people (dog owners),’”’ Barker 
added. ‘‘More importantly, it (an 
ordinance) would set a policy and 
a climate for the city.”” 

But Police Chief William F. 
Quinn is not so sure he wants to 
get involved with enforcing the 
ordinance. “Don’t give us any 
more work to do. We don’t have 
enough people right now,’’ he 
said before the committee. 

Quinn said a system of ‘‘volun- 
tary compliance,” coupled with 
the option of filing a formal com- 
plaint at the courthouse, might be 
a more realistic means for solv- 
ing the problem. 

“Do you know how many dogs 
there are on Commonwealth 
Avenue every day?” Quinn ask- 
ed. “You have to have high- 
heeled shoes just to walk on the 
median. You'd need the National 
Guard to really enforce it (the or- 
dinance) properly.”’ 

“But this ordinance is not real- 
ly directed at the problems on 
Commonwealth Ave, It is for 
dealing with problems in the 
neighborhoods and voluntary 
compliance would probably take 
care of that,’’ he added. “You 
know the people in your 
neighborhood; you don't know all 
the people on Commonwealth 
Ave. 

Quinn said the stigma of having 
one neighbor confront another 
would probably be enough to 
force dog owners to change their 
habits. And although he said he is 
willing to cooperate with the 
committee, he would like to con- 
sult with police and health of- 
ficials from Cambridge and 
Boston first 


ing before the committee, Pinto 
said she and her Saxon Road 
friends are fed up with the insen- 
sitivity of some pet owners. 

She said the waste problem 
was destroying more than shrubs 
and grass in her neighborhood. 
“It’s so bad that neighbors don’t 
even speak to each other 
anymore,” she said. “I spoke to a 
woman the other day (about cur- 
bing her dog).

neighbors. 

At least one pet owner has 
come up with his own solution to 
the problem. Ward 8 Alderman 
and PS&T Vice-Chairman Robert 
L. Shuman, who owns two dogs, 
decided to build a fence around 
his property. ‘“‘Now I’m knee- 
deep in it. But it is my problem 
and not my neighbors,” he quip- 
ped. 

Shuman said he there is no 
practical way to stop the ‘‘abuse”’ 
of playgrounds and parks. He 
suggested the committee concen- 
trate on the problems of private 
property owners. 

“If we expect the police to 
solve this for us, we're whistling 
dixie,’ Shuman said. ‘But if we 
read in the newspaper that we 
can go down to the courthouse 
and file a complaint because 
Mrs. Jones’ dog made a mound 
on our property at XYZ Street, 
that’s a different ballgame.”

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Business world burnout spurs $10 million company

This is a success story. Not your typical Horatio Alger tale of 
rags to riches. Rather, an account of how two discontented 
businessmen dropped their respective allegiances and expanded 
on an “offbeat” idea to form what has ballooned in four years 
into the $10 million Waltham-based Outline corporation. 

Neither company founder and chairman David L. Gilvar of 
Weston nor president David S. Burr of New York City envisioned 
the zenith of what they launched. Both were bored, on the verge 
of burn out from life in the fast lane and searching for an 
escape. 

Turn the clocks back twenty years and watch as the 
characters set the stage for a new adventure. 


Newton 1965: Newton High School and Northeastern Universi- 
ty graduate David Gilvar applied to a Swedish business school 
“on a lark.” Gilvar was accepted but his days as a student were 
short lived. After arriving in Europe, the 23-year-old immersed 
himself in several restaurant ventures. Eventually, he devoted 
his full energies to making this opportunity work. 

Stockholm 1970's: As the owner of Atlantic and Alexandria’s, 
two “sophisticated supper clubs/discotheques”’ in Stockholm, 
Gilvar's life mixed the perks and trappings of success. Now in 
his late twenties, he served the Rod Stewart’s, Elton John’s and 
Keith Moon's of the world but the night-to-night restaurant world 
“wore thin,” 

“Atlantic and Alexandria’s became to Stockholm what 
Anabel’s is to London, New Jimmy’s is to Paris and Regine’s is 
to New York,"’ Gilvar explained. ‘But it was not a normal type 
of life. I got caught in a situation where it was difficult to leave 
that lifestyle.” 

Despite financial fruition, Gilvar’s life lacked one ingredient, 
the proper setting. The Newton-born busin nan was homesick 
and searched for a professional passport back to New England 

New York 1970's. David Shepard Burr, a stockholder and of- 
ficer of Frank B. Hall and Co,, one of the world’s largest 
brokerage firms, joined the legion of businessmen who opt for 
early retirement, His ‘‘jet set, rock- and-roll lifestyle,’ courting 
America’s top chief executive officers became stale 

‘My job was to make connections at the highest levels in ma- 
jor corporations,” Burr recalled, ‘I was an expense account 
millionaire overnight.” 

Burr's anxiety grew until he become an inactive member of 
the firm. In turn, he pursued a life of leisure and limited activity 
in several start-up companies, “I was retired by the age of 42," 
he expained 

‘I had a similar situation as David,” Burr added, ‘I was do- 
ing all these things that most people thought were exciting but 
after you've worn that suit once you get tired of it.” 

Gilvar and Burr spurned the burn out script and opted for a 
story line entitled *‘Success Tastes Better The Second Time 
Around.” 

Stockholm 1979: Late one night, a Swedish creator of promo- 
tional items for clubs explained to Gilvar how he disliked travel 
ing to trade shows to set up complex exhibits, The inventor 
reasoned that with a simple, portable display his clients could 
assemble their own trade show booths without his help. 

The artist sketched on a night club napkin a lightweight ver- 
satile display with sophisticated graphics pre-loaded and in 
place. Gilvar was intrigued by the idea and a few days later, 
contacted his inventor friend at a more reasonable hour of the 
day

Gilvar bought the idea and the company was incorporated in 
the United States. Patents were applied for in many countries 
and a prototype unit developed for mass production 

The system was converted from the napkin into a series of 
aluminum frames connected by acting hinges. The frames could 
be set up within seconds with graphic panels being changed with 
little effort, according to Gilvar, The entire display folded down 
into a compact package that slipped into a carrying case. 

Having achieved a small amount of success selling this system 
in Sweden and gland, Gilvyar moved back to Massachusetts 
with his young family in late 1979. 

New York 1979. After five years of ‘fast lane’ existence, 
David Burr was considering returning to the business world. A 
mutual friend of Burr and Gilvar set up an appointment for the 
two executives to meet and discuss the new concept. 

For his meeting with “‘Mr. Corporate America”, Gilvar dawn- 
ed a suit for the first time in years. Upon arrival at Burr’s 
Manhattan flat, the doorman informed Gilvar that Burr would 
be home shortly 

Gilvar was ‘'shocked”’ by '‘Mr, Corporate America’s" ap- 
pearance as he approached, Burr strolled down the street with 
two white poodles tied to his hands, wearing blue jeans with torn 
knees 

After Gilvar’s initial dismay wore off, the two found they 
shared a lot of similar feelings. 

We were both very successful at business but hated what we 
were doing," Gilvar explained, ‘We tried in a number of ways 
to get out of our respective businesses.” 

As the old saying goes, ‘misery loves company” and this feel 
ing forged a bond between the two strangers 

Burr agreed to set up appointments in boardrooms, including 
the chief executive officers of American Express, Bristol Myers, 
American Airlines and Benton & Bowles 

The two entrepeneurs travelled to American Airlines and in 
their words went through a “dog and pony show."’ 

They loved it,”’ Burr said. ‘We'd be scheduled for a short 
meeting with company principals and we'd end up talking about 
the product for a couple of hours. It was unbelievable.”

seen, you're going to make a million,’’’ Gilvar recalled. ‘And as 
we left American Airlines they asked for 400 just for New York 
terminals, public areas and travel agents."’ 

The partners opened up a 300-square-foot office in New York 
City but after demonstrating the product for six months, they 
found sales did not equal the enthusiastic responses they were 
generating 

“Finally, it dawned on us that we were only selling features 
Outline is lightweight, Outline is portable, Outline can be design- 
ed using custom graphics — without addressing specific needs of 
the potential customers.” 

They are an unlikely looking duo. Burr sports an unrully head 
of thick gray hair that extends unto his face into a mustache and 
beard. Gilvar, on the other hand, represents the clean cut all- 
American ‘‘Yuppie"' image. 

Waltham 1984: By the spring of 1984, the business had 
outgrown its cramped New York headquarters and both Gilvar 
and Burr agreed to relocate to New England 

Why Main Street in Waltham? 

“We looked at Walpole but it was too far out we figured,” 
Gilvar reasoned. ‘‘We wanted it mid-128 near Mass Pike and the 
Waltham-Newton area.” 

“We think Waltham is a great location,”’ said Gilvar, now a 
Weston resident. 

The store front retail location abutting CVS Pharmacy is 
unusual for a whole distributor. The lobby is designed with plush 
carpet and a receptionist is perched behind the picture window. 

Initially, Outline designed display layouts and used outside 
sources for graphic production. This spring, the company 
established its own color proc 1g lab with full creative ser- 
vices and showrooms in Waltham 

With the guidance of Outline’s art director's, customers pro- 
vide color transparancies, logos, copy or ad slicks which are 
enlarged and inserted on frame 

Any material can be used for panel inserts including Velcro, 
rear projection screens, back lit transparancies and plexi-glass 
The system can expand from four to eight feet in height and 
weighs from 20 to 43 pounds. The unit price for a display ranges 
from $400 to $1,110. 

Neither entrepeneur anticipated that by 1984, Outline would 
have a manufacturing facility in Walpole, a graphic arts produc- 
tion studio in Waltham, eight offices nationwide, over 100 
employees and a long list of Fortune 500 customers 

‘It seares me sometimes to think what we have done and what 
we could do,"’ Gilvar exclaimed. ‘‘The company is growing as 
fast as we can handle the problems,”” 

To guarantee inflated profits each year, Gilvar continues to 

upgrade”’ services 

‘We hired an art director at the Walpole facility to work with 
clients to design customized displays,"’ said Gilvar. **That turn- 
ed out to be a stroke of genius. Now, we design 75 percent of the 
systems in-house. And while the original Swedish artist invented 
Outline as a “poor man's trade show booth" Gilvar now 
estimates this line is only 30 percent of their business 

“The systems are used for lobbies, window displays, corporate 
communications, college recruitment, shopping malls, the list is 
endless," Gilvar boasted. ‘What people want is various forms of 
messages. The average businessman has a need to gel a promo- 
tion to look the way they want it to look.”’ 

As for the future, Gilvar and Burr forge on attempting to cap- 
ture contracts for an array of different products and services

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Making an efficient laundry 


Long relegated to the base- 
ment, laundries have come up 
in the world. Today’s laundry 
appliances are cleaner, 
quieter and attractive enough 
to move into the house. And 
the modern compact machines 
can be located closer to the liv- 
ing areas’ saving hours of time 
and hundreds of footsteps. 

Two general home activity 
centers are ideal for laundry 
areas, according to the ex- 
perts at The Maytag Co, The 
first is the bedroom-bath area, 
where the bulk of the family 
laundry is collected and where 
clean laundry is stored. The 
second is near the kitchen’ 
where so many homemaking 
tasks are concentrated. 

A utility room adjoining the 
kitchen should also be con- 
sidered as it can be converted 
into a laundry-mud room, 
where children remove soiled 
play clothes as they come in- 
doors. A small sink can be us- 
ed for pretreating and for 
washing up before family 
members come in. If there’s a 
green thumb in the family, this 
location can serve double duty 
as a greenhouse. 


Certain guidelines will apply 
whatever location you select. 
Allow at least 4.5 feet of wall 
space for a standard washer 
and dryer. The washer re- 
quires drain and plumbing 
lines for both hot and cold 
water — a good reason to con- 
sider the kitchen area. 
Locating the laundry near the 
water heater helps assure an 
adequate hot water supply. All 
standard air-flow automatic 
dryers should be vented to out- 
side air. 


Storage is almost as impor- 
tant as good equipment to 
create an efficient laundry. 
Plans should include facilities 
for laundry aids, soiled 
clothes, clean clothes and 
counter space for sorting and 
folding. To get maximum 
benefit from the many 
garments that shed their 
wrinkles in the dryer, provide 
a place to hang permanent 
press and other no-iron items 
as soon as they are removed 
from the dryer drum. 

The inclusion of a large 
bathroom, with laundry 
facilities, in the blueprints of a 
new home will virtually 
eliminate the job of collecting 
soiled clothes and distributing 
clean laundry. In smaller 
homes dual-purpose rooms 
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The kitchen laundry room should be placed away from the sink. 


can make efficient use of 
valuable space. One possibili- 
ty is a spare bedroom that 
serves sewing and laundry 
needs. Others are the corner 
or wall of a large bedroom, 
especially if they share a wall 
with a bath so that minimum 
plumbing connections will be 
necessary. A wide hallway or 
a large linen closet can also be 
transformed into a home laun- 
dry. 

If an upstairs location isn’t 
suitable, an area near the kit- 
chen offers a second option. 
But remember, food and 
clothes don’t mix well. If ap- 
pliances must be placed in the 
kitchen proper, separate the 
food preparation area from 
the laundry with a partition or 
an eating peninsula. A kitchen 
corner, away from the sink, 
refrigerator and range, is one 
possibility. 

But, space permitting, it’s 
best to locate the laundry near 
enough to the kitchen to help 





dovetail your tasks, but not 
directly in that room. With a 
little remodeling, an entry 
closet may provide sufficient 
space. A pantry is even better, 
as it offers proximity both to 
the kitchen and to existing 
plumbing — minimizing in- 
stallation costs. If you include 
a desk and storage for 
household papers, appliance 
manuals and cookbooks, the 
area can serve as a home of- 
fice for telephoning, menu 
planning and keeping tabs on 
the family’s busy activity 
calendar.

Giving house plants full attention 


Houseplants, although ap- 
preciated as aesthetic additions 
to a home, too often are 
neglected. We simply forget that 
these beautiful accessories re- 
quire attention and care. 

The first step in regaining our 
houseplants’ good graces is to 
give them a cleaning. Wipe all 
smooth leaves carefully with a 
soft, damp cloth, both the upper 
and under sides, This will help 
them breathe freely and 
photosynthesize efficiently. Fuz- 
zy leaves, like those on African 
violets, can be brushed free of 
dust with a soft brush or another 
leaf. 

This also is a good time to take 
care of any necessary repotting, 
If plant roots are growing out of 
the pot's drainage holes, that’s a 
sign it needs to expand its 
quarters, If you are repotting a 
plant, clean it after it is repotted. 

Choose potting soil appropriate 
to the plant type. 

If you remove a plant from its 
pot and find it to be root bound, 
roots wound around a ball of soil, 
gently tease them away before 
repotting. Up to one-third of the 
plant’s old roots can be cleanly 
snipped away before repotting. 

Provide a thin drainage layer 
at the bottom of each new pot 
clean pebbles or peat and char- 
coal. And water the plant into its 
new home with some transplan- 
ting solution to reduce the shock 
of the move. 

Give humidity lovers — foliage 
plants, citrus a light misting 


and place even the sun lovers ina 
spot out of the sun for a few days 
to allow them to adjust and settle 
in, 

Plants already in large pots, or 
large plants, often will do with 
just a top dressing of fresh soil. 
Scratch away the top inch or so 
and replace it with fresh potting 
mix, 

Once summer's warmth ar- 
rives, just about any indoor plant 
can be placed outdoors for a 
vacation, But make the move 
gradual. Foliage plants can be 
moved into dappled shade while 
sun lovers like garden 
geraniums, citrus and bougain- 
villea can be moved into sunny 
spots. 

Christmas cactus, kalan hoe, 
rhipsalis, orchid cactus and or- 
chids grown in the house benefit, 
too, from a summer out in dappl- 
ed shade. 

While your houseplants are out- 
doors you will notice them

The concern over outdoor and indoor air pollu- 
tion has prompted an increasing interest in air 
cleaners — those small appliances that are suppos- 
ed to make breathing a delight. But do they? 

To learn more about the units, the engineers at 
Consumer Reports magazine tested 23 table-top 
models, priced from $15 to about $300. Before con- 
sidering whether to purchase a unit, it may help you 
to know the difference between the three types they 


evaluated. 


Fan/filter systems use a fan to draw air through 


a filter. 


Electrostatic precipitators use a fan to draw air 
past an electrode that gives airborne particles an 
electrical charge. THe air passes a collector plate 
that has the opposite ¢lectrical charge, to which the 
dust and other charged particles stick. 

Negative-ion generators spew a stream of elec- 
trons into the air, turning air molecules into 
negative ions. The ions apparently attract airborne 
particles, which drift to grounded surfaces such as 
walls and ceilings where they stick. 

Consumer Reports’ engineers found that none of 
the cleaners could “purify” the air of gas 
formaldehyde, although some did remove smoke or 
dust. Negative-ion generators were effective at 
removing smoke and performed best when combin- 
ed with a fan/filter system. Some fan/filter models

AMON the air cleaners tested, the Bionaire 1000, 
priced at about $300, was best overall. It uses both 
an ion generator and a filter. The Bionaire was 
and appeared very well-made, with 
asturdy metal cabinet. 

Two fan/filter models — the Norelco HB9000 at 
$100 and the Space-Gard 2275 at $140 — worked 
nearly as well at removing smoke. They were also 
very good at removing dust. 

The Oster electrostatic precipitator, at $158, per- 
formed quite well in removing smoke and dust, 
without the expense of replacement filters. You 
simply wash its collector by hand or in the 


At top speed, the Pollenex 1801, priced at $100, 
worked about as well as the Bionaire. But the 
engineers think that few people could bear its noisy 
speed operation for long. At lower speeds it 
was less effective.

Backman wants tax cut spent on poor 

The Senate chairman of the state’s Human Services Committee 
criticized the governor's plans for a $60 million tax cut in the com- 
ing fiscal year. Sen. Jack Backman (D. Brookline-Newton) recom- 
mended instead using the money to begin bringing poor families 
up to at least the poverty level in Massachusetts. 

“T totally support the comments made by the Mass. Coalition for 
the Homeless, the Coalition for Basic Human Needs, Boston NOW, 
the Rainbow Coalition, and the Mass. Human Services Coalition, 
all of whom decry the political ploy of returning a few dollars to the 
taxpayers, when thousands are going hungry and without homes,” 
Backman said. 

Sen. Backman, along with 23 other senators, has sponsored 
legislation this session to raise the benefit level to the annual 
poverty line, as established annually by the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services. 


Backman: Poor care causes deaths 

Three recent deaths at the Solomon Carter Fuller Community 
Mental Health Facility in Boston were the result of improper 
medical care, stated the Senate chair of a special committee in- 
vestigating mental health care in the commonwealth. 

“Preliminary investigation has shown that all three patients 
who died had severe medical problems that went undetected,”’ 
noted Sen Jack Backman (D. Brookline-Newton). ‘“‘The deaths 
could have been avoided had proper staffing and medical care 
been available.” 

Backman was referring to the cases of three patients who died at 
Fuller between April and December of last year. The Department 
of Mental Health is expected to release its report of the latest death 
of Nancy Hooper, which occured in December. 


Frank joins Civil Rights bill campaign 

Rep. Barney Frank (D-MA) joined Senators Edward Kennedy 
(D-MA), Lowell Weicker (R-Conn) and Rep. Pat Schroeder (D- 
Col), Augustus Hawkins (D-Cal) in introducing the Civil Rights 
Restoration Act of 1985. The bill seeks to clarify the four civil 
rights laws unduly narrowed by the Supreme Court’s decision in 
Grove City College v. Bellin 1983. 

The Grove City Supreme Court decision would permit the 
federal government to subsidize the tax dollars discrimination 
against minorities, women, the disabled, and the elderly. The Civil 
Rights Restoration Act of 1985 would prohibit discrimination 
against these groups in using federally fundeded programs.

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The U.S. Postal Service an- 
nounced plans to issue ‘D’ stamps 
without denomination on Feb. 1 
to assure adequate supplies of 
First-Class stamps when new 
postage rates become effective

tional mailing rates, which also 
increases on Feb. 17. Among 
these will be a stamp bearing the 
new 44-cent basic international 
airmail rate for a half-ounce let- 
ter.

Library borrowers ‘overduing’ it

NEWTON Despite her frustrations, 
Virginia Tashjian, the director of Newton's 
Public Free Libraries, likes to keep her 
sense of humor when discussing the subject 
of pilfered library material. 

“One time, someone had taken out the 
book “How to Stop Smoking in Three 
Weeks,”’ she said with a smile. ‘‘We didn’t 
get the book back until three months later.”” 

But seriously folks, the problem of 
unreturned bestsellers or Bing Crosby 
records is no joking matter; in fact, the 
financial consequences to Newton are Stag- 
gering. 

According to Tashjian, the library loses 
about $20,000 to $22,000 worth of library 
material every year. The problem of over- 
due books and stolen material is a real pro- 










blem ch threatens the life of Newton’s 
aie “It really puts us in a bind,’’ she 
said. 


Tashjian said there is no pattern to the 
type of material which is taken from the 
library's shelves. ‘They take everything,” 
she said 
ashjian and her dedicated staff are so 
concern, they are in the process of taking 125 
library patrons to Small Claims Court for 
overdue library material.

“The problem is not unique to Newton,”’ 
Tashjian said. ‘‘This whole ethic of not car- 
ing about money which belongs to the com- 
munity is selfish.”’ 

Tashjian claims the library sent out 2,719 
bills last year for books and materials which 
were not returned to the city’s libraries. 

“If you multiply that by $25 (the average 
amount of each bill), it’s a considerable 
amount of money,” she said. 

In dollars and cents, the cost of missing 
library materials during 1983 translates into 
about $67,625, the unpaid portion of which the 
library had to take at a loss. But that’s not 
the sad part, Tashjian said, some of the 
material is irreplaceable because it has gone 
out of print. 

Tashjian feels the library gives borrowers 
every opportunity to return library material. 
She and her staff send out overdue notices, 
bills and even telephone borrowers at home 
in hopes that they will return the material. 

“We give them close to six months to 
return the material,’’ Tashjian said. ‘“‘We 
have even give exceptions to hardship 
cases.”’

without suffering any fines, but even that has 
been unsucesssful. 

“I can’t say it enough,’’ Tashjian said. 
“We just want people to bring the material 
back to the libraries.”’ 

When all else fails, the library, 
represented by Tashjian, is forced to take 
obstinate patrons to court. 

“We'll only take someone to court if the 
bill is over $30,’ Tashjian said. ‘‘Anything 
less is not worth the trouble.’ At the same 
time, the book and cost of the book are lost to 
the city. 

The most infamous case, Tashjian said, in- 
volves a women who borrowed 10 books on 
the subject of cats and refused to return 
them. As justice would have it, the library 
won the case and the women was forced to 
make restitution for the missing books. The 
courts are behind the library 100 percent, 
Tashjian added. 

Tashjian recently hired a_ full-time 
employee — who she claims could be concen-

That 
figure becomes significant if you consider 
that the cost of postage for each notification 
comes directly out of the library’s budget. 
Under state law, the fines levied by the 
library must go directly into the city's 
General Fund while the library suffers a 
loss. The libra recoups funds only from 
books that borrowers are forced to pay for; 
however, that money is used to replace the 
book and not to buy new materials 

“The more and bills there are, the 
more I suffer hjian said, noting that the 
fines and postage requirements cut directly 
into the library’s book budget which is used 
to buy new materials for the city.

Although some in atten- 
dance did not share Zohn’s ac- 
ceptance of the ‘‘trade-offs”’ 
that will ultimately be caused 
by the USP, most welcomed 
the plan as the first concrete 
action toward in asing the 
safety of pedestrians and

From January 1978 to 
December 1980, a total of 239 
accidents in and around the 
West Newton neighborhood's 
commercial nucleus were 
reported to police 

John J. Kennedy, a con- 
sulting engineer for the 
Vanasse/Hangen firm design- 
ing the USP, told residents 
think there would be a y 
significant accident reduction,

Reagan cuts hit home 


50 cops could lose their jobs

NEWTON — The money to pay 
the salaries of 50 police officers 
here will no longer exist if Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan’s proposal 
to end the federal revenue shar- 
ing program is approved by Con- 
gress, according to the city’s 
financial expert. 

Chief Financial Officer David 
C. Wilkinson said the city 
receives about $1 million in 
federal revenue sharing funds 
annually and ‘‘has been told for 
sometime now” that the program 
is ‘likely to be included” among 
the budget cuts suggested today 
when Reagan presents his pro- 
posed fiscal 1986 budget. 

“Were that to materialize, it 
would hurt because that money 
finances the salaries of 50 
Newton police officers,”’ Wilkin- 
son said. “The continued ex- 
istence of that program is a very 
big question mark right now. 

“We're working very hard to 
make sure it doesn’t happen. The 
city doesn’t receive a lot of state 
and federal aid to begin with,” he 
added. 

Mayor Theodore D, Mann has 
already met with freshman Sen. 
John F, Kerry (D-Mass,) to em- 
phasize the importance of the 
program to the city’s public safe- 
ty efforts and Wilkinson said 
Rep. Barney Frank (D-Newton) 


also has been informed of the ci- 
ty’s position. 

The proposed elimination of 
revenue sharing, which brings a 
total of $132 million to every city 
and town in the state, is part of 
Reagan’s effort to reduce the na- 
tion’s spiralling budget deficit. 
That threat and others eminating 
from the federal level represent 
important segments of the city’s 
fiscal 1986 budget puzzle, a docu- 
ment Wilkinson is currently try- 
ing to piece together. 


Other proposed cuts in the 
federal budget, if they survive 
Congessional debate, could 
dismantle the city’s community 
development program and 
reduce the chances of receiving 
badly needed aid to rehabilitate 
the city’s sewer system. 


Wilkinson said he is now 
reviewing preliminary fiscal 1986 
budget submissions from every 
department head in the city. 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann must 
submit the city’s financial plan 
no later than April 1. 


Administrators in every 
department are being asked to 
come up with ‘‘level-funded’”’ 
budgets for the coming fiscal 
year, meaning a financial plan to 
operate their departments with 
the same amount of money 
budgeted in fiscal 1985, he added. 

According to Wilkinson, the

size of the city’s surplus and free 
cash should be ‘‘not significantly 
different than usual.” As of Dec. 
31, the city’s surplus stood at 
about $4.75 million. The amount 
of “free cash,’ uncommitted 
money in the city’s treasury, will 
not be known until the city 
recalculates its finances in 
almost two months. 


The ‘‘most optimistic’ fiscal 
1986 budget scenario is 
predicated on the city’s continu- 
ing to ‘‘levy to the limit’’ allowed 
under Proposition 242 by increas- 
ing the amount of money raised 
from the property tax base by 242 
percent, he added. 


Wilkinson said he currently en- 
visions the city receiving an addi- 
tional $800,000 in state aid, but ad- 
ded that the exact amount “‘is 
constantly in a state of flux’’ and 
will become clearer by April 1. 


Another ‘“‘major unknown”’ in 
the city’s budget process are the 
water-sewer rate increases soon 
to be spawned from the newly 
formed Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority’s effort to 
begin cleaning up Boston Harbor, 
he said, 





City’s Social Services Department 
seeks foster parents for area teens 


NEWTON — The Department 
of Social Services is always in 
need of new foster homes. Foster 
parents are married couples, 
single, divorced or widowed peo- 
ple, who live in their own homes 
and apartment settings.

Brenda is seeking foster care 
because her parents are unable 
to provide her with the necessary 
care that a child needs. Because 
of family problems, Rrenda has 
had difficulties adjusting in her 
teen years. She enjoys cooking, 
sports and regular things that 
teens do. 

Brenda is in need of the stabili- 
ty that a foster home can provide 
fro her. She will need foster care 
for the next six to 12 months. Dur- 
ing that time, the social worker 
for Brenda will write up a plan as 


a guide to work by. This plan will 
be between the child, the social 
worker and the foster parents. 
The Wellesley Public Schools are 
willing to pary for transporta- 
tion. 

To help foster parents deal with 
the child’s needs, the Depart- 
ment of Social Services will pro- 
vide a comprehensive training 
program and ongoing foster 
parent support group meetings 
each month. Social workers will 
make home visits as well as plan 
with the foster parents the goals 
for the child. 

Children are place in foster 
care for six months in foster care 
from six months to one year with 
hope of returning the children 
back to their families. The 
department will provide a sti- 
pend for room and board on a 
regular monthly basis as well as 
medical and clothing allowance. 

Often there are not enough 
foster families or individuals. 
Time is aloways a concern for 
social workers and homefinders

School cancellation inquiries 
tie up police telephone lines 


NEWTON — “No one knows

adverse weather conditions. 

According to the chief,

The chief emphasizes that the 
closing of school is not a police 
decision and that calling the local 
police department is not the 
method of finding out if school 
has been called off. He states that 
once school personnel have made 
a decision to cancel they notify 
area TV and radio stations who 
begin making the announcement 
within minutes. 

Chief Quinn, in conclusion, 
urges all citizens to reach for 
their TV and radio dials rather 
than their telephones if they need 
to know about school cancella- 
tion. “By cooperating in this 
fashion all citizens will be work- 
ing as a team to guarantee that 
the true emergency call has im- 
mediate access to the police 
lines," the chief said.

Mann hails service delivery study 


By Edward Cafasso

NEWTON A recently con- 
cluded study showing no ‘‘objec- 
tive basis’’ for the perception 
that residents on the city’s south 
side receive preferential service 
delivery reaffirms the city’s 
policy of equitable treatment, ac- 
cording to Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann. 

“As mayor of this city, I will 
not stand for any discrimination 
or maltreatment of anybody in 
this city,’’ Mann said. 

Although he has not seen the 
Human Rights Commission's 
preliminary report on the mat- 
ter, the mayor said he 
understands the findings ‘‘cor- 
roborate”’ the city’s policy of 
delivering services ‘‘on the basis 
of need and not on any other 
basis.”” 

The study, which began nearly 
a year ago, concluded that the 
“Commission has been unable to 
find an objective basis for the 
perception that the south side of 
Newton is treated any differently 
from the north side in the 
delivery of city services.” 

The report has been designated 
as “a preliminary document” 
because the group ‘‘recognizes .. 
that there may be instances of 
disperate treatment which have 
not come to the Commission’s at- 
tention.’”’ 

Residents have been invited to 
a March 13 commission meeting 
at city hall “to provide any 
evidence which may contradict” 
the study’s initial findings and 
may provide such data confiden- 
tially by contacting the city’s 
Human Services Department. 

While the document shows ‘‘no 
objective basis” for the percep- 
tion of discriminatory service 
delivery, Mann admitted there is

“very little that can be done’’ 
about residents who still harbor 
their own “individual (subjec- 
tive) perceptions”’ on the issue. 

Commission Chairman 
Richard Glovsky said he was 
“not terribly surprised’ by the 
findings. 

“It shows people feel the city is 
being administered in a fair way. 

.. The hope is that studies like 
this and continued fair- 
mindedness by the adminstration 
will further reduce the percep- 
tion of discrimination,’ Glovsky 
said. 

Human Services Director 
Howard Lipton was also ‘‘not sur- 
prised at all by the findings."’ 

“I think the Commission did 
about as thorough an analysis of 
the information as it could. It pro- 
ves that city departments res- 
pond equitably and don’t con- 
sider where you live as a factor in 
the quality of their response," 
Lipton added. 


Because the Commission is 
composed of volunteers and has

Of the nearly 16,800 households 
responding to the census during 
those seven years, ‘fewer than 5 
percent ... rated the services 
reviewed by the Commission as 
‘poor,’’’ the report said, describ- 
ing the ‘geographic variations”’ 
as “‘negligible."” 

According to the report, Fire

More recently he wrote, ‘‘I find 
the practice of law more and 
more relevant as societal pro- 
blems mount. I still believe in a 
structured society and 
democratic freedom. Because I 
believe that the independent 
businessman must be protected if 
political and social democracy is 
to survive, I have been spending 
time writing and speaking about 
the anti-trust laws and their im-

portance to the viability of 
smaller businesses. I believe it is 
just as important for educated 
citizens to know something about 
the basis for the rules of law 
under which they live, and about 
the means of resolving disputes, 
as it is for them to know about 
chemical reactions and 
mathematics.”

Project BASE 


The 1984 status report of the Sen 
ate Committee on Post Audit and 
Oversight, “Drinking and Driving 
in Massachusetts,’ contains an en: 
couraging fact — fewer people are 
being killed on Massachusetts 
roads than at any time in the last 
20 years, In 1969, there were 815 fa: 
tal crashes; in 1983, there were 598, 
This decline is especially notewor 
thy in light of the substantial in: 
creases in the number of licensed 
drivers, registered motor vehicles, 
and miles driven in the state 

‘The reduction in fatal crashes is 
highly significant, and its magni: 
tude can be appreciated when re- 
lated to the rate of fatal crashes per 
10,000 licensed drivers. By this 
measure — which takes into ac: 
count changes in the driving popu: 
lation — the number of fatal crashes 
in Massachusetts has dropped by 
43% over the last fifteen years 
Moreover, while the decrease in fa: 
tal crashes over the last four years 
has been dramatic, such gains could 
not have been achieved without a 
major reduction in nighttime fatal 
crashes, the time when most alco: 
hol-related fatal crashes occur. 





Road Stor 
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Of real signifi in the 
decrease in the fatal crash rate has 
been the role played by younger 
drivers. Through the first seven 
months of this year, 20-year-old 
drivers have been found to be the 
cause of only two fatal crashes 
related to alcohol, In the last three 
years, fatal crashes involving 
teenage drivers have decreased by 
34%, while those caused by 20-year 
olds have experienced a 
31% decrease 

Public perception and under 
standing of the role of alcohol in 
highway fatalities has risen dramat 
ically in the last decade. Public in: 
formation and education at all 
levels of society are the basis of an 
effective control system. But with 
out specific efforts such as workable 
laws, increased enforcement, effec 
tive and consistent adjudication, al: 
cohol education and treatment for 
offenders, public education on 
drinking practices, and sustained 
news coverage of the failures and 
successes of the system, the reduc 
tion in the rate of nighttime fatal 
crashes will not be improved or even 
sustained, 

The status report states that 

The number of drunk driving ar 
rests in the Commonwealth during 
the first six months of 1984 in 
creased by 18% over the prior six 
months, from 16,744 to 19,823 ar 
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rests. Six district courts of the Com- 
monwealth experienced a greater 
than 100% increase in the number 
of drunk driving arraignments from 
the first six months of 1983 to the 
first six months of 1984. Public 
safety authorities project over 
39,600 arraignments for drunk driv- 
ing in the Commonwealth this year, 
a 15% rise over 1983.’ 

While a number of courts in 
Massachusetts experienced a big in 
crease in the number of arraign- 
ments for drunk driving, fifteen 
district courts experienced a 
decrease in the number of arraign- 
ments. Brookline experienced the 
second highest decrease in the 
state. When the first six months of 
1983 and 1984 are compared, 
Brookline shows a 42% decrease. It 
appears that alcohol education is 
having an effect in Brookline that 
shows up in a decrease in drunk 
driving arrests and arraignments 
Another factor may be a strategy of 
traffic law enforcement — the use 
of roadblocks. Roadblocks contrib- 
ute to the climate of general deter- 
rence. Properly conducted, this 
enforcement tool increases the ex- 
pectation of being caught and, 
hence, persuades drinkers to avoid 
driving. 


What is Project BASE? 


Project BASE, a school-based al- 





cohol education program, has as its 
goal the reduction of teenage drink- 
ing and driving through responsible 
use or comfortable non-use of alco- 
hol. To evaluate the effectiveness of 
the BASE method, third party 
evaluations have been used. 

In 1981-1982, among the informa- 
tion collected in an evaluation study 
of Project BASE at Brookline High 
School were some data on drinking 
and driving when compared to a na- 
tional survey. The national survey 
on student drug use was conducted 
by the University of Michigan's In- 
stitute for Social research (directed 
by Lloyd D. Johnston et al., 1980) 
In the Michigan study, data was 
collected each year from seniors in 
approximately 125 to 130 public 
and private high schools selected to 
provide an accurate cross-section of 
high school seniors throughout the 
United States. A total of 16,524 
seniors were sampled in the 1980 
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survey. The response rate was 82%, 
Although the surveys ask about the 
use of and attitudes toward a wide 
range of drugs, here we deal only 
with questions pertaining specifical- 
ly to alcohol 

Slightly fewer Brookline High 
School students had “‘ever used" al- 
cohol than the national average for 
1980: in Brookline, 87% of the 
seniors had used alcohol at least 
once in their lives, while nationally, 
92% of all seniors had used alcohol 
The reverse of the same question 
produced the result that 13% of 
Brookline High School seniors have 
“never” used alcohol, as compared 
to 7% for the national sample. 

There is a much larger discrepan- 
cy between Brookline and the na- 
tional sample with respect to 
current use of alcohol. In Brookline, 
54% of the seniors reported that 
they drank alcohol during the previ- 
ous month. Nationally, 72% of the 
sample responded that they drank 
alcohol during the previous month. 
Similarly, there is less daily use of 
alcohol in Brookline. Only one 
senior in Brookline High School 
(2% of the sample) reported drink- 
ing every day during at least one 
week in the previous month. Na- 
tionally, the corresponding figure 
for daily drinking was 7% 

Brookline High School seniors 
first drank alcohol at earlier ages 
than the national sample of seniors. 
Nationally, seniors do not catch up 
with Brookline High School seniors 
until the ninth and tenth grades. 
Unfortunately, neither our survey 
nor the national survey was able to 
ask for more detail about early 
drinking. Thus, we are left to specu- 
late that perhaps in Brookline stu- 
dents are more likely than the 
average student to be introduced to 
alcohol under parental supervision 
This would likely occur during holi- 
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days or around other festivities, 
such as weddings or celebrations. 
We would like to believe that such 
early, supervised drinking is relat- 
ed to the lower rates of current 
drinking by Brookline students 
However, it is impossible to test 
this relationship with the data 
available, and there are many other 
factors that could also explain the 
lower levels of current drinking 
among Brookline High School 
seniors. 

In the 1982-1983 third party 
evaluation, the evaluators reported, 
“At Brookline High School, results 
for exposure to peer leaders are en- 
couraging, while the findings for ex- 
posure to the combination of peer 
leaders and teachers constitute the 
most positive résults obtained for 
students. Comparisons of this lat- 
ter group with students not ex- 
posed to BASE are in the desired 
direction for all behavior items." 

The table below which was pre- 
pared by the evaluators show drink- 
ing patterns at several test schools 
after exposure to Project BASE. 


The evaluators concluded: ‘'The 
relatively low levels of drinking at 
Brookline High School last year and 
again this year raise the intriguing 
possibility that Project BASE has 
impacted on the overall school 
drinking behaviors at Brookline. All 
students at Brookline High School 
have been exposed to BASE in one 
way or another. For example, those 
who have not been exposed direct: 
ly to trained teachers or peer lead- 
ers must have seen BASE posters 
and heard the ‘You Bet Your Beer’ 
show on the intercom. Perhaps 
these more subtle forms of expo- 
sure, coupled with teachers’ and 
peer leaders’ efforts, have reduced

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drinking. This possibility must re- 
main conjecture, since we cannot 
know what the drinking level was at 
Brookline High School before Pro- 
ject BASE began. 

“Finally, the results for the com- 
bination of exposure to both teach: 
ers and peer leaders are, as 
expected, the strongest findings at 
Brookline High School. Nine of the 
11 differences are in the desired 
direction, and three of the nine are 
statistically significant (JANE, 
DAYS and DRIVEN). As with ex. 
posure to teachers, all of the com- 
parisons on behavior items are in 
the desired direction, and two of the 
comparisons are statistically signi- 
ficant. Furthermore, comparison of 
the post-test scores for all four 
groups shows that students ex- 
posed to both peer leaders and 
teachers have the highest (some are 
ties) post-test knowledge scores on 
five of the six items. On the nega- 
tive side, the difference for one 
knowledge item (DRIVES) is in the 
wrong direction and another (BAC) 
shows no difference. 

“In sum, the results at Brookline 
High School provide strong support 
for the efficacy of project BASE." 





Project BASE originated as an ef- 
fort to give teenagers the tools they 
need to make responsible decisions 
about the use or non-use of alcohol. 

Project BASE is a school-based 
education program which trains 
teachers to help kids make decisions 
about alcohol. Project BASE be- 
lieves that teenagers can and do | 
make responsible drinking de- 
cisions, 

Project BASE trains student 
peer leaders who, in turn, act as 
change agents to affect elementary, 
junior high and high school stu- 
dents. The primary goals of the 
teacher and peer leader training are 
to increase knowledge and change 
attitudes about alcohol use and 
related issues. 

Project BASE is a state-wide pro- 
gam, currently working in 10 
school systems in Massachusetts. 
Staff from the central BASE office 
in Brookline provide teacher train- 
ing, curriculum resource back-up 
and work individually with each 
Site Coordinator. 

Project BASE is coordinated in 
each school by a teacher (Site Coor- 
dinator) who is released from some 
of his or her teaching duties to

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guide the BASE team. 

BASE teachers integrate small 
pieces of alcohol information into 
their ongoing curriculum. BASE 
works well in all subject areas. 

BASE teachers (all volunteers) 
become a team whose joint efforts 
result in an effective alcohol safety 
education program for the students 
in their school 

BASE teachers are joined in their 
education effort by specially trained 
high school students (peer leaders) 
who run projects at the high school 
and do presentations for junior high 
and grade school students. 

Some alcohol-related activities 
that have resulted from student in. 
volvement include a quiz show and 
live theatre performances for high 
school students, as well as a treas: 
ure hunt and a board game, “None 
for the Road’, for elementary 
school students. Teachers integrate 
alcohol education into their various 
disciplines in a variety of ways, in: 
cluding: a discussion of alcohol use 
in adolescent literature, using word 
problems relating to alcohol facts in 
math classes, discussing alcohol 
usage in various countries in foreign 
language classes, and highlighting 
the historical and legal usage of al- 
cohol in social studies classes. The 
program has also developed educa- 
tional films and “trigger tapes. 

To be considered as a Project 
BASE site, a school district must 
agree to release a staff member to 
serve as BASE Site Coordinator for 
an agreed upon percentage of 
his/her time. The coordinators 
report to Project BASE Central 
Office staff and receive consultation 
and supervision in such matters as 
community organization, teacher 
recruitment, peer leader training 
and peer. leader activities. All 
teacher training is done at the 
Project BASE Central Office and 
Resource Center at Brookline High 
School, Brookline, Massachusetts. 
Each site agrees to release selected 
volunteer teachers to attend two 
full days of training, Sites are 
adopted for a three year period of 
time 

Project Coordinator Fay 
has worked in the alcohol tré 
and education field for the past 10 
years, She directed a town-wide al: 
cohol education program in Brook- 
line prior to working with the 
School Department. She designed, 
developed and has directed Project 
BASE since 1980.

Dacia Reid is a Trainer/Dissemi 
nator for Teacher Training and Cur 
riculum Implementation. She 
taught social studies at the high 
school level and became interested 
in curriculum at that time. She has 
worked in the alcohol treatment 
field for 10 years as a therapist and 
trainer. Reid maintains a small pri 
vate practice. 

Sherry Sherman is a Trainer/Dis 
seminator for the Peer Program 
Sherman has been in the field of al 
cohol treatment for 10 years as a cli 
nician and educator. She has also 
run primary prevention peer educa 
tion programs for the past 7 years, 
the most recent being the Youth 
Expression Theatre of Planned 
Parenthood, She maintains a pri 
vate psychotherapy practice. 

Thelma Gruenbaum, Program 
Assistant (for publications and pub 
licity) began working half-time for 
BASE this year, She is also the 
Public Information Coordinator for 
the Brookline Public Schools. For 
12 years she has handled public re- 
lations and writing for a number of 
educational and arts organizations 
She has also taught at the nursery 
school level.

Alcohol also slows a driver's reac 
tion time. When alcohol is in the 
brain, the voluntary muscles 
(hands, feet) take longer to obey 
messages sent by the brain.

sumed in an hour or less, can slow 
a driver's reaction time by 2/5s of 
a second. An automobile going 60 
miles per hour travels 34 feet in 2/5s 
of a second 


Accident Risk 


There is a clear relationship be 
tween drinking and driving acci 
dents. As Blood Alcohol Content 
(BAC) goes up, the chance of being 
involved in an accident increases 
The increased accident risk begins 
before drivers are impaired or intox 
icated. 


* At .04% BAC, chances of an ac 
cident increase. (2 drinks per hour 
for an 150 Ib, person) 











At .06% BAC, just a hair over 
the legal limit for impaired driv 
ing, chances of an accident dow 
ble. (3 drinks per hour for an 150

At .10% BAC, chances of an ac 
cident are 6 times greater.

The drinking age in Mas- 
sachusetts is 20 years old 
Legislation has been 
passed to raise the drink- 
ing age in Massachusetts 
to 21 


Possession of Alcohol 

When a person under 20 years of 
age has possession of alcohol, the 
police have a lot of leeway on how 
to handle the situation. Although 
the police can choose to do nothing 
at all, this is very unlikely. They are 
most likely to seize the alcohol and 
impose a fine of up to $50. 


False Representation of Age 

If a teenager falsely represents 
his/her age resulting in the purchase 
of alcoholic beverages, the penalty 
is a fine of $300. 

Stealing, forging or other falsifi- 
cation of a Learner's Permit or 
license could result in a fine up to 
$500 or imprisonment up to five 


| years in a state prison or up to 2 


years in a house of correction. 


Liquor Purchase Cards 

If a person is 20 years old or 
older, he/she can apply for a liquor 
purchase identification card. Falsifi 
cation, alteration or the use of some- 
one else’s card can be penalized by 
a fine up to $200, or imprisonment 
for not more than three months. 


Transporting Alcohol in a Motor 
Vehicle 

Police officers have much discre 
tion if this law is violated. The pos 
sible penalties are a fine up to $50 
and/or police seizure of alcohol 


Operation of a Motor Vehicle while 
Drinking an Alcoholic Beverage 
from an Open Container 

When caught, the driver will be 
checked for drunk driving 

The penalty for drinking from an 
open container of an alcoholic bever 
age is a fine between $100 and $500 

The driver can also be reported to 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles for 
possible license suspension. 


Drunk Driving 

The laws pertaining to a minor 
and an adult are not different with 
regard to drunk driving. Remem 
ber, though, that Massachusetts 
has stiff drunk driving laws. To be 
presumed legally drunk, the Blood 
Alcohol Content level must be .10 
or above. 


Procedure to Arrest a Suspected 
Drunk Driver 
Listed below is the most likely 
chain of events leading to an arrest 
* Police observe you driving 
strangely, i.e., too fast, on the 
wrong side of the road, etc. 
Your car is stopped and the police 
ask you to take a field sobriety 
test. This test is a series of tasks 
that the police will ask you to do 
to determine whether or not you 
have been drinking. These tasks 
consist of walking in a straight 
line, picking up a coin, etc. 
The police detain you for drunk 
driving. You will be read your 
rights 
Your car is towed away, and you 
are taken to a police station. 
You will be asked to take an In- 
toxalyzer test. This test is simi- 
lar to a Breathalyzer but cannot 
be tampered with. 
If you refuse to take an Intox- 
alyzer or Breathalyzer test, your 
license is automatically suspend- 
ed for 90 days. 
If you take the test and it reveals 
your Blood Alcohol Content lev- 
el to be less than .05, you will be 
released. 
If the test result is over .05, you 
will be held, but there will be no 
presumption you were driving 


drunk. Between ,05 and .09, in 
toxication can be determined by 
court trial, Other evidence, which 
may include the arresting offi 
cer's observations, must be 
presented to assist the judge in 
making his/her determination. 
If the test result is over .10, you 
will be held on the presumption 
that you were driving under the 
influence of alcohol. You will be 
locked up until someone posts 
your bail 


Penalties for Drunk Driving 
Drunk driving laws are severe. 

The punishments become greater 

with each subsequent offense. 


Vehicular Homicide Under the In- 
fluence 

When driving under the influence 
the chance for an accident is great 
ly increased. Vehicular homicide is 
the death of another when one is 
driving. The penalty is a mandato- 
ry one year in jail with the maxi- 
mum sentence up to 10 yeers in jail 


Driving after License has been 
Revoked 

If your license was revoked for 
drunk driving or vehicular homi- 
cide, and if you are convicted of this 
offense, the penalty is a mandato- 
ry 7 days in jail with additional sen- 
tencing up to 2% years in jail

$60 to say 
‘llove you"

Lovers are spending about $60 to $70 this 
Valentine's Day — the highest price ever — 
to say ‘I love you” with a dozen long stemm- 
ed roses. And local florists say they can’t 
keep up with the surging demand for the the 
precious, ruby red flowers. 

“T’ll sell upwards of 2,000 roses, but that’s 
all I can get,” says Jim Brandt, manager of 
O'Toole The Florist, Inc. in Waltham. 
“There just aren’t enough roses to go 
around.” 

That’s part of the reason why florists jack 
up the price of roses for the Feb. 14 holiday; 
demand skyrockets. People who never buy 
flowers, flood flower shops on Valentine's 
Day. And they all want the same flower. 

Ear! Quint, owner of Harry Quint Florist in 
Newton Centre, says it’s impossible to deter- 
mine whether or not roses are a good buy. 
“Their sentimental impact is invaluable,” 
says Quint, who sells individual roses for $5, 
$6 and $7.50 and dozens for $60, $72 and $90, 
depending on quality. 

“Who can put a price on love,” he adds. 

By Monday, Quint had 100 orders for a 
dozen roses and had just taken a $98 order 
(that includes tax and delivery) for a dozen 
top quality specimens. 

About 10 days after Valentine’s Day, Quint 
says his roses will return to their normal $40 
price. Until the Valentine’s Day surge sub- 
sides, however, Quint says he’s had to hire 
extra help to allow four employees to do 
nothing but answer phones all day long. 


“Roses are definitely the most sentimental 
flower to most people,” explains Dave 
Greenberg, owner of Anderson Florist in 
Waltham. ‘Many men unfortunately don't 
know any other flowers, so the first thing 
that comes out of their mouth is ‘A rose,’ 
when I'm sure the average person receiving

Putting ‘class’ back in a classic

NEWTON CORNER — The Hollis Hotel, 
a lonely looking rooming house on Centre 
Street in Newton Corner, has obviously 
seen better days, Its front porch and upper

Association and negotiating teams have recommended that the

School officials warn that 
another rejection will destroy the 
progress teachers have made as 
well as disturbing the growing 
support and willingness to im- 
prove the negotiating process in 
the future which has sprung up 
among administrators 

Some teachers have noted that 
it will be difficult to accept an of- 
fer which they do not see as a 
substantial improvement over 
the last one, in terms of wages or 
evaluations. Others note that 
they should continue to fight for 
further recognition and gains 
while they still have a strong

But Schoo! Committee member

titude of ‘‘willingness’ among 
school administrators and the 
School Committee to find solu- 
tions to contract difficulties 
Supt. of Schools John M. Strand,

Details of latest 
teacher pact offer

NEWTON A first glance at the latest contract proposal ham- 
mered out by negotiating teams reveals slight wage increases, struc- 
tural changes in evaluations and a higher rate of compensation for 
kindergarten teachers.

A memo distributed to 
teachers, for example, explains 
that, with the rejected contract, a 
teacher holding a master’s 
degree at the maximum step 
would see his salary of $28,551 in- 
crease five percent the first year 
to $29,978 and six percent the se- 
cond year to $31,777. This would 
mean an overall increase of 11.29 
percent. 

With the new proposal, the 
same salary of $28,551 would in- 
crease to $29,693 with the first- 
year, four percent raise, then to 
$30,287 with the two percent add- 
ed raise. In 1985, a five percent 
increase would raise the salary to 
$31,801. This figure would jump to

North makes its own power 


NEWTONVILLE — An in- 
novative energy system designed 
to slice oil consumption and costs 
at Newton North High School 
should be in place by the time the 
school doors open next year. 

The system is called cogenera- 
tion, and it is designed to expand 
the usage of an emergency elec- 
tric generator at North to pro- 
duce its own electricity and to 
reduce the amount of oil consum- 
ed from the local power com- 
panies. 

“An existing 400 Kilowatt 


Burlington revealed that the plan 
would be a feasible one for cut- 
ting energy costs. 

The City’s application for a 
federal grant to help fund half of 
the $80,000 project was approved 
and the installation should begin 
this summer, Hayes said. 

The engineer timated the 
savings of the project at $40,000. 
“So if you think about it, this 
means that the city gets back 
what it paid after only one year,”

the flowers would be 
perfectly happy getting an ar- 
rangement of flowers, tulips or 
carnations.” 

But they all get roses. In ad- 
dition to heavy demand, 
florists blame high prices on 
the money and effort required 
to grow Valentine's Day roses 
and to transport the fragile 
flowers. 

Growers say it takes about 
55 days to produce a rose for 
Feb. 14, a longer time than 
usual due to short winter days 
and cold, cloudy weather. Dur- 
ing that growing time, roses 
must be kept at 65 degree 
temperatures during the 
night. 

“That's difficult to do in a 
large, glass greenhouse it 
takes a lot of fuel,’’ notes Bill 
Rudolph, general manager of 
Bay State Florist Supply in 
Waltham, which supplies local 
florists. 

“When the wind chill goes to 
0 or minus 20, our fuel bills are 
astronomical,” agrees Gerri 
Bunker, owner of Johnson 
Brothers Greenhouses Inc. in 
Woburn, which grows the 
plants. 

To ensure they’ll have 
enough roses for Valentine’s 
Day, growers say they time 80 
percent of all their rose bushes 
to produce flowers by about 
Feb, 12, thereby ‘‘sacrificing”’ 
January sales. 

“We only have a finite 
amount of plants so the rose 
you would buy in January has 
been snipped off to come a 
week before Valentine’s Day,” 
explains Bunker. ‘‘We don’t let 
that rose we might have sold to 
a customer grow, we cut it off 
so it will be ready for 
February. 

“It’s not like something we 
can grow and put on shelf, it’s 
a growing, living thing.” 

Although it’s cheaper to 
farm roses in warmer 
climates, like South America, 
Israel and Holland, local 
growers and wholesalers say 
high shipping prices offset 
those energy savings. 

“Roses are very perishable 
items,”’ emphasizes Rudolph, 
who says he'll sell about 
100,000 of the long stemmed 
beauties this holiday. ‘‘It costs 
a lot to ship them.” 

The higher growing costs 
are passed onto retailers and 
finally to amorous customers. 
At O'Toole The Florist Inc. in 
Waltham, a dozen long stemm- 
ed red roses cost $60 with a 
single flower priced at $6. 
Sweetheart roses, the smaller 
model, cost $40. 

“The wholesalers more than 
double them on Valentine's 
Day, so we have to pass that 
along to the consumer, 
naturally,’’ says Brandt. 
“That's the only way we can 
make enough profit. 

“Tf we marked them up nor- 
mally, as we do for the rest of 
our flowers, they should be 
$72. But on Valentine’s Day, 
we can’t ask that much in this 
area,”’ 

Some florists say Valen- 
tine’s Day can be a risky time 


for them. ‘From a business 
point of view, we have to order 
these (roses) several weeks in 
advance and to a great extent, 
we're taking a chance we'll 
sell them all,’’ says 
Greenberg, whose shop is 
stocked with 2,400 roses for the 
holiday, enough for about 200 
dozens. 

Greenberg notes the price of 
roses has increased 11 percent 
over the last few years while 
the inflation rate has gone up 
about 25 percent in the past 
four years. 

“People sometimes feel 
they’re getting shafted when 
the price of roses goes up, but 
from a retail point of view, our 
costs are much higher because 
more people are coming into 
the store so we have more peo- 
ple working on overtime and 
we have to hire part-time peo- 
ple,” he says. 

Greenberg also believes 
prices will not deter 
customers. “They’re higher 
than they are normally, but so 
are oranges,” he points out, 
“When the price of orange 
juice goes up, people will still 
buy it.”” 

But at least one local florist 
believes everybody is getting 
shafted on Valentine’s Day. 
“To me, it’s the biggest emo- 
tional rip-off of the American 
public,” states Anne Reilly, 
owner of All Season’s Flowers 
Inc. in Newton. “I believe the 
growers limit the growth of 
their roses and time it so 
they’re scarce before Valen- 
tine’s Day and then they flood 
the market and charge 
wholesalers exorbitant prices 
so the retailers pay more and 
the public pays more. 

“It’s my least favorite holi- 
day,’’ she emphasizes. ‘‘Next 
to Mother’s Day, .it’s our 
busiest and I have to hire extra 
people to deal with all the 
sales. I’ve ordered 1,000 roses 
which is a huge risk factor for 
me. I have no guarantees 
they’ll be sold.” 

Reilly sells her long stemm- 
ed roses for $50 to $65 a dozen 
and sweetheart roses for $40, 
$45 and $50 a dozen. 

“At about the second week 
in January, we started paying 
an inflated price for roses,” 
she notes. “‘A rose that nor- 
mally costs me a dollar sud- 
denly becomes $1.50 to $1.75 
and by today, I’m paying 
anywhere from $2.75 to $3.50 
for that rose. 

“So, in fact, we as retailers 
are not making an increased 
profit because we're selling 
them at a low profit level. And 
we have no way of controlling 
ay? 

Growers and wholesalers 
dismiss charges they’re 
scheming to increase their 
profits. “It’s not a sham at 
all,” Bunker counters. ‘We 
have to try to time our crop for 
when it’s wanted, it’s the 
farmer mentality.” ‘We don’t 
create a shortage by any 
means,” agrees Rudolph. ‘‘We 
can sell every rose we get our 
hands on almost all the time, 
particularly at Valentine’s 
Day.”

from floor to ceiling, the clap- 
boarding. Inside there is a lot of 
mahogany and walnut wood- 
work. Most of the rooms have 
marble-topped fireplaces.” The 
150-year-old house also has a uni- 
que curved door said by an ar- 
chitectural historian to be one of 
only two in New England. 

“What’s so great about the 
house,”’ said Quatrale, ‘‘is that so 
little has been done to the in- 
terior, basically it’s the same as 
when the house was built.” 

Currently 11 men and one 
woman ranging in age from 20 to 
roughly 60 rent single rooms and 
share three baths. A manager 
lives in an attached apartment. 
“The tenants are the type that 
take a job for a month or two then 
move on to something else,’’ said 
Quatrale, adding that most have 
incomes under $11,000. A majori- 
ty of the renters have lived at the 
Hollis for two years. Despite the 
planned renovations, the lower 
income tenants would be en- 
couraged to remain through 
federal rent subsidies. 

The present renters walk halls 
once owned by the very wealthy, 
beginning in 1840 with insurance 
agent Ralph Holman, the founder 
of the Newton Free Library. In 
1855 the house was sold to a fellow 
member of the library’s founding 
committee, D.K. Hitchcock, dean 
of the Harvard Dental School. 


“Most of Newton’s wealthy ' 


people lived in Newton Corner at 
that time,” said Quatrale. “‘And 
most of the people on the library 
committee lived in that section of 
the city.” 

The house was sold again in 
1900 and its ownership for the 
next 73 years is vague. Older peo- 
ple in the neighborhood 
remember it as being a fine hotel 
in the ’30s and 40s, said Quatrale. 

When the hotel became no 
longer commercially viable it 
was turned into a lodging house. 
The present owner Howard 
Hathaway of West Newton has 
kept it that way since 1973, mak- 
ing minor repairs to keep the 
building up to health and safety 
codes, but the exterior of the 
building has been allowed to 
deteriorate. 
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wondering why the owner had not 
converted it into condominiums 
as other real estate holders had 
done in the neighborhood. 
Quatrale said parking limitations 
made that an infeasible option. 
And he began to explore the 
possiblity of applying for federal 
rehabilitation funds. 

If approved, the $60,000 grant 
would be matched by the owner 
for the repairs and, as part of the 
agreement, the owner must con- 
tinue to rent to the low-income 
and refrain from condominium 
conversion for ten years. 

“T think it will add to the area. I 
don’t think there should be any 
big renovation. It should be in 
keeping with the rest of the 
district,” said one Hollis Street 
neighbor. The hotel is part of the

Claflin reuse proposals up for review 


NEWTONVILLE — The reuse recommendations developed for 
the former Claflin School by a group of Newtonville citizens nearly 
four years ago will be revived now that a plan to build a hospice 
facility at the site has fallen through 

Planning Director Barry Canner said Monday he will recom- 
mend the Board of Aldermen utilize the original reuse suggestions 
made by a citizens’ advisory group in July 1981 as the basis for 
renewing debate over the future of the vacant Lowell Avenue 
facility. 

The Waban-based Hospice of the Good Shepherd’s plan to build 
the state’s first in-patient care center for the terminally ill at 
Claflin was withdrawn two weeks ago when a number of forces 
combined to sound the project's death knell. 

Excluding the now-defunct hopsice plan, the citizens’ original 
reuse recommendations for the Claflin included, in order of 
preference, 25 market rate condominiums, a private school or sub- 
sidized elderly housing. 

The advisory group also suggested that no expansion of the ex- 
isting structure be allowed, that the site’s frontage along Lowell 
Avenue be preserved, that the parking area be improved, that 
Craigie Terrace not be used a second means of egress and that no 
on-street parking occur as a result of any reuse. 


Tentative OK in ‘eminent domain’ case 

NEWTON Aldermen have tentatively approved the recom- 
mended $23,000 out-of-court settlement of a 1977 land-taking 
dispute between the city and a Framingham developer. 

After meeting in a rare session behind closed doors, the Finance 
Committee Monday night voted unanimously to authorize the 
negotiated payment suggested for the case by City Solicitor Daniel 
M. Funk. 

FinCom voted 5-0 to grant Funk’s request to discuss ‘‘strategy 
with respect to litigation’ during the 15-minute “executive ses- 
sion.” It will now be up to the Board of Aldermen to grant final 
authorization to the payment Tuesday night 

The dispute between the city and developer Andrew J. Lane 
began in January 1977 when the city used “eminent domain” laws 
to take seven buildable lots along Islington Road in Auburndale, 
land which Lane owned and planned on developing. 

The land taking was designed to complete a variety of acquisi- 
tions needed to create the Norumbega Park Conservation Area on 
Woodbine Street.

Civil Service laws,

When Newton’s Commissioner of Public 
Works James Hickey described, a couple 
of months ago, the labyrinth of legalities 
he had to negotiate before he could make 
even a token effort to live up to the man- 
dates of federal Affirmative Action 
guidelines, some of us began to wonder.

liferation of commercial development that 
has driven hundreds of citizens to ask for a 
two-year moratorium on development, 
members of the Board of Aldermen have, 
once again, sortied out of their august 
chamber to tilt with another crisis head-on. 

The villain, this time, is not Proposition 2%2, 
which is driving city and school officials out 
on a limb to muster up revenues needed to 
keep delivering crucial services. That demon 
will be held at bay or tucked away, to come 
again another day. 

Other traditional demons — school closings, 

the threat of low-income housing in the 
neighborhood and nuclear di: er — can be 
treated likewise, for right now is a crisis 
that must be addressed directly, before it gets 
worse. 
The villain, this time, is ‘man’s best friend”’ 
— the family dog. An alderman from Newton 
Highlands, complaining that Garden City 
dogs, apparently lacking proper breeding, are 
making walking about the city ‘‘an extremely 
unpleasant experience,’’ has proposed an or- 
dinance that would require dog owners to 
clean up after their friends, 

“Over the years, people have become fed up 
with the massive filth on our lawns and 
playgrounds,” the alderman told his col- 
leagues. ‘I don’t see why these people should 
be allowed to despoil the public sidewalks with 
this filth.” 

Under the proposed ordinance, a dog owner 
would face a fine for failing to tidy up after his 
or her pet did the only thing he or she really 
has to leave the house to do. 

Response from the alderman’s colleagues 
would seem to indicate that they have yet to 
identify the proliferation of canine feces as a 
crisis deserving or their immediate attention. 

Some might recall that this same alderman 
was the one who suggested a law be passed 
that would require that every walk in the city 
be cleared of snow. That one went down the 
tubes when his colleagues conjured up visions

Reagan’s rhetoric versus reality

There he goes again 
On four separate occasions in recent weeks 
his inaugural address, his economic 
message, his budget message and his State of 
the Union address President Reagan has 
sought to euchre the citizenry into believing 
that: 

A rhetorical appeal for a ‘balanced 
budget" amendment to the Constitution is an 
adequate substitute for actually crafting a 
balanced budget 





He has, as he has repeatedly promised, 
reduced government spending. 

Economic growth somehow will allow the 
nation to spend its way out of chronic federal 
deficits 

Some facts: Before Reagan was elected 
president in 1980, the federal government's 
budget had never exceeded $580 billion, Since 
he has been in office, that budget has never 
been less than $660 billion 


During every year of Reagan's leadership, 
the budget has grown substantially, When he 
leaves office in early 1989, annual federal ex- 
penditures will exceed $1.1 trillion. 

When Reagan moved into the White House, 
the government was spending an average of 
$1.8 billion every day of the year, including 
weekends and holidays. When he moves out, 
those average daily outlays will be $3.1 billion 

When Reagan took office, the national debt 





the accumulated total of more than 200 
years of relatively manageable annual 
deficits — was just under §1 trillion. When he 
leaves office, the national debt will total $2.6 
trillion, 

Next year, the debt will pass the §2 trillion 
mark, giving Reagan the dubious distinction 
of having accomplished in only five years 
what all previous presidents required two cen- 
turies to achieve adding $1 trillion to 
federal government’s outstanding debt 


The president prefers to blame Congress, 
especially the Democratic-controlled House, 
for profligate spending, fiscal irresponsibility 
and escalating annual deficits, 

But every year, he has an opportunity to 
fashion a budget and present it to Congress 
before any legislator has an opportunity to 
meddle in the process and he has con- 
sistently failed to come even close to a balanc- 
ed budget. 

In each of the past three years, he has pro- 
posed that the federal government disburse at 
least $180 billion more than it receives — but 
in this year’s State of the Union address he 
reiterated his appeal for “an amendment 
mandating that the federal government spend 
no more than it takes in,” 

Finally, there's the bizarre idea that 
economic growth will resolve all of the pro- 
blems associated with the government's 
structural debt, This quaint notion is embrac- 
ed only by a dwindling band of ‘supply side’’ 
fanatics and not supported by any of the White 
House's economic projections 

Notwithstanding his misleading rhetoric, 
Reagan may indeed understand precisely 
what he is doing: By burdening the govern- 
ment with massive long-term debt, he is vir- 
tually assuring that spending on the domestic 
social programs he abhors will continue to 
shrivel long after he leaves office

Stop the ‘musical chairs’ 


Dear Editor: 


lam writing to you as a parent 
of a young child in the Newton 
Public Schools — the Horace 
Mann School, to be specific. I 
have been attending recent in- 
formational meetings regarding 
reorganization options for the 
Newton Schools. 

I do not profess to have an in- 
depth knowledge of fiscal issues, 
enrollment statistics or cur- 
riculum needs; but, I have learn- 
ed some interesting facts recent- 
ly that have shaped some ideas 
for me. Also, I do believe the 
school committee, and school 
department officials have acted 
in good faith, given the financial 
resources and enrollment 
statistics. 

There are negative and 
positive sides to the present 
reorganization options, but in the 
long run I think it is a big game of 
musical chairs that will bankrupt 
our children’s education. At a re- 
cent meeting at Bigelow Junior 
High School, it was stated that 
Newton is ‘‘scraping the bottom 
of the barrel’’ to finance public 
education. My children and all 
the children in Newton using 
public education do not deserve 
the sludge from the bottom of the 
barrel. We must find new finan- 
cial resources to finance the best 
educational system possible. 

Tam in favor of overriding Pro- 
position 2% for this purpose. The 
citizens of Newton did not 
originally vote in favor of Pro- 
position 242 and certainly do not 
want their children’s future 
bankrupted because of it. 
Educating our children may be 
expensive; but not educating 
them will, in the long run, be 
substantially more expensive. 

There are a few other points I 
would like to address at this time. 
First, a major curriculum deficit 
in the elementary schools is 
foreign language instruction. 
Newton is an urban community, 
whose future citizens will need 
competency in languages to com- 
pete in a job market that is 
multicultural. Eastern 
Massachusetts is home to many 
cultures that use medical, scien- 
tific and technological resources. 
Without access to foreign 


languages, our students will be 
handicapped when they enter the 
job market and the world beyond 
Newton. 

Second, as regards to the K-5, 
6-8, 9-12 plan; I feel that sixth 
graders will be better served 
socially and academically if they 
remain in the elementary school 
setting. Given the pressure of 
adolescence, this young, impres- 
sionable group needs as much 
supervision as possible. Although 
I am _ personally in favor of 
Brookline’s structure (K-8, 9-12), 
this is probably not feasible in 
Newton. 

Thirdly, I would like to address 
an economic matter. If the 
Newton Schools earn a reputation 
of not being comparable with 
other communities of similar per 
capita incomes, future home 
owners will either not buy 
Newton real estate, or will buy 
real estate with the intent of us- 
ing private education for their 
children. 

Presently, real estate in 
Newton is only available to 
families in the upper income 
brackets. Assuming this trends 
continues, it is conceivable that a 
situation will evolve, whereby, 
these wealthy citizens would use 
private schools and therefore feel 
no economic, social or moral 
commitment to support public 
education. The rest of the com- 
munity using public education 
would have to shoulder the 
burden for its upkeep. Unable to 
solicit support from the entire 
Newton community involved in in 
primary and secondary educa- 
tion, public education will remain 
a poorly financed and thus 
substandard system. 

When you make your major 
reorganization changes in the 
school system, I hope you will 
consider the long-range effect 
they will have on Newton’s 
children. The tenure of the school 
committee is two years. The 
tenure of my children’s enroll- 
ment in public schools will be 13 
years each. Please don’t keep 
pulling chairs out of this endless 
game of musical chairs. Soon 
there will be nothing left to sit on.

Wary of Lacey Estate confab

aldermen, out of a board of 24, 
are working with a developer and 
his lawyer to circumvent the cur- 
rent zoning restrictions on that 
particular parcel of land 
Hopefully, this is not the case 

It has been my understanding 
that the city has a Planning 
Department that works with the 
developers within the confines of 
the zoning, and that the members 
of the Board of Aldermen remain 
a neutral force in considering the 
merits of any petition. Individual 
aldermen working with 
developers presumably have 
already conceded some deviation 
from the constraints of the pre- 
sent zoning. Unfortunately, this 
has been the trend in recent 
years and it is why neigborhood 
groups all over the city are urg- 
ing the Board of Aldermen to vote 
for a moratorium on develop- 
ment until the members of the 
board can collectively review the 
city’s commitment to zoning, 














without the pressure of pending, 


petitions. 

Many aldermen put much time 
and effort into their endeavor of 
serving the city, but the caseload 
of petitions in the past fev ars 
has left the city little time for 

“keeping up,'’ let alone ‘‘cat- 
ching up.”’ It is resulting in the 
destruction of the present zoning 
while producing rapid urbaniza- 
tion without sufficient remedies 
to deal with traffic, sewage and 
attendant problems. 

One case in point is Needham 
Street. Several months ago, a 
study was done by an outside con- 
sultant at taxpayers’ expense 
Many people, including myself, 
put time and effort into 
cooperating to see this study 
touched all bases, from residen- 
tial to commercial concerns. The 














result would have served both in- 
terests 

Money was set aside at state 
levels for traffic lights at the two 
problematic intersections. The 
consultant did his work, the com- 
mittee did theirs, the neighbors 
and business people attended 
meeting and the study was 
finalized Meanwhile, the 
ers are working to fill 
available space. The lights 
mewhere in the nebulous 
future, and the study has no 
doubt been filed away with its 
predecessors. Perhaps a 
moratorium would give enough 
time to deal with issues such as 
this. 

Zoning in Newton has become 
abused to the point where in- 
telligent planning is fast becom- 
ing an endangered species. When 
a lawyer for a private developer 
is hosting a meeting at City Hall 
for, one assumes, individual 
financial enhancement, 
something is going amiss. 

City Hall, by its definition, 
must remain a place of public 
business without appearing to 
give its imprimatur to any 
private concerns. Private in- 
formational meetings are fine. 
But until they become part of the 
legislated governmental process, 
they should remain just that, 
without the use of public facilities 
and without implied public sanc- 
tion. Teresa Walsh 
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already has at least 
that many signatures on peti- 
tions, and predicts he will have 
“a couple of thousand”’ ready to 
present to aldermen at the time 
of the hearing 

“We've got to redirect the 
pressure on the board and get 
them to respond to the needs of 
the people rather than 
developers,’’ Paulini explained, 
adding that a large turnout might 
force board members to “squirm 
alittle.” 

NCNA and the approximately 
100 residents who initially signed 
the petition, are calling for a two- 
year ban on development of all 
commercial, industrial and 
multi-family dwellings and a 
complete restructuring of the ci- 
ty’s zoning ordinances. 

Traffic and parking problems, 
inadequate sewer and water 
facilities and the failure of zoning 
ordinances to protect residential 
neighborhoods from ‘‘encroach- 
ment” by developers, are cited 
as the primary reasons for the 
construction halt. In addition, 
Paulini and his supporters have 
accused the city of failing to ade- 
quately plan for the city’s com- 
prehensive needs. 

“We're asking them 
(aldermen) to stop, look, and 
listen to the impact development 
is having on residential 
neighborhoods,”’ Paulini said. 

Since the announcement of the 
proposal a week ago, Paulini said 
the response has been over- 
whelming. “It is snowballing,” 
he said. “I've had calls from peo- 
ple who have never even been in- 
volved with neighborhood 
organizations before.”” 

But Paulini believes the key to 
winning the hearts and minds of 
aldermen is through their most 
vocal constituents — the 
neighborhood associations. And 
he thinks he has found an “in- 
credible vehicle” for reaching 
out to them: the Newton 
Neighborhood Network, a 
recently-formed supergroup of 
organizations that includes 
representatives from 29 different 
neighborhood groups. 

Earlier this week, Paulini met 
with the group, behind closed 
doors, to explain the proposal and 
ask for their support. His 
message, he said, was “well 
received.” 

NNN Co-Chairmen Polly 
Bryson and Susan Mirsky con- 
firmed the ‘‘positive’ response 
Paulini had received from the 
“16 or 17” organizations present 
at the meeting. However, they 
said the group refused to take an 
official position on the 
moratorium until group 
representatives could meet with 
their organizations, 

“We as representatives can't 
speak for the community without 
Betting back to the 
neighborhood," said Bryson, who 
is president of the Auburndale 
Community Assoc. 

Although she noted the tradi- 
tionally cautious stance of NNN 
toward controversial proposals, 
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mounts 
ing ban 


she said, ‘‘This looks like the kind 
of issue, (on which) the NNN 
could take a stand.” The group 
will make a final decision on the 
matter at a special meeting on 
Feb. 25. 

As for her own neighborhood, 
she said she is not surprised by 
the friendly reception the pro- 
posal has received. It reflects, 
she said, the discontent of many 
residents over the “haphazard 
construction’’ and the 
“loopholes” that have allowed it. 
“We're interested in stopping it 
(development) ... until we can 
update them (zoning ordinances) 
to protect the neighborhoods,” 
she said. 

“T've got people calling me for 
petitions and asking how they can 
help,” she said. ‘These aren’t ac- 
tivists. Many of them are conser- 
vative people, who usually don’t 
get involved in these kind of 
issues. But they want to see this 
looked at."’ 

Mirsky called it a ‘people 
issue,’’ and said that the ‘piece 
by piece” development of the city 
was contributing to the “erosion 
the residential quality of life” in 
neighborhoods. 

As President of the Newton 
Highlands Area Council, Mirsky 
will be asking her members, at a 
Feb. 19 meeting, to support the 
moratorium proposal. She term- 
ed the neighborhood reaction: 
“positive.” 

The only question her members 
are asking she said, is whether 
the proposal would affect the 
long-awaited development of the 
former Hyde Elementary School. 
The Board of Aldermen is ex- 
pected to make a decision on 
reuse of the Hyde next week. 

“We assume there will be ex- 
ceptions, and that one of them 
will be development of surplus ci- 
ty buildings,” she said. ‘‘We ex- 
pect the Board of Aldermen to 
make it workable. 

“It (a moratorium) is already 
working in other cities. That 
makes me feel it is not a wild and 
crazy idea. It’s a workable one.”’” 

Although she fears some people 
may misunderstand the concept, 
Mirsky said she is confident that 
Highlands Area Council 
members will be receptive. 

“I can understand when people 
hear the word moratorium they 
get scared,” she said. ‘‘But if 
they step back and look at the 
problems and issues we're facing 
— it's a worthwhile endeavor,” 

Paulini is confident too, But he 
said it will require a massive 
show of support to get the board 
to “‘sit up and take notice’ of 
neighborhood concerns, 

“They may be saying, ‘No way 
— this is ridiculous’, But after the 
next three weeks, when they see 
their constituents out pounding 
on doors, they are going to have 
to start taking us seriously,’’ he 
said, 

Paulini said he has already 
scheduled four neighborhood 
association meeting and hopes to 
meet with all of them before the 
board’s hearing. 

“We have three weeks (until 
the March 5 hearing). The ball is 
in our court,’’ he explained.

Interviews conducted this 
week left Mann, Planning 
Director Barry Canner and 
Economic Development 
Director Alison Cohen wonder- 
ing how residents supporting 
the drive for a two-year 
moratorium on almost all fur- 
ther development arrived at 
their conclusion concerning 
the ‘‘encroachment” issue. 

All three stridently defended 
the city’s goal of a rational ex- 
pansion of the tax base and 
their efforts to preserve the 
Garden City’s unique residen- 
tial character. 

“A lot of their concerns are 
based on fear and not facts,” 
according to Cohen. “I think 
it’s legitimate to say the city 
has consistently sought to 
maintain a balance between 
residential and commercial 
development. It will be in- 
teresting to see the evidence 
the petitioners will present.” 

A public hearing to present 
residents’ complaints to the 
Board of Aldermen is schedul- 
ed for March 5. Cohen 
moratorium issue is 
be one of the first topics on the 
newly created Economic 
Development Commission's 
(EDC) agenda. 

The petition, which aims for 
a complete revision of city zon- 
ing laws, calls for a halt to the 
construction of commercial 
and multi-family structures, 
the issuance of building per- 
mits, any further zone changes 
and the granting of any more 
special permits. 

Although officials here 
believe the concern over en- 
croachment is well- 
intentioned, they do not feel 
the city’s previous experience 
bears out the residents’ com- 
plaints.

Mayor disputes 
‘encroachment

D. Mann and the city’s two top 


planning officials believe there is no factual basis to support a peti- 
tion's charge that the zoning ordinances here no longer adequately 
protect residential areas from commercial ‘‘encroachment.”” 


Mann questioned who the 
petition ‘actually hurts,”’ and 
asked, ‘‘When have we really 
seen a neighborhood change 
for the worse."” 

Citing his support for the 
village study, a project which 
may result in rewritten zoning 
laws, and the creation of the 
EDC, the mayor said he has 
already taken steps to ensure 
that the city’s reputation as a 
highly desirable location for 
business is balanced against 
the integrity of the village 
structure, which also con- 
tributes to the city’s desirabili- 
ty. 

When asked his reaction to 
the petition, Canner replied, ‘I 
question the reasoning behind 
its introduction,’ adding his 
belief that there has to be “a 
very strong basis” for the en- 
croachment claim before the 
moratorium request can be 
approached “‘logically.”” 

“There’s no history or real 
record of incursion into 
residential neighborhoods 
here. The scale of develop- 
ment is no greater than it was 
in past years. There’s just 
very little record of the con- 
cern people seem to be ex- 
pressing,’’ he said. 

Cohen, who has worked as a 
city planner here for several 
years before taking on her new 
post earlier this year, took the 
same approach. 





“T would be very interested 
to see their example of en- 
croachment. I can’t think of a 
single example where a zone 
change has been granted that 
changed areas from residen- 
tial to commercial.” 


Although she believes the 
concerns expressed about 
parking and traffic are ‘‘more 
legitimate,’ Cohen said the 
“logical response’ to the 
economic factors creating the 
strong demand for develop- 
ment here ‘should be things 
like the Economic Develop- 
ment Commission and the 
village study” — steps that 
have already been taken and 
ones that are receptive to 
public input. 


“Hopefully, fear should be 
dealt with by facts,”’ she add- 
ed, 
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praisal report prepared by the 
Hunneman Commercial Corpora- 
tion, of Boston, will be in the ci- 
ty’s hands by the end of this 
week. 

The study examined a variety 
of reuse options for the Lincoln 
Street school that spurred a hotly 
contested city-wide referendum 
last June after the School Com- 
mittee voted to close it for con- 
solidation purposes.

The Hyde JPAG’s suggestion 
for developing the Old Hyde as 19 
condominium units for the elder- 
ly, along with the construction of 
five additional units and com- 
munity use of the gymnasium, 
has a financial value of $658,000. 
The firm’s appraisers placed a

Center for Independent Living's 
handicapped housing proposal at 
anywhere from $45,000 to 
$100,000. 

The Old Hyde School Building, 
a historic structure that has stood 
in the heart of the Highlands for 
over a century, would be worth 
$483,000 if it were converted into 
19 condominiums, the report 
states. Five condo units built on 
the vacant land surrounding the 
site would be worth $175,000. 

Those two options, combined 
with a New Hyde rented for non- 
profit use, would bring $658,000 to 
city coffers, according to the 
study. 

The appraisal also considered 
the financial consequences of 
demolishing the Hyde buildings 
to make way for a variety of 
residential uses. 

Using the vacant land to create 
six single-family house lots would 
be worth $153,000; its value for 
nine two family lots would be 
$400,000; and, for 18 townhouses, 
the city’s financial benefit would 
total $493,000. 

Appraisal of the final reuse op- 
tion for the Hyde site focussed on 
a possible mixed-use commercial 
conversion that would mean 
$812,000 to the city. 

That figure was arrived at by 
combining a $270,300 value for 
the Old Hyde as rental office 
space and a $542,000 value for the 
New Hyde as residential con- 
dominiums. 
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Officials differ on School Comm. salaries

NEWTON The aldermanic 
Legislation and Rules Committee 
deadlocked (2-2) last week over a 
plan to pay School Committee 
members a $3,000 annual salary. 

Ward 7 Alderman Verne 
Vance, sponsor of the measure, 
has said School Committee 
members are ‘“‘entitled’’ to the 
same pay as alderman. In addi- 
tion to the cash stipend, his plan 
would include eligibility for city 
insurance and retirement 
benefits. 

After an opinion from the City 
Solicitor’s office last year, it was 
determined the board has the op- 
tion of offering the same benefits 


to elected officials as are 
available to regular city 
employees. 


Assistant City Solicitor Gary 
Blau told L & R members that the 
benefits could increase the an- 
nual cost per member to as much 
as $6,000 

But the potential cost of the 
measure was not the issue. With 
only 4 of seven members present 
at last week’s meeting, the com- 
mittee launched into a spirited 
debate over the merits of the pro- 
posal. The stalemate began when 
members could not agree on the 
timing of the bill. 


The standoff centered on the 
necessity for further ‘‘communi- 
ty input’’ on the issue, with Ward 
2 Alderman Edward Richmond 
and Ward 3 Aldermen Richard 
Bullwinkle arguing for a delay 
and Vance and Ward 4 Alderman

against it. 

Since a_sparsely- -attended 
public hearing in November, the 
committee has twice attempted 
to solicit comments from several 
civic, business and_ political 
groups, but apparently to no 
avail. 

With the exception of the 
School Committee itself, split: 3 
in favor, 1 against, and 3 no- 
opinions, and a few letters from 
residents, the committee receiv- 
ed little substantial testimony on 
the matter. 

“We're been holding this bill 
for many months, while we wait 
for the flood of input,’’ quipped 
Vance wryly in reference to 
previously granted delays. 

Vance reported that personal 
letters sent to the Parent- 
Teacher Association, Chamber of 
Commerce and the League of 
Women Voters, seeking feedback 
to the proposal, have remained 
unanswered. 

Joseph Alexander, speaking 
for the Newton Taxpayers 
Association, contended that his 
group took up the matter at two 
monthly meetings and wrote 
Vance that they are opposed to 
any stipends. 

While the news that only a few 
responses had trickled in left 
committee members uniformly 
“disappointed,” it was the mean- 
ing behind the non-response that 
most divided them. 

Vance said it proved the issue 
was noncontroversial and would 
generate ‘‘very little citizen out- 
cry.”

Richmond, on the other hand, 
read it differently. ‘‘There’s 
something significant in their un- 
willingness to respond. They're 
afraid it is a political hot potato,’ 
he said. He asked for an addi- 
tional one-month delay to request 
further “‘input.’’ 

But Vance argued that another 
delay would endanger the

Vance said it was a matter of

That led Bullwinkle to question 
whether pay for aldermen had 
been a good idea, noting that he 
had voted against it when it in- 
itially came before the board.

$1200. A year later the benefits 
were added. Three years after 
that, in 1978, gross pay went up to 
$1800, until last year when it 
jumped to the present $3000 level.

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The future of Catholic education 


Devotion is the key to success 


ast week's nationwide celebration of 
Catholic School Week — the motto of 
which is, “Sharing the vision — 
Teaching values’? — found the 
stalwart staff of Newton Catholic 
looking forward and backward at the 
same time. 

A look back revealed a rich panorama of hard 

work, devotion, persistence and a commitment 

to quality, Catholic education. 

A vision of the future promised more of the 
same effort that led to the creation of the com- 
plex of buildings at the corner of Adams and 
Washington streets. It will take more hard work 
and a continued commitment to the principles of 
Catholic education to steer a course through the 
economic obstacles of the ‘80s to Newton 
Catholic’s centennial celebration in 1992. 

Fr. William F. Sharkey, in charge of the ad- 
ministration of Newton Catholic, is fully aware 
of the problems facing the school in the future. 
He has responded to the need for renewed effort 
by helping to form the Newton Catholic Develop- 
ment Committee in January of this year. 

Asked about the target of the new organiza- 
tion, Sharkey confessed that, as yet, he does not 
know exactly what will be needed to fulfill the 
financial requirements required for continuing 
quality education at Newton Catholic. Nor does 
Sharkey have an exact idea of how long it will 
take to accomplish the task. 

He saw the need and, having seen it, took the 
first steps to respond to it. ‘‘I realized that, in 
order to have a Catholic school of our type, you 
have to generate ancillary revenues ... to keep 
tuitions flat and raise teachers’ salaries,’’ he 
said. 

Given the magnitude of the effort that went in- 


to making Newton Catholic what it is today, the 
decision to put on a big push aimed at future 
vitality would seem to be one that could not be 
avoided. 

The century-old church that anchors the com- 
plex, Our Lady’s Help of Christians, was com- 
pleted in 1881, much of the work on it having been 
done by parishioners. They dug the foundation 
by hand on the nearly 200,000-square-foot parcel 
they bought for $14,000. 

The first school building was completed in 
1892, housing eight primary and two secondary 
grades. In 1903, the Sisters of Charity (later 
replaced by the Sisters of St. Joseph) joined 
determined parishioners to create the original 
Our Lady’s High School (renamed Newton 
Catholic in 1974), the first parochial high school 
in the Archdiocese of Beston. The small, four- 
room building on Adams Street that housed the 
high school now serves as the parish's “Thrift 
and Gift Shoppe.” 

Almost 20 years later, with enrollment in the 
school increasing annually, the gothic structure 
that houses the present high school was built 
under the tutelage of Fr. Lawrence Slattery. The 
school offered its students a full range of courses 
and extra-curricular activities, but it was the ag- 
gressive sports program that won it recognition 
throughout the greater Boston area. 

With a graduating class of only 40 students 
each year, athletes from Our Lady’s amazed 
sports fans with their achievments. Under the 
guidance of Athletic Director Fr. Russell Haley, 
a founder and first president of the area's 
Catholic League, Our Lady’s teams won six 
baseball and five basketball championships bet- 
ween 1925, when they were first formed, and 
1941. 
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Charlie Gallagher was chosen for Boston area 
all-star teams in both baseball and basketball. 
From Our Lady’s, he went on to star at Pro- 
vidence College. From there, he went on to play 
with the Cleveland Indians. 

In 1937, Our Lady’s basketball team, captained 
by Francis ‘‘Chick"’ Morris, won 16 straight 
games and was the first team in league history to 
be invited to the National Catholic Tournament 
in Chicago. 

Other luminaries from the school’s illustrious 
athletic past include Austin E. Stokes, who 
became the Catholic League’s youngest coach 
after his years as a player, ‘‘Crunchy”’ Cronin, 
Don Murphy, Mike Bowman and Don Smith. 

The small school’s football program went on 
the rocks this past fall when the turnout was too 
small to warrant fielding a team, but Fr. 
Sharkey said that problem has been solved and 
school officials expect to put together a healthy 
team of gridders next year. 

According to Kevin L. Stokes, who is assisting 
Fr. Sharkey as a member of the Newton Catholic 
Development Committee, ‘‘There still exists a 
strong desire to keep Newton Catholic function- 
ing. It won’t be an easy task. It has survived 
many crises, but with strong leadership and 
parental involvement, Newton Catholic will ex- 
cell, 

“With the theme of Catholic School Week, 
‘Sharing the Vision — Teaching Values,’ as our 
motto, our school looks forward to entering the 
year 2000 as a vibrant and living monument to 
the faith,”’

Students, colleges ready for worst

Despite the caveats of financial 
aid experts and Republican pro- 
ponents not to overreact to pro- 
posed budget cuts in student aid, 
students, parents and colleges 
alike are already gearing up for 
the worst possible scenarios. 

Corine DuBose, a financial aid 
officer from the University of 
Massachusetts, Boston, says 
often the mere mention of 
changes in financial aid alloca- 
tions are enough to change stu- 
dent behavior and enrollment 
patterns. 

She says that in 1980, when 
changes were first mentioned by 
the new Reagan Administration, 
enrollment at the public universi- 
ty in New York state where she 
was previously employed jumped 
upwards, p bly as a result of 
students switching from higher- 
priced private universities. ‘‘Just 
the fact that it is being discussed 
has a drastic effect,’’ she said. 

DuBose says the ‘‘only help I 
can see for my own ki that I 
work for a state university and 
they will be able to attend tuition 
free. But if they want to go toa 
private school, I might simply 
have to tell them it’s not possi- 
ble.” 

Ja-nel Cinto is a senior at Regis 
College in Weston, where total 
costs are now up to $9,865. She 
Si that without her GSLs and 
NDSLs she and her sister, a 
sophomore at Norwich Universi- 
ty in Vermont, would probably 
not have been able to attend col- 
lege. Although as a senior she 
will not have to worry about 
future cuts, she wonders aloud 
what her her sister and three 



























other siblings still at the high 
school level will do. ‘They will 
probably have to go to a state 
school, or work more jobs to get 
through,”’ she said. 

And while proponents of 
Reagan's plan say it is bound to 
be modified, others say the mere 
philosophy behind it is wrong. 

“All of us realize the necessity 
to get this massive federal deficit 
under control and we will all 
have to make sacrifices,’ said 
U.S. Rep Joe Moakley, D-Mass. 
‘“‘However, Mr. Reagan's 
budgetary priorities deprive us of 
the great opportunity to set an ex- 
ample for the world of a society 
capable of feeding, educating, 


clothing, housing and healing 
each one of its citizens.”’ 

Executive Director of the 
Republican State Committee 
Eugene Hartigan disagrees. 
“The concept of giving more 
block grants back to the state 
level is good,”’ he said. ‘‘By turn- 
ing money over to the local level, 
and putting more responsibility 
on the state, you cut layers of 
bureacracy away from the pro- 
cess and bring a distant pro- 
cedure closer to home. You can’t 
sit down and write a check if 
there’s no money. As it is now, 
we're writing checks on tomor- 
row’s money. This has to stop 
sometime.”

NEWTON — Lifeline is an 
automatic home emergency alert 
system that summons medical 
help to a patient’s home in 
seconds. When Newton-Wellesley 
Hopital installed the Lifeline 
System, everyone hoped it would 
bea lifesaver. 

On the night of Jan. 14, it was. 
Chaulk Ambulance Service 
Dispatcher Bill Yasi was on duty 
when the Lifeline equipment 
sounded the alarm. Help was 
needed at the home of 85-year-old 
Muriel Richmond, one of the 
subscribers to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital’s Lifeline Program. 
Vital information stored in the 
Lifeline computer system in- 
dicated that Mrs, Richmond has 
congestive heart failure. 

Yasi called Mrs. Richmond’s 
home. ‘She answered,’’ says 
Yasi. ‘‘She was anxious, had dif- 
ficulty breathing and had severe 
chest pains. I told her the am- 
bulance was on the way. While I 
was talking to her the telephone 
receiver dropped. I thought it 
was a cardiac arrest and I 
notified the ambulance crew of a 
possible cardiac arrest.”” The 
ambulance reached M Rich- 
mond in about five minutes. 

Jack Ebert, a paramedic for 
the Newton Rescue, was one of 
the first people to enter Mrs 
Richmond's apartment. She did 
not have a cardiac arrest, but 
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‘‘she was in real tough shape.” he 
remembers. ‘‘We initiated com- 
munication with the emergency 
room at Newton-Wellesley. We 
started an IV and gave her ox- 
ygen.”’ Mrs, Richmond was con- 
stantly monitored by a portbale 
EKG. ‘‘When she was stabilized, 
we brought her to Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital’s Emergency 
Department.” 

Upon arrival at the emergency 
department, Mrs. Richmond was 
met by the Newton-Wellesley’s 
emergency team of doctors and 
nurses who were already 
prepared for her arrival, After 
she was out of immediate danger, 
she was transferred to an inpa- 
tient unit, where she was treated 
for congestive heart failure. Two 
days later, Mrs. Richmond was 
discharged and she returned to 
her home. 

Sitting in the living room of her 
small, modern apartment in an 
elderly housing complex in the 
Auburndale section of Newton, 
Mrs. Richmond, a thin, attrac- 
tive woman, calls the Lifeline 
system ‘‘wonderful. I couldn't 
ask for anything better.” Poin- 
ting to a small button on a gold 
chain worn around her neck, she 
says, ‘I push this little button 
and they come right away."’ She 
says the paramedics were very 
helpful and courteous.

Cleaning water marks | 


By Polly Fisher 


DEAR POLLY — Would you please give me a formula for a 
compound to clean or remove water spots from marble table tops, 
such as rings from drink glasses? — R.L.B 

DEAR R.L.B. — A safe, gentle cleaning method for marble is to 
apply a poultice, Mix cornstarch with water to form a thick paste. 
Apply a layer of the paste over the stain. Then cover it with a damp 
cloth. Allow the paste to sit for a couple hours, keeping it moist 
with the wet cloth. Then wash poultice off gently. The spot should 
have bleached out. If it remains, reapply the poultice for several 
hours more. 








A stronger poultice may be made of hydrogen peroxide and 
cream of tartar, but test this mixture on a hidden spot before using 
it on the visible marble surface to be sure it won't etch the marble 
finish.

Changes in 
childrens lives 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
American children are now 
“reared in an environment vastly 
changed’”’ from that of a decade 
ago, states a recent study from 
the American Council of Life In- 
surance. 

Among the changing variables 
affecting the upbringing of 
children now are higher divorce 
and separation rates, a complex 
network of step-parents and step- 
siblings, day care centers and an 
increase in the number of work- 
ing mothers, the ACLI reports. 

Between 1970 and 1983, the pro- 
portion of children living with one 
parent doubled to nearly 23 per- 
cent. These single-parent 
households are more likely to be 
comprised of parents who never 
married or are divorced rather 
than widowed, 

In the same period, the number 
of households with children 
declined. In 1970, 45.3 percent of 
all households contained children 
below age 18. By 1983, the percen- 
tage had dipped to 36.7 percent

Rep. Frank opposes 
Reagan’s budget cuts

NEWTON — Rep. Barney 


Frank (D-Newton) will not sup- 
port the president’s proposed 
cuts in federal financial support 
to local communities. 

Frank, the 4th Congressional 
District lawmaker, late last week 
Friday President Ronald Reagan 
is making ‘‘a big mistake’”’ by 
proposing spending increases for 
defense, while simultaneously 
suggesting that many of the 
assistance programs for cities 
and towns be drastically reduced 
or eliminated. 

“T think the people I represent 
would rather have police protec- 
tion for their security than an MX 
missle,” he said. 

One aspect of Reagan’s propos- 
ed fiscal 1986 budget includes the 
elimination of the federal 
revenue sharing program. The 
city receives $1 million annually 
under the program and uses the 
funds to pay the salaries of 50 
police officers. 


Unlike some members of the 
state’s Congressional delegation, 
Frank said he will oppose any 
change in the revenue sharing 
structure, federal urban develop- 
ment funding, ete. 


Speaker of the House Thomas 
P. “Tip” O'Neill and other 
lawmakers said last week they 
would be inclined to support a 
“phase out”’ of the revenue shar- 
ing program. 


“I think these are pretty useful 
programs that should be con- 
tinued,’’ he said, adding that he 
will fight Reagan’s drastic cuts in 
federal housing progams, which, 
if approved, would amount to ‘‘a 
total evisceration” of subsidized 
housing projects on all levels. 


Frank, who is a member of the 
House’s Banking, Judicial, 
Government Operations and Ag- 
ing committees, said he could not 
predict how Reagan’s budget will 
fare during what are expected to 
be lengthy Congressional 
deliberations.

AUBURNDALE Members of the Newton 
Historical Society had the chance to begin their 
Valentine's Day celebration early this year by us- 
ing the traditional day honoring sweethearts as the 
theme for the group’s annual winter fundraiser. 


Unable to wait for this Thursday the official 
day of love, about 225 members and friends 
gathered Saturday night at Lasell Junior College 
for an “Old Fashioned Valentine Ball” to share 
their warm feelings for the organization dedicated 
to preserving the city’s diverse history. 


The society, in conjunction with the Jackson 
Homestead Museum, raised about $2,000 from the 
$20-per-person dinner and dance, enough money to 
subsidize the programs scheduled for this year, ac- 
cording to society Vice President Louise Makrauer 

“It's important that the city support this kind of 
event and society,” said Peggy Haughey, of Waban. 
“This is the only real museum in town.” 





Some of the events planned for the society’s spr- 
ing program include a tour of the 1806 country 
estate Gore Place in Waltham, two Jackson 
Homestead exhibits — ‘Family Treasures” and an- 
tique dolls — and “History Day,”’ which will take 
place June 2 and include tours of the city’s historic 
homes, buildings and archives.

“T’ve been here for 16 years and wanted to get to 
know more about the historical sights. I have a 
much better understanding of the city’s history 
now,” Berestka said.

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Ombudsmen help 
take the fear away 


Imagine if you were ordered to do the following: take your suit 
case, fill it only with the barest essentials, such as a few items of 
clothing, some sleepwear, toilet articles (nothing sharp or with 
pointed edges, not even scissors); gather up only a few personal 
items, such as a table radio or clock. You are to take no books, no 
paintings, no large personal objects. Just what you can carry with 
you. 

You will be going to a place where you will have a bed. You will 
have a nightstand, one locker, and a limited amount of living space. 
You will share a toilet facility. You will share this space with one 
other person whom you have never met. You will remain in this place 
for the rest of your life.

For the young, the whole idea 
sounds absurd, For those in their 
twilight years, the setting is all 
too real, 

Once vital and productive 
members of society, the elderly 
are placed in institutions where 
their rights and dignity are often 
measured in terms of getting 
everyone fed on time or changing 
dirty bed pans. 

In response to the growing 
dehumanization of nursing home 
bound citizens, the 
Massachusetts State Department 
of Elder Affairs has borrowed a 
19th century Swedish concept in 
an attempt to make the rights of 
the ‘‘senior set’’ in Mass. nursing 
homes tantamount. 

An ombudsman, as the Swedish 
so aptly define it, is a commis- 
sioned legislative officer ap- 
pointed for the sole purpose of in- 
vestigating citizens’ complaints. 
Or, in the vernacular, a ‘‘go bet- 
ween.” 

For 11 years, the Ombudsman 
Program, or the Nursing Home 
Outreach Progam as it's called in 

. Newton, has been established to 
help protect the rights and digni- 
ty of the elderly living in nursing 
homes. 

Under the direction of the 
Jewish Family and Children’s 
Services, Janet Ruboy, the pro- 
gram’s supervisor, reaches 48 
nursing homes in the towns of 
Newton, Needham, Wellesley, 
Weston, Waltham, Watertown, 
Brookline and Belmont with the 
program. 

Ruboy says she now enlists the 
help of 60 ombudsmen 
volunteers, but ‘‘is always look- 
ing for more.” 

“The ombudsman enters when 
the patients have a problem and 
the staff really doesn’t have time 
to do all the things that they 
might like to do,’’ Ruboy said. 


misplaced money or lost 
valuables — problems which pre- 
sent themselves in any family- 
oriented situation. 

‘In nursing homes, residents 
are cut off from their family, 
friends and community,’’ Ruboy 
said. ‘‘Patients need a contact 
person because many times the 
priorities of the staff and 
residents are different."’ 

Even though many of the pa- 
tients may be happy with the 
outreach program, Ruboy said, 
there are several nursing homes 
which are not so enthusiastic. 

“Most (nursing homes) are 
quite hospitable,’ Ruboy said, 
“but some just feel it’s another 
group looking over their 
shoulder.” 

Regardless of a nursing home’s 
outlook towards the program, 
Ruboy thinks it offers a ‘‘fresh 
pair of ears and eyes’’ to an over- 
burdened, understaffed nursing 
home. 

“The pressure is wicked," 
Ruboy said, confessing to the fact 
that nursing home staffs are 
sometimes overburdened. 
“Sometimes a patient’s rights 
and dignity are overlooked.” 

Anne Lennihan, a registered 
nurse with the Mount Ida Nursing 
Home, became involved with the 
program five years ago. She 
regularly visits the Pelham Nurs- 
ing in Newton Corner, which 
houses 16 residents. 

“TI can’t do anything, unless a 
patient gives me the permission. 
I have to have their permission,” 
Lennihan said, stressing the resi- 
dent’s desires. 

Legally speaking, Lennihan 
needs the permission of a resi- 
dent to go foward with litigation, 
but if she sees any cases of abuse 
- permission is only an after- 
thought. 

As far as difficulty with nurs- 
ing home adminstrators, Len- 
nihan claims she has developed a

-Seniors’ Corner 
Answering questions 
about medical plans 


(The following is a regular feature compiled by the City of 
Newton's Department of Human Services. ) 

Q. What is Medex? 

A. Medex is Blue Cross/Blue Shield Medicare supplement 
Health Insurance Policy to help pay hospital and doctor bills, and 
some other bills, that are not covered in full by Medicare, Medex is 
the most widely used Medicare supplement. 

Q. Is it very expensive? 

A. There are three types of Medicare coverage and each of them 
has a different quarterly premium. Effective as of Aug, 1, 1984, the 
premium for Medex standard is $80.67 per quarter. For Medex II, 
the premium is $96.78 a quarter. For Medex III, the quarterly 
premium is $120,12 

As you might imagine, the benefit of these policies vary. Medex 
III provides the most coverage while the other policies provide 
lesser coverage. 

Q. Well, which one is best for me? 

A. The best thing to do is get printed material explaining and 
comparing these policies as well as similar policies offered by 
other insurance companies. There is also a brochure called ‘‘Con- 
sumer Guide to Medicare Supplement Insurance” available from 
the Office of Consumer Affairs, 1 Ashurton Place, Boston, Mass. 
02108, to guide you with your comparing various plans, There are a 
limited number of these 

brochures available at the Department of Human Services at 
Newton City Hall. Of all policies available, Medex is the most com- 
monly used 

After comparing the advantages of each, as well as the 
premiums, you can make an informed decision, You should take 
into account your current medical needs as well as any potential 
medical needs. 


Q. Can anyone buy these Medex policies? 

A. No, In order to be eligible to enroll in the Medex plans, you 
must be at least 65, a Massachusetts resident and already covered 
under Social Security's Medicare Plan, Parts A andB. 


Q. How do I know if I already have Parts A and B on my 
Medicare coverage? 

A. The easiest way to find is to look on your Medicare card. Part 
A is automatic, In other words, Medicare is part of your Social 
Security benefits. On your medical card, Part A id indicated by the 
words, ‘‘Hospital Insurance” and effective dates for both. 


Q. If | have Part B and decide to but Medex, what do I do next? 

A. Medex is only something that can be purchased at this time of 
year. Open enrollment begins Jan. 1 and ends on March 31, so the 
time to make a decision and act on it is limited. If you have made 
your decision to but Medex, you can get the application forms from 
the local Blue Cross/Blue Shield Customer Service Office, 1 Moody 
St., Waltham, or by calling the office at 647-9100. 


Q. What happens if I don’t have Medicare Part B? Can I still buy 
Medex? 

A. No. You first have to enroll in Medicare Part B insurance 
plan. The enrollment time for Part B is the same for Medex, 
January 1 though March 31. 


Q. Can I get them both done at the same time? 

No. You must have Medicare Part B in effect before applying for 
Medex. In other words, if you don’t have Part B and plan to apply 
for it now, the effective date will make it too late to apply for 
Medex this year. However, you will be able to apply next year dur- 
ing the annual open enrollment period. 


Q. Where doI sign up for Part B? 

A. You can call the Social Security Office in Cambridge at 576- 
3035. This office covers Newton. The monthly premium for Part B 
is deducted from your Social Security check before you receive it. 
Therefore, you don’t have to send in payments separately. If you

WASHINGTON (UPI) — When it 
comes to safety, maintenance and fuel 
economy, Ford Escort, Buick Skyhawk 
and Volvo 760 are among the ‘‘best’’ 1985 
model cars, an annual rating of cars con- 
cluded Sunday. 

“The Car Book,”’ written by a former 
federal highway official turned con- 
sumer activist, also ranked the 
Volkswagen Quantum, the Nissan 200 SX 
and the Cadillac Fleetwood as among 
the ‘‘worst.”” 

Six of the nine ‘best’? subcompacts 
and compacts are American-made while 
five of the six ‘wor: in these 
categories are built overseas — in Japan 
and Germany 

On both ends of the good and bad scale, 
U.S. manufacturers dominate the in- 
termediate and large car categories. 
Nine of the 10 ‘‘best’’ and five of the six 
“worst” are made in America. 

“More and more U.S.-made cars are 
showing ‘best’ in the small-car 
the result of an increased 
on safety, said Jack Gillis, 
who first wrote the book in 1981. 

“IT think this is happening for two 
reason — the publication of this type of 
material and awareness by the industry 
that cOnsumers want and will buy safe- 
ty,’’ he said. 

“The Car Book’’ was first issued by 
the Transportation Department in 
January 1981 and distributed free to the 
public. But following opposition by the 
auto industry, the Reagan administra- 
tion refused to permit additional 
editions.

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Cold weather starting tips 


BOSTON — American Autombile Association spokesperson Scott 
Picard said AAA expects motorists will encounter cold-weather pro- 
blems in the coming days and offered a few suggestions 

A recent cold weather snap resulted in AAA logging three times the 
normal calls for assistance, or about 1,500 calls between 6 a.m, and 3 
p.m. ona recent weekday, said Picard 

An aging battery can spell certain trouble when temperatures drop 
into the low teens, as predictions are calling for, said Picard 

‘It's certainly going to let you down the first time you get a real cold 
morning," said the AAA spokesperson. 

Picard suggested checking a potentially weak battery and offered 
prevention methods to help starts on cold mornings. Running the car 
on an open road for 20 minutes or so before shutting the car off at 
night, or running the engine with the accessories off for five-to-ten 
minutes at night before shutting the car down will help *harge the bat- 
tery for the morning, he said 

Maintaining as near to a full tank of gas as possible, and adding dry 
gas to the mixture will help prevent gas-line freeze, said the AAA 
spokesperson 

If the car cannot be garage kept, parking on the south side of a 
building or out of the wind will help morning starts, said Picard. 

A low-cost way to heat the engine overnight for suburban dwellers is 
to hook @ 100-watt lightbulb to an extension cord and mount the bulb on 
a board to be placed underneath the car in the area of the oil pan. The 
heat put out by the electric bulb will help engine thawing, according to 
Picard 

The automobile club did testing several years ago on the theory that 
turning on the lights before trying to start the car would help thaw 
electrical wires, said Picard. The usefulness of that method was found 
wanting and the AAA advises trying the engine right away, he said. 

On cars with automatic chokes, pushing the gas pedal down to the 
floor one time and letting up slowly should be enough to start the car, 
said Picard. Avoid excessive grinding of the starter, and running the 
batterly down, he said 

If the car fails to start gwait about 30 seconds and try again

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‘In Cold Blood’ murders haunt town

HOLCOMB, Kan. 
(UPI) — A quarter of a 
century has passed, but 
the quadruple murder 
that inspired “In Cold 
Blood,’ the novel and 
movie, still haunts the 
memories of a farm 
community trying to 
forget. 

Very early in the mor- 
ning of Sunday, Nov. 15, 
1959, four shotgun blasts 
echoed through an 
isolated farmhouse in 
southwest Kansas, en- 
ding the lives of four 
members of a prominent 
Holcomb family. 

Herbert Clutter, 48, his 
wife Bonnie, 45, their 
daughter Nancy, 16, and 
son Kenyon, 15, died that 
morning, their heads 
blown apart by a shotgun 
blast fired at point-blank 
range by a drifter who 
later said, ‘It was like 
picking off targets in a 
shooting gallery.” 

The killer, Perry Ed- 
ward Smith, and his ac- 
complice, Richard 
Eugene Hickock, were 
hanged five years later 
for the murders, called 
at the time as the “‘most 
heinous crime’”’ in Kan- 
sas history. 

It sparked the late 
Truman Capote’s best- 
selling non-fiction novel, 
“Tn Cold Blood,” and the 
successful motion pic- 
ture.

Tourists still ask about 
the Clutter house. ‘‘Peo- 
ple come by all the time 
asking for directions,” 
said Nancy Mader, 22, 
but most residents 
refuse to discuss the 
case. 

“We want to forget the 
whole thing,’’ said Wen- 
dle Meir, undersheriff at 
the time of the killings. 

Up until about a 
decade ago, Holcomb 
was a dusty plains com- 
munity with unpaved 
roads and about 350 peo- 
ple. Today it has about 
1,200 residents, many 
working at the world’s 
largest beef-packing

plant northwest of town. 

But the windswept 
countryside hasn’t 
changed. Weather- 
beaten elms line the dirt 
road leading to the large 
farmhouse where the 
church-going, hard- 
working Clutter family 
once lived. 

The half-brick, half- 
wooden house is sur- 
rounded by flat, 
cultivated farmland, 
with the closest home 
about a half mile away. 
Bob Byrd, a rancher- 
farmer, has owned the 
Clutter place for 20 
years, and like most, has 
little to say about the 
killings. 

Duane West, Finney 
County attorney from 
1957 to 1961, prosecuted 
Hickock and Smith, 
demanding that the duo 
be executed. 

The murderous 
scheme was devised by 
Hickock in the Kansas 
State Penitentiary after 
another inmate and 
former worker for the 
Clutters, William Floyd

Wells Jr., told Hickock a 
lie — that Herb Clutter 
kept $10,000 in a house 
safe. 

The killers arrived at 
the Clutter home but 
found no safe. Unable to 
get more than $40 to $50 
in cash, they bound the 
Clutters’ hands and feet 
and gagged all but Nan- 
cy. 

Smith later confessed 
that he first cut Mr. Clut- 
ter’s throat, then blew 
his head apart with a 
shotgun while Hickock 
pointed a flashlight at 
the target. Except for 
the throat slashing, the 
others were killed in the 
same fashion — first Ke- 
nyon, then Nancy, their 
mother last. 

“Those two guys were 
scum and they needed to 
be executed,’’ said West, 
a passionate advocate of 
the death penalty. “I 
would have gone up and 
pulled the lever on those 
guys.” 


West, 53, has read only 
excerpts of Capote’s 
book, but disdains the 
work — which is often 
called a journalism 
classic for its pioneering 
style in which factual 
events are related in nar- 
rative. 


“T don’t think there 
was anything of redeem- 
ing social value what- 
soever in Mr. Capote’s 
book,”’ said West, now a 
lawyer in Garden City, 
calling it ‘a bunch of 
garbage as far as I’m 
concerned.” 

West says the book 
gave unwarranted credit 
to his assistant, Logan 
Green, who he says

Capote portrayed as the 
chief prosecutor. 

“TI had no use for that 
man either,’’ said 
Clarence Ewalt, who 
called police after his 
daughter, Nancy, and 
Susan Kidwell found 
Nancy Clutter lying on 
her bed in a pool of blood. 
‘‘Why should he 
(Capote) make millions 
of dollars?”’ 

Wilma Kidwell, 77, 
said she and her 
daughter Susan, now 37 
and living in New York, 
“don’t talk’? about the 
murders. 


Kidwell, who has mov- 
ed to nearby Garden Ci- 
ty, recalled Capote’s 
first visit to Holcomb. 


“‘He was very short, of 
course, and had a fur 
coat on, fur hat and he 
was sort of swallowed up 
in it,’”’ she said. ‘‘(With) 
his high pitched voice, he 
was certainly not an or- 
dinary person.”’ 


Kidwell also claims

toward Capote, who died 
Aug. 25 of liver disease 
and other complications. 

“To me, he was very 
nice and very polite andI 
respected his work,’’ she 
said. ‘I never felt that he 
was trying to use us in 
any way.”’ 

Harrison Smith, now 
70, defended Hickock, 
who, with his ac- 
complice, confessed 
before the trial. 

“By the time we 
(defense attorneys) got 
into the picture, it was a 
pretty cut-and-dried af- 
fair as far as their in- 
nocence or guilt was con- 
cerned,’’ said Smith, 
who also lives in Garden 
City. 

“The best we could 
hope for was that they’d 
get life in prison as op- 
posed to the end of a 
rope.’’ But even that pro- 
ved fruitless. Hickock 
and Smith were hanged 


on April 14, 1965. 
‘*‘Under the cir- 
cumstances, I don’t 


think anybody alive, at 
least at that time, could 
have saved their lives,”’ 


BASTROP, Texas (UPI) — 
Jeffrey MacDonald spends his 
days in prison writing letters, 
taking refresher medical 
courses by mail and resear- 
ching legal matters that he 
hopes will clear him of 
charges he murdered his fami- 
ly nearly 15 years ago. 

To the former Army captain 
and Green Beret physician, 
the question is not whether his 
three murder convictions will 
be overturned, but when.

sion,” in which author Joe 
McGinniss concluded Mac- 
Donald was guilty. 


The book was the basis for a 
recent television miniseries, 
which MacDonald calls ‘‘trash 
and a piece of garbage.”’ 

The gray-haired and 
meticulously groomed Mac- 
Donald is particularly bitter at 
the conclusions drawn in the 
book and movie. He claims 
McGinniss assured him the 
book would vindicate him. 

But McGinniss has said he 
became convinced of Mac- 
Donald’s guilt at the conclu- 
sion of the trial in 1979. 

“T don’t think he’s convinc- 
ed,’’ says MacDonald. ‘‘I think 
he’s lying. I think Joe took the 
easy way out’ after the 
Supreme Court affirmed the 
convictions. 

Attorneys for MacDonald 
fought unsuccessfully to alter 
the miniseries or have it 
delayed until after the 
January hearing. 















No barrier for the world’s ‘No. 1 suicide spot’

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — For esthetic 
and commercial reasons, suicide prevention 
barriers for the Golden Gate Bridge have 
been rejected — even though in a mere 47 
years nearly 800 of the crazed and the 
despairing have been beckoned to their self- 
destruction, 

The bridge's governing body fears spoiling 
the view and, ruling out barring pedestrians 
from the bridge entirely, possible harm to 
the tourist trade. The eerie appeal of the 
bridge's sweeping beauty, summoning death 
on the waters 240 feet below, will doubtless 
go on. 

“Right now, it’s like having a loaded gun in 
your community,’' said psychologist 
Richard Seiden, who has studied bridge 
jumpers and favors construction of a bar- 
rier, ‘It's the No. 1 suicide spot in the whole 
world, It’s like a magnet for the depressed.” 

Over the years, the official count of the 
bridge's confirmed suicide victims stands at 
783 and may be twice or three times more. 
There are 813 documented instances of peo- 
ple stopped from jumping, 330 cases of 
evidence of a jump but no body found, 1,597 
people who came to the bridge to jump but 
changed their minds and seven who jumped 
and survived. 

Jumpers include the rich, the poor, the 
young and the old. 

The first to drop through the fog, one 
Ralph Diregolo, did so five months after the 
bridge opened in 1937 

Mare Salinger, son of former Presidential 
press secretary Pierre Salinger, jumped to 
his death from the bridge in 197. In 1973, 


Pierre Lee, whose father was lieutenant 
governor of Maryland, cartwheeled over the 
railing when approached by a patrolman. 

One couple held hands, kissed and plunged 
over backwards. 

Of the survivors, many have likened the 
experience to an ‘‘ego-death” from which 
they’ve felt a rebirth. 

“T felt like a bird flying — total relief,’’ one 
survivor told Dr. David H. Rosen of the 
Langley Porter Neuropsychiatric Institute. 
“In my mind I was getting away from one 
realm and into another. Even now I'm still 
symbolically looking for the better world — 
I'm still in that place between the bridge and 
the water.” 


Suicides from the Golden Gate Bridge, the 
longest single span in the world until sur- 
passed by the Verrazano-Narrows bridge in 
New York built in 1964, has fascinated the 
public, puzzled psychologists and inspired 
poets, 

Directors of the governing body for the 
bridge for years have listened to pleas and 
plans to build a suicide barrier. As is, a per- 
son need only walk out on the sidewalk of the 
public access bridge, climb over a 3 %-foot 
railing and tumble to the waters below in 3 % 
seconds, 

In the near future, the 800th officially 
recorded suicide will take place on the bright 
orange mile-long span. Statistica! profiles of 
victims indicate it is most likely to be a well 
to-do, married white male in his mid-30s who 
lives in or near San Francisco. 

Jumpers usually do it from mid-span, fac- 
ing the San Francisco skyline, and drop on 
the frigid bay channel waters at nearly 200 


miles an hour — the equivalent of slamming 
into a concrete wall. 

California Highway Patrol figures show 
that so far in 1984, 19 people took the fatal 
bridge leap, the last two in mid-October. 
Another 19 were stopped in the attempt to 
jump. 

But the bridge district directors have put 
to rest the last of the many designs for a bar- 
rier. Of 17 designs considered, two pro- 
totypes were made but turned down. 

; “The only viable suicide deterrent looked 
like a ‘stockade fence,'’’ Dan Mullin, the 
bridge's chief engineer said of a proposal for 
heightening the railings during the span’s 
current partia! closure for replacement of its 
roadway, “It found little support in the 
public hearings that were held.”’ 

Also turned down as unfeasible was con- 
struction of a chain-link fence. Closure of the 
walkway to pedestrians was also rejected 
because it would discourage tourist visits. 

Other proposals were shelved because 
they were too expensive for the financially 
ailing bridge district, ruined the aesthetics 
of what is a national landmark or blocked the 
famous views. 

Seiden said the official number of 783 
known to have jumped is a “rock-bottom, 
bare-bones estimate’ and could easily be 
double or triple that number 

“Jumping from the bridge is often a fan- 
tasy. It's a way of gaining instant fame or 
notoriety,”’ said Seiden. ‘If faced with a bar- 
rier, many people would be jolted back to 
reality and seek help for their problems 

“One note left by a jumper read, ‘Why do 


you make it so easy?’ It’s a good question,” 
said Seiden & wn .

New school budget is 
up by over $2 million

NEWTON — The School Committee will start deliberations at next 
Monday night’s meeting on a recommended budget, which is $2 
million over that for Fiscal Year 1985. 

The projected budget Supt. of Schools John M. Strand recommend- 
ed to the committee recently totals $43,963,827, an increase of 6.5 per- 
cent over last year's budget of $41.2 million 

Strand explained that the hike is due mostly to increased salaries 
for teachers, rising special education costs and the price of previous- 
ly neglected operations and maintenance projects 

He indicated that he had targeted areas in the budget for potential 
cuts if needed, but stressed his ‘conviction that the recommended 
budget is the total amount necessary to support a renewed commit- 
ment to high quality and innovative public education in Newton. It 
contains no frills,’’ he said 

Some of the superintendent's figures also represent attempts to 
restore previous cuts which he says had a negative, ‘‘cumulative"’ 
impact on the schools during the past years 

The biggest rise in this year's budget, is due to the teachers’ ‘‘well- 
deserved" salary increases of five and two percent for fiscal year 
1986 (The four and two percent raises for 1984 are taken from the FY 
1985 budget). An increase of $2,323,000 will amount to a cost of a little 
over $20 million for teachers, teacher aides and library personnel 
next year. Strand noted that the significance of the jump pales in the 
face of a 38.2 percent inflation rate with which the majority of Newton 
teachers at maximum salary have been unable to keep up. “‘Inflation 
is three times that of increases in the school budget,’’ he said.

Sewer revamp

NEWTON — The city should 
receive a state grant totalling 
nearly $500,000 to begin drawing 
the engineering designs needed 
for a long-awaited rehabilitation 
of the city’s sewer system within 
two weeks, according to Public 
Works Commissioner James L 


Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) gave its 
approval on Jan. 10 to the city’s 
“Wastewater Facilities Plan,” a 
massive document outlining the 





proposed city-wide effort, Hickey 
said late last week. 

DEQE officials have 
“assured”’ the city that a design 
grant in the ‘'$500,000 range”’ will 
be forthcoming shortly, he said 
The grant had originally been ex- 
pected to arrive last week 

Once the design of the city’s 
new wastewater facilities m- 
pleted, the rehabilitation project, 
which is likely to cost about $5 
million, will begin on the city’s 
south side where the decaying 
sewage disposal system has long 
posed a serious health problem, 
Hickey said.

Teachers OK contract

NEWTON — It has taken more than a year 
of tears, conflicts, and often bitter struggles, 
but the city’s teachers have finally voted by 
an overwhelming majority to accept their 
new contract 

Out of 638 ballots cast, 499, or 78 percent, 
said “‘yes,”’ while only 138 voted against the 
document which offers wage increases, 
changes in evaluations and higher salaries 
and recognition for kindergarten teachers 

The moment was a bittersweet one for 
most of the educators, however, who said 
that the positive outcome was less a reflec- 
tion of their satisfaction with the document 
than a belief that they would fare no better 
by continuing previous work-to-rule, 
leafleting and protesting activities 

“I'm gratified that they (teachers) ac 
cepted it, but I don't think anyone is really 
happy,” Policy and Planning Committee 
(PPC) Chairman Burton Weiner said. “I 
think they realized that it is more fruitful to 
throw their energies into becoming more ac 
tive from now on.” 

“I’m disappointed, I can't understand why 
the PPC recommended it. I think they were 


just out-negotiated,”’ an unidenutied teacher 
said 

Weiner said it took a lot of ‘‘pushing and 
selling’’ by Newton Teachers Association 
President (NTA) Tony Croce and other 
members of the NTA to promote ratification 
of a document which seemed to leave more 
doubt than certainty among the staff. The 
teachers had voiced the concern that there 
did not seem to be a significant difference 
between this agreement and the one they re- 
jected last November 

Last fall, 513 out of 803 potential teachers 
voted 302-209 to defeat a contract offer which 
prop straight five and six percent wage 
increases, less ambiguous'’ language 
regarding evaluations, and wage offers for 
kindergarten teachers 

The move was seemingly pre-ordained, as 
Croce's recommendation then to accept the 
new contract was tempered by his own 
disappointment in it. PPC members

Taking 
a child to the zoo, instead of 
teaching them what animals are 
on the computer, for example, 
has obvious benefits.’’

His colleagues on the board remembered 
Shuman as a dedicated public servant witha 
great sense of humor and as a man who 
could not refuse requests for help. 

Ward 8 Alderman-at-Large Cynthia S. 
Creem, a very close friend of the Shuman 
family, said, ‘I’m so upset. I just can’t 
believe it. I just know that he was very cons- 
cientious and that he wanted very, very 
much to be an alderman. 

“He never said ‘no’ to anyone. When they 
couldn’t find anybody, he would do whatever 
he was asked to. He was willing to say yes to 
all kinds of things. He really tried to live by 
doing everything,”’ she said.

Ward 6 Alderman-at-Large James P. 
Regan, another of the city’s first-term 
legislators, said he had last heard that 
Shuman’s bypass suyrgery had gone well 
and expected his friend to be back in action 
soon. 

“I worked a lot with Bobby Shuman on the 
campaign when I started running. We work- 
ed as a team almost. He was a very 
dedicated alderman,’’ Regan added. 

Many aldermen who had just come to 
know Shuman also expressed remorse at his 
passing. 

“Bob and I were just becoming friends,” 
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Ward 4 Alderman-at-large Richard J. 
McGrath said. ‘‘After we worked together on 
a couple of committees, I got to like him very 
much. He wasa very thoughtful guy. 


“The thing that speaks for the quality I

government which decided you had no right to live in Newton, but

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Early mailings save taxpayers $1500 


NEWTON — By the early mailing of fiscal 1985 property tax bills 
that homeowners may have been surprised to find in their 
mailboxes last week, city taxpayers have been saved $500. 


Because the almost 26,000 tax bills were in the mail a week anda 
half ago, the city escaped the two-cent postal rate increase due to 
take effect last Friday, City Treasurer Theodore L. Scafidi said. 


This year's approximately 47,000 automobile excise tax bills 
were also be ready for the mail by the end of last week, again, in an 
effort to avoid the coming increase in the price of stamps, ac- 
cording to Seafidi. That move will save taxpayers here close to 
$940. 

Alan W, Licarie, executive secretary of the Election Commis- 
sion, got in on the act too, by putting about 9,000 warnings in the 
mail to residents who have not returned a completed 1985 city cen- 
sus form. The warnings are usually mailed late in the month, The

Do it for 
Robert Shuman 


The Newton Graphic joins with the rest 
of the Garden City in mourning the untime- 
ly death of Ward 8 Alderman Robert 
Shuman. Attorney, father, neighborhood 
activist who went on to address the needs 
of the whole city, Shuman was a singular 
example of the kind of man who sees what 
has to be done and procceds to do it. 

In his short career as an alderman, he 
made his opinions known and did the 
homework necessary to back them up. He 
should serve as an example, to other 
Garden City residents, of the citizen who 
refuses to sit back and complain, who 
takes up his cause and puts himself in a 
position where he can do something about 
it. 

On November 23, 1963, in the dark hours 
following the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy, a philosophy professor 
at a small college in upstate New York told 
his students, ‘‘You should be so lucky as to 
die when you are in the midst of doing 
great work.” 

Such could be said of Robert Shuman, 
except for the tragic consequences for his 
family and friends. 

Shuman should serve as an example to 
all those who think they have the talent 
and the drive to make things better. While 
we complain about the global buildup of 
nuclear arms, the intransigence of the pre- 
sent administration and the growing pro- 
blem of world hunger, we repeatedly ig- 
nore opportunities to do some good in our 
own neighborhood. 

“Cultivate your own garden,’’ was 
Voltaire’s edict; and Robert Shuman knew 
all about that. 

The vacancy he has left in Ward 8 in- 
sures that at least one seat out of the 24 on 
the Board of Aldermen will be contested, 
but the spirit he exhibited in lobbying for 
his own constituents should jog other 
citizens in other parts of the city to active- 
ly participate in the machinery of their 
own local government. 

Sure, they will be opening themselves up 
to a full ration of negative criticism. The 
board has become notorious for this. Even 
Shuman felt the lash of some of his own 
constituents when they complained about 
his failure to show up for a recent meeting 
on the reuse of the Oak Hill School ... a 
meeting he was preparing for when the 
heart attack that proved fatal first hit him. 

Mature members of the board take the 
criticism with a grain of salt, as they 
should. For them, it is usually outweighed 
by the satisfaction of knowing that, 
however frustrating it might become, they 
are taking part in the political process that 
will help determine the future of the city in 
which they live. 

The last citywide election failed to in- 
dicate that Newton residents are deeply in- 
volved in the issues that will determine 
that future. There were few real 
challenges and voter turnout was poor. 

The Graphic pleads for its readers to 
work to insure the coming November elec- 
tion is not a rerun of the last. It is not 
enough to jump into the arena when it 
looks like your school will be closed or your 
property value might be threatened. Take 
the heat of those situations, turn it into 
light and shed it on all your fellow citizens. 

And do it in the memory of Robert 
Shuman.

it’s the time for free spirits

The ironies are delicious. The comparisons 
are odious. 

Time magazine recently carried an intrigu- 
ing article on what it called ‘‘entrepreneurs’’, 
bright young free spirits with unconventional 
ideas which their employers rejected only to 
see them become enormously successful on 
the outside. 

To keep such creative minds on board, says 
Time, some big corporations are now rethink- 
ing their innate hostility to innovation and ar- 
ranging to make room right within their 
organizations for ‘‘the spirit, zest and 
rewards”’ of such imaginative and unconven- 
tional workers. 

“Intrapreneurship”’, they call it. The results 
are extraordinarily rewarding, both for the in- 
dividuals freed to do their thing within the cor- 
porate structure and for the corporations 
breaking with the established procedures. 

Contrast this welcome mat to new ideas 
with what happenend recently in the 
Massachusetts Senate. 

Everyone knows about the ferment in the 
House of Representatives which has produced 
extensive rules reform and a new Speaker ex- 
emplifying change. 

Little of this has rubbed off on the Senate. 
The upper chamber remains centralized and 
authoritarian, the will of the Senate President 
predominating. 

Not unsurprisingly, there are free spirits in 
the Senate. A handful are imaginative, 
creative, concerned about public needs, anx- 
ious to participate, unwilling to get along by 
going along 

What happens if some of these types come 
forward with ideas about doing things dif- 
ferently? Are they encouraged, given a 
chance to contribute, to improve the system, 
to break new ground? 





Watertown Sen. George Bachrach 


Well, Sen. George Bachrach, for one, was 
made an example for all who dare to question 
the way the place is run. 

Bachrach, 33 and a bright young lawyer, 
hails from Watertown. He represents a 
senatorial district which happens to be the 
heart of the broader Eighth Congressional 
District whose representative in Washington 
happens to be the venerable House Speaker 
Tip O'Neill who happens to be stepping down 
and out of the House when this term ends. 

Bachrach is a 100% ADA, CPPAX and CLU 
liberal. One could say ultraliberal. He is into 
his third term. Last year he served, at the 
Senate President’s pleasure, as Chairman of 
the Committee on Counties, vice chair of 
criminal justice and of taxation and as a 
member of five other responsible committees 


But he made the mistake of thinking that the 
rules reform which swept the House were ap- 
plicable to the Senate. He went so far as to 
argue the case in public. Indeed, he ac- 
companied his views with a candidacy for 
Senate President, more as a symbol of dissent 
than a realistic attempt to depose the reigning 
Sen. Pres. William Bulger. 

A handful of Senate colleagues sided ginger- 
ly with Bachrach. The vast majority knew his 
challenege was going nowhere. 

Comes the moment to elect a presiding of- 
ficer. Bachrach makes his speech about rules 
reform and the role of dissent in a 
democraacy. The Senate votes another Pres- 
diential term for Bulger- 30 to 8 (perfunctory , 
Republican votes for their own leader), with 
two blanks. 

For his attitude, Bachrach was stripped of 
his chairmanship of Counties; reduced to the 
lowest-ranking Democrat on same while a 
freshman was made chairman; relieved of all 
seven other committee assignments; assign- 
ed instead to the two lowliest committees, 
both of which he has previously recommended 
could well be abolished! 

This is not to take sides on the merits or 
demerits of Bachrach’s motives, tactics or 
ambitions, It is simply to suggest that in the 
private sector, according to Time, perceptive 
business leaders are now discovering how 
wise it is to clear some space for creative peo- 
ple within their ranks who march to different 
drummers. 

“They are,” reports Time, giving 
employees the resources and freedom to pur- 
sue their own ideas, cutting back on tradi- 
tional red tape, endless meetings and other 
obstacles that can slow down innovation."” 

In such a climate, the company, the nation 
and the individual all gain.

sign of Democratic in-fighting 


While Boston Mayor Ray- 
mond L. Flynn was joined by 
the leaders of other cities for a 
predictable response, Rep. 
Chester G, Atkins, D-Mass., 
was the target of a number of 
testy asides over his support of 
President Reagan's recom- 
mendation to eliminate 
federal revenue sharing, the 
no-strings aid considered 
crucial to keep basic services 
operating. 

Atkins, who used to chair the 
Massachusetts Senate Ways 
and Means Committee before 
heading to Congress, said local 
leaders should look to the state 
and its surplus as a source of 
relief. And he estimated that 
surplus at between $400 and 
$500 million. 

“Tf you want no-strings aid, I 
think you should get it from 
the people with the surplus,” 
Atkins told a meeting of the 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, the principal lob- 
byist for city and town in- 
terests. 

That bordered on double 
heresy to Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis. 

Not only has Dukakis said 
the surplus will be significant- 
ly smaller — $137 million — he 
has contended it will be short- 
lived and therefore the worst 
possible source of money for 
long-term programs. 

Also, Dukakis was one of the 
first of the state’s top 
Democrats to bash the Reagan 
proposals. His charges, while 
decidely political to be sure, 
were made to appear even 
more partisan considering 
Atkins heads the state 
Democratic party apparatus. 

Dukakis was noticeably an- 
noyed with the freshman 
representative when he met 
with many of the same local 
leaders several hours later. 
The words ‘‘state Democratic 
Party chairman”’ fairly drip- 
ped with sarcasm as they left 
his mouth in asking about the 
earlier meeting. 

Atkins has tried to move to a 
higher road since leaving for 
Washington. While he was 
acknowledged as a_ state 
budget expert by most, he car- 
ried heavy baggage as a hit- 
man for some of Senate Presi- 
dent William Bulger’s more 
politically motivated deci- 
sions, 

Atkins has also kept more 
than a few tongues wagging by 
his insistence on retaining the 
state party reins despite mov- 
ing some 400 miles south. 
Many view his staunch sup- 
port among the state commit- 
tee members as a political

base second only to that of 
Dukakis’ vaunted coalition. 

A direct frontal assault on 
the Dukakis budget and 
surplus figures could be ac- 
cepted as part of the co-equal 
branches of government argu- 
ment, so long as Atkins was in 
the Legislature. 

But that same assault while 
Dukakis is attempting to quell 
fires on all sides of the political 
spectrum must be viewed in a 
different light perhaps a 
trial balloon for a challenge 
for undisputed party 
supremacy and the spoils that 
go with it. 

The picture could become 
clearer when Democrats hold 
their state issues convention in 
Springfield during May, 

While Dukakis is 
acknowledged to have once 
again captured the hearts and 
minds of the delegates, it will 
be an ideal platform for Atkins 
to showcase his opinions and 
support. 

What he chooses to do with 
that platform could go a long 
way to determine how easy a 
time Dukakis will have in get- 
ting his third term in the cor- 
ner office.

The poor communities on the 
other hand, as he sees it, are not 
coping with Proposition 2% 
because they ‘“‘continue to fritter 
away or simply mismanage the 
billions the state (read: the tax- 
payers) have supplied the last 
three yea! 


Mr. Caffasso uses the term 
“wealthy communities’? and 
“poor communities’? obviously 
without focusing on their mean- 
ing. A communi local govern- 
ment is not wealthy or poor by 
reason of prudence, efficiency 
and economy, or the lack thereof, 
of its conduct of public affairs, 
except to a very limited extent 
Wealth or poverty, instead, is 
based on the happenstance of the 
size of its property tax valuation 
in proportion to its population 
(the constituencies it serves), 
over which local government has 
very little control. 























Variations in such property tax 
bases is enormous, as two ex- 
amples will illus . Fall River 
(pop. 92,574) has a property tax 
valuation of $226 per capita; thus, 
under Proposition 2!, it is 
limited to raising $21,000,000 in 
property taxes. Newton (pop. 
83,622) has a base of $915 per 
capita and thus can and does 
raise $77,000,000 in property 
taxes to provide services to a 
population nearly 10 percent 
smaller than Fall River's and a 
school population which, on a 
weighted basis, is about two- 
thirds that of Fall River. 









The contrast between Weston 
(pop. 11,169) and a community of 
almost identical size (Oxford, 
pop. 11,680) is also great. 
Weston’s tax base is $1,144 per 
capita, or over four times greater 
than Oxford at a $347 per capita. 


The existence and size of these 
disparities is the crucial factor in 
the whole system of municipal 
finance and state aid. For over 35 
years, local aid programs have 
been structured so as to favor the 
poor over the wealthy and thus 
reduce, somewhat, the enormous 
gap between the ‘‘haves”’ and the 
“have-nots.”’ The latest local aid 
formula, about which Mr. 
Cafasso complains, is merely the 
latest in a series having that 
underlying purpose. 





In my opinion it is to be faulted, 
not for doing too much for the 
poor and not enough for rich, as 
he argues, but for the exact op- 
posite reason. As a result of 
political timidity, the end result 
still is one of great unfairness as 
the following will show 

Despite far greater aid to the 
poor communities, the gap bet- 
ween their total revenue capacity 
(property taxes, state aid and 
motor vehicle excise) is still well 
behind that of the property-rich 
communities. Fall River, for ex- 
ample, has risen to $724 per 
capita, but still lags far behind 
Newton's $1,075. That gap of $351 
per capita, translates into 
$29,000,000 more in revenue 
available to Newton than to Fall 
River, or about 30 percent of the 
whole Newton budget. It is in- 
teresting to speculate how 
Newton could structure a 
$29,000,000 cut if it were forced, 
under Proposition 2%, to live 
under the stricture imposed on 
Fall River 

Again, Newton-Fall River 
figures are not isolated ex- 
amples, but actually quite typical 
of the overall picture. 

At present, of the 45 largest 
communities in the state, all but 
Newton and four other com- 
munities are under a $900 in per 
capita revenue capcity and 26 of 
them are under $800, Also in the 
under $800 class are 66 com- 
munities of various sizes. Includ- 
ed with Newton among the 
wealthy are 103 cities and towns 
at, or above, $1,000, 66 of whom 
are above $1,100. 

Given the above-described 
situation, it seems to me that the 
unfairness in the formula rests in 
its not doing enough for the 
poorer communities, rather than 
too much. Unless and until the 
communities having total 
revenue capacity below $800 or 
$900 are brought up to those 
levels, all increases in state aid 
should be directed to making 
their resources compatible with 
their responsibilities. 

Instead, the latest formula sets 
a break point for aid or no aid at 
$1,200 per capita, thus further 
assisting communities already 
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capita is provided to all com- 
munities, even those above the 
$1,200 level, utterly without 
regard to their enormously vary- 
ing needs. 
On the other hand, if you share 
so0's philosphy, the for- 
mula shortchange the 
Newtons, Westons, Welleseys 
and Marbleheads.

Funding for contract questioned 


By Lisa J. Adams, Staff Writer 


NEWTON — Now that a new contract set- 
tlement has tentatively resolved the wage 
dispute between the School Committee and 
the City’s educators, the question of how the 
agreement will be funded still remains. 


School and city officials say it is still ‘‘too 
early” to estimate where the funds might be 
found to pay for the $43 million school 
budget, over half of which is due to a 
$2,323,000 increase in staff aries. The $43 
million figure represents a 6.5 percent in- 
crease over last year’s budget of $41.2 
million 

The School Committee will begin delibera- 
tions on the budget next Monday and will 
present the document to the mayor at the 
end of March, committee chairman Leonard 
Gentile said 


Chief Budget Officer David Wilkinson said 
it is too early to tell where the monies will 
come from, because the City is still in its 
“first round of proceedings. There is a whole 
round of secondary issues,’’ Wilkinson said, 
explaining that operating budgets for the 
municipal offices, figures from federal 
revenue sharing and local aid, as well as the

ratification of the latest offer, which pro- 
poses staggered wage increases of four and 
two percent in the first year and five and two 
percent the second. is offer would raise 
the salary base of teachers and amount to an 
overall increase above the last offer. 

According to the first contract offer, a 
teacher holding a master’s degree at the 
maximum step would see his salary of 
$28,551 increase five percent the first year to 
$29,978 and six percent the second year to 
$31,777. This would mean an overall increase 
of 11.29 percent. 

With the new proposal, the same salary of 
$28,551 would increase to 693 with the 
first-year, four percent raise, then to $30,287 
with the two percent added raise. In 1985, a 
five percent increase would raise the salary 
to $31,801. This figure would jump two per- 
cent to $32,437 in February, 1986, making the 
overall increase 13.6 percent.

Cerone's interest in the small ‘‘memorial 
garden,”’ across Washington Street from the 
Jackson Homestead, began a couple of years 
ago when, with the help of his boss, he helped 
put up a flagpole. Since then, he said, he and 
Magni have been talking about adding a 
small monument to the park. 

“We wanted to list all the kids from 
Newton who died in ‘Nam, chronologically,”’ 
Cerone explained from his Nonantum home. 
“We kept talking eb ut it ... and how we 
could raise the money. Finally we just decid- 
ed to do it.”’ 

Cerone said it is unclear exactly how many 
servicemen from the city died in the 
undeclared war. He said he hopes to verify 
the names of the 23 to 25 residents who were 
killed after Wally Richard, the city’s first 
cagualty with the Newton Veteran’s Coun- 
cil. 
Saul Klashman, president of the council, 
was unaware of the group's efforts, but he 
said he thought it was ‘‘great.’”’ And 
Klashman, a WW II veteran, said he might 
be able to help his compatriots, Through his 
connections in the construction industry, 
Klashman said he knew people who might be 
willing to donate a stone. 

But Cerone and his recently expanded 
“committee” have already found an ap- 
propriate piece of granite and are now con- 
centrating on raising the $1,200 necessary to 
pay for it. Cerone said the three by five foot 
stone will be big enough to hold the names of

With the help of five or six other Vietnam 
veterans, Cerone had a number of posters 
printed and distributed. He said he will be 
placing large jars at several locations, 
throughout the city in an effort to raise the 
necessary funds. Also pitching-in has been 
the Nonantum Children’s Christmas Assoc. 

To date, the group has raised approx- 
imately $100 in ‘dollar here, dollar there’’ 
contributions from friends and relatives, 
Cerone said. ‘‘But as more people hear about 
it, more people are joining the effort. We've 
got friends going out collecting from their 
friends,” 

Cerone, now 40, served two years in the ar- 
my from 1967-1969 but not in Vietnam. Only 
days before he was scheduled to be shipped 
out, his orders were suddenly cancelled and 
he was sent to Germany instead. But he said 
that regardless of the tour of duty, every 
Vietnam era veteran remembers what it was 
like ‘‘back in the 60’s.”’ 

“It's been a long time. People tend to 
forget about it — some deliberately. But it 
was a strange time for us,’’ Cerone explain- 
ed. ‘‘A lot of the older people didn’t give us

Federal revenue sharing, or federal aid to 
the city, is based on real estate tax efforts, 
which Wilkinson says are up in Newton this 
year.

The City’s free cash, which amounts to a 
little over $1 million out of a total $2 million 
surplus for Fiscal Year 1985, has been 
rumored to reach $6 million next year. Gen- 
tile emphasized that no matter what the 


Croce, who has been leading the struggle 
from day one, reiterated the sense that

recognition because it wasn’t a declared war 
and a lot of the younger people despised us 
for fighting in it.” 

Cerone hopes the monument will help to 
ease the pain of those memories and, at long 
last, honor those who gave up their lives in 
the line of duty. 

Klashman of the Veteran’s Council said 
Vietnam veterans are finally receiving the 
respect they deserve and that people are 
beginning to reexamine their attitudes 
toward those who served in the undeclared 
war. ‘‘Politics is no longer the issue. The fact 
they served their country is the important 
thing now.” 

To those who still question the meaning of 
those years or the commitment of the men 
who died, Cerone suggests they take a trip to 
the national Vietnam Veteran's Memorial in 
Washington D.C, ‘After they take a walk by 
that wall, with the names of 58,022 dead 
Americans, they're going to come away a lit- 
tle different,"’ he said. 

In May, Cerone, Magni and some of their 
friends made the trip. For them, it was a 
more emotional journey. 

‘We were there for three days. We would 
go off and look at other things but we would 
always end up back at the memorial — it was 
like we belonged there,” Cerone recounted, 
“It was like being with all your old buddies 
again — it was great.”’

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City offices proposed for Claflin

NEWTON — With the pressure 
mounting to solve the city’s hous- 
ing shortage and increase the 
financial return from the reuse of 
surplus city properties, one 
alderman intends to make an 
unusual reuse recommendation 
for the former Claflin School 
building. 


Ward 5 Alderman-at-Large 
Paul E. Coletti said last week he 
is seriously considering propos- 
ing that the city keep possession 
of the vacant Newtonville site as 
a kind of annex to nearby city 
hall. 


“T'll make a recommendation 
that we should take that building 
back as an annex for the expan- 
sion required in city hall,” the 
aldermanic Finance Committee 
chairman said during last week’s 
Real Property Reuse Committee 
meeting. 


He said he has already discuss- 
ed the idea with Chief Financial 
Officer David C. Wilkinson and 
intends to meet with Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann to sound out 
the executive department's 
thoughts on the informal pro- 
posal. 


The Lowell Avenue school 
building has been vacant for 


almost four years and, because of 
vandalism, is ‘‘totally ruined in- 
side,” according to Coletti. 

The Hospice of the Good 
Shepherd had intended to use the 
facility as the state’s first in- 
patient care center for the ter- 
minally ill, but that reuse idea 
has fallen through and a decision 
on the building’s fate is now up to 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Coletti said he believes the two- 
story structure’s proximity to ci- 
ty hall makes it an ideal reloca- 
tion spot for the Parks & Recrea- 
tion Department, now housed in 
cramped quarters within 30 
yards of the Massachusettts 
Turnpike on Crescent Street, and

The cost of the effort, which 
has long been a part of the city’s 
capital improvement plan, will 
be bonded. 

“We're making plans for star- 
ting construction as fast as possi- 
ble,”’ said Hickey, who noted that 
the project takes on greater 
urgency because of the push to 
clean up Boston Harbor pollution. 

The DEQE design grant 
represents 90 percent of the fun- 
ding needed to draw up the plans 
for the project. 

Hickey said the city’s effort has 
a good chance of qualifying for 


state funding of up to $2 million 
for construction expenses. State 
requirements only allow 50 per- 
cent of the eligible project costs 
to come from the Com- 
monwealth. 

The chances of the sewer 
rehabilitation project qualifying 
for federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency funding are nil, he 
added. 

“Although the problem is 
serious from our own perspec- 
tive, I have a feeling we’re fairly 
far down on the priority list in 
terms of other projects,’’ Hickey 
said. 

The city has been conducted 
“infiltration and inflow’’ studies 
for the past several years in an 


effort to pinpoint malfunctions in 
the wastewater system here. 

Some steps to improve sewage 
flow are already in the works, ac- 
cording to Hickey. 

The equipment, which is used 
to ensure that a strong flow of 
sewage continues despite 
changes in land elevation, is at 
least 20-35 years old and would be 
better off replaced than repaired, 
Hickey said. 

The money will be used to 
replace pumps and overhaul 
other related mechanical equip- 
ment at the Quinnobequin Road, 
Islington Road, Longfellow Road, 
Waban Avenue, Oldham Road, 
Edgewater Park and Prairie 
Avenue pumping stations.

he was not so sure when he 

got home. 

First, Boudreau said, he found 
a ticket on his dresser with the 
winning numbers but the wrong 
date. Then he found 
another,(dated February 14) 
with five of the six numbers. 

Boudreau went to bed thinking 
he had won only $400 as a result of 
the five number combo. But after 
a fitful night of sleep, Boudreau 
said he woke up realizing he had 
another ticket. ‘‘When I got up, I 
looked in my billfold and sure 
enough, there was the ticket from 
the 16th with all six numbers.” 

Since then, Boudreau said he 
has been on the phone constantly. 
But, in addition to several calls 
from press, he said he has heard 
from many “long-lost relatives,”’ 
as well. ‘‘We’re happy,’’ 
Boudreau said as the sounds of 


celebration erupted in the 
background. 

But Boudreau may have good 
reason to toast his relatives; his 
winning ticket is a combination of 
birth dates from six deceased 
family members, 


He said that the random selec- 
tion of those numbers 
represented a kind of “‘spirtual 
omen” to him. He has played a 
variation of the birth dates since 
the Megabucks lottery began 
almost two years ago. 


But it was not until December, 
and the death of his sister, that 
the combination did not regularly 
include his own birthday. Until 
then Boudreau used the birth 
dates of five relatives plus his 
own. After that he interchanged 
his fathers birthdate and his own. 
The ticket from the 14th had his 
date, the winning ticket on the 
16th had his father’s. 

Apparently those numbers 


were lucky for others as well. The 
Mass. Lottery reported that 876 
people had five of the six 
numbers, worth $400, and that 
30,002 won $40 for matching four 
of the numbers, 

Lottery spokesmen Dave Ellis 
reported the jackpot ballooned to 
nearly $6 million after no one hit 
the exact six-number combina- 
tion in last Wednesday's draw- 
ing. 

The high number of partial 
winners substantially reduced 
the final jackpot, split between 
Boudreau and Marion Morgan, a 
35 year-old nurse from Randolph.

Escape 
myopia in 
the suburbs

In the suburbs, it’s easy to slip into a myopic 
lifestyle. Communities attract people with 
similar social and economic backgrounds. 
Those residents usually look alike, eat the 
same kind of foods and enjoy the same type of 
entertainment. They share aspirations and pass 
them from generation to generation. 

Jane Chiong of Newton finds this situation 
frightening. 

“People in Newton are very concerned that 
their kids get computer education but they may 
be lacking in cultural education,’’ explains 
Chiong, an Irish woman who grew up in New 
York City and married a Chinese/Filipino man. 
“Tt’s an event if you see a black person in 
Auburndale and many people don’t have a 
sense of that. If you raise kids in suburbia, they 
have the sense that that’s the way the world is 
and that can be dangerous. 

“This is the root of why we have problems to- 
day.” 

About five years ago, something happened 
that changed Chiong’s life and inspired 
“Culture Sharing,’’ an international 
arts/education program she developed to 
broaden cultural horizons in the suburbs. 

“Art is an incredibly passionate way to con- 
nect,”’ explains Chiong, who coordinates musi- 
cians and dancers to perform works from their 
cultures. ‘‘We do activities that integrate emo- 
tions so we feel closer. Art can be a common 
language. Words can mess up emotions.”’ 

The idea for ‘‘Culture Sharing”’ really began 
in 1979. After 30 years of repressive isolation, 
mainland China opened its doors to the world 
that year. Jane and her husband, Winston 
Chiong, went to visit his sisters and the other 
relatives he hadn’t seen or heard from for 
three decades, When they got there, some of 
their worst fears were confirmed. 

“To go into China then was painful — 
tragic,” recalls 36-year-old Jane Chiong during 
a recent interview in her spacious Newton 
home. ‘‘My sister-in-law had been in prison for 
five years because she was a doctor. That's 
what they did to the intellectuals and artists. 

“The arts and academics were totally 
destroyed,”’ adds Chiong, whose husband 
teaches economics at the University of 
Massachusetts. ‘To be a poor peasant was bet- 
ter than being educated. My other sister-in law 
was in that category and she did well. 

“T have all sorts of tragic stories,’ Chiong 
continues. ‘I know people who had their braids 
cut off and were made to eat them, people who 
had pianos smashed, people who were dragged 
to confessionals and forced to admit to things 
they never did. You’d go through gardens and 
see smashed pottery. 

“It was so hard for me to live in my luxury 
and to see his family living on one chicken a 
year.” 

Universities had been closed to the people 
during the cultural revolution and when that 
period ended, schools were flooded with ap- 


applications, Chiong’s two 19-year-old nieces were among the

more dangerous than the fact that I didn’t 
know their language is more widely spoken 
than English?” 


in preparation for the arrival of her nieces, 
Chiong had filled her home with Oriental art 
and other memorabilia. But she was beginning 
to have second thoughts. 


“The point of culture sharing that comes out 
of all that was that they had to understand who 
I was so we could live in harmony in our 
house,’’ Chiong explains. ‘As much as I want 
to accomodate others, we're not just supposed 
to sit back and understand all minorities. They 
should sit back and understand us too. 

“Since me and my nieces didn’t speak the 
same language, the art became a common 
language for us as I began to see it interpreted 
through their minds,”’ she adds. 

Chiong took her nieces to an Irish home in 
Auburndale, hoping to show them something 
about her roots. But that wasn’t enough. 

“There were pieces of me there that night, 
but not all of me,” she says. ‘‘I started thinking 
that there is a Jewish part of me, as I was rais- 
ed in New York among Jews and felt at home 
there.” 

The Irish night led to a Jewish night and an 
African night and eventually to the ‘Culture 
Sharing”’ program she coordinates at various 
schools in Newton, Needham and other 
suburbs. Two of her programs, ‘‘The Many Col- 
ors of Black,’’ and ‘‘Asia You/Asia Us’’ have 
been performed at the Newton Arts Center. As 
artistic director of the Newton Human Rights 
Commission, Chiong also coordinates ‘‘Culture 

ing’ performances in Newton for United 
Nations Day. 

The benefits she gains for her efforts are not 
financial. ‘‘It was the pleasure of connecting 
with pieces of myself — that was enough for 
me,’’ Chiong sa As I started to go around, 
I'd appreciate parts of who I was in others. I 
had taught at a poverty agency in Roxbury and 
Dorchester, so I felt close to black cultures. 
And being out here in the suburbs, I needed to 
connect with that piece 

‘“‘My house was so Asian and I was so over- 
whelmed with the Asian mind, so I was finding 
pieces of myself that had been lost."” 

Now, Chiong is looking to broaden her own 
business horizons. She hopes to produce more 
cultural shows and is working to establish a 
non-profit ‘‘Culture Sharing”’ orga’ 
ensure the program is continued at area 

hools. 

‘People’s attitude is, ‘Isn’t it nice to expose 
our children to 


this,’ but I think that’s wrong,’’ she emphasizes. ‘People should 
think it’s dangerous to raise kids in isolation.

Students study Acid Rain in ponds 


CHESTNUT HILL — While not 
experts on the topic, members of 
the seventh grade at Beaver 
Country Day School in Chestnut 
Hill studied the subject of Acid 
Rain in conjunction with a recent 
ecology field trip. The site of the 
trip, taken as a spin-off from a 
unit on pond ecology, was a pond 
owned by the Beaver Brook 
Association in Hollis, N.H. 

Activities carried out by the 
Beaver group required the 
students to conduct valid scien- 
tific tests under field conditions. 
Students collected samples of 
pond organisms and ran tests on 
the pond water. They tested the 
ph level of the water to determine 
the extent to which acid rain had 
affected this body of water. They 
also use the presence or absence 
of certain forms of animal life to 
measure to effect of acid rain on 
the overall ecology of this pond. 

Hammond Pond, with which 
most students at Beaver have 
become familiar through other 
science units, served as the point 
of comparison with the New

Hampshire pond. Since the 
students were also learning about 
changes which take place in pond 
ecology at the start of winter, the 


chance to run tests on and study a 
pond in a location other than in 
Brookline was of particular im- 
portance. 


Jewish education issues debated

NEWTON — A debate by the 
Bureau of Jewish Education of 
Greater Boston has called into 
question the viability of one of the 
Jewish community's most cen- 
tral and visible institutions — the 
synagogue-based school, which, 
for many Jews, has served as the 
reason for affiliating with a 
synagogue. 

The issue was give a 
community-wide forum in 
Newton last week when the BJE, 
which serves as the central 
educational and referral agency 
for more than 100 Jewish schools, 
hosted ‘‘A Debate for the 80s: 
Resolved that supplementary 
religious education be centraliz- 
ed into a community institution.” 


“This is a volatile topic for the 
Jewish community,’’ Rabbi 
Ronne Friedman, director of 
religious education at Temple 
Israel of Boston and program 
moderator, said in his introduc- 
tion, ‘‘but it’s necessary to ex- 
plore these tensions in our com- 
munity ... not in search of the 
answer, but rather of answers.”” 

Speaking for the affirmative 
was Rabbi Elliot S. Schoenberg, 
spiritual leader of Temple Aliyah 
in Needham. Schoenberg advised 
Jews to ask themselves: ‘‘What 
is best for our children and what 
is best for Jewish education?” 
even if the conclusion is not 
necessarily best for the 
synagogue qua institution. 


“These are separate questions 
and separate issues,’ he warned, 
adding that a consolidated- 


community approach to educa- 
tion would permit a larger stu- 
dent body, a larger pool of 
teachers from which to draw, 
more flexible and varied cur- 
ricular options and a stronger 
feeling of peer-group affinity. 


Acknowledging that the sup- 
plemental religious school is one 
of the strongest attractions in in- 
ducing Jewish families to af- 
filiate with synagogues, he asked 
rhetorically: ‘Is the synagogue 
to be only a holding company for 
its major subsidiary, the 
religious school? 


“Perhaps without the burden of 
religious education,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘the synagogue can soar 
to new heights and chart new 
courses and purposes heretofore 
unthinkable.” 


Speaking in opposition to com- 
munity schools was Rabbi Henry 
Zoob of Beth David in Westwood, 
He said that dismantling the cur- 
rent structure of after-school 
religious education could cause 
‘ta great deal to be lost in the pro- 
cess.” 


Once the synagogue is weaken- 
ed, Rabbi Zoob pointed out, ‘‘We 
would then destroy the central 
most important institution in

Judaism ... indispensable to the 
spiritual and moral survival of 
the Jewish people.”’ 

A three-member panel of 
educators commented on the 
presentations. Newton resident 
Dr. Michael Libenson, associate 
dean of Hebrew College of 
Brookline, said that although 
consolidated schools would allow 
communities to pool limited 
resources, ‘‘bigger is not 
necessarily better.’’ 


Pamela Beshansky, principal 
of the New Community Hebrew 
School serving Winthrop, 
Chelsea, Everett and Revere, 
said a non-synagogue-based 
school has problems involving 
parents and in satisfying 
disparate religious ideologies. 


Dr. Benjamin Chinitz of 


Newton, dean of the University of 
Lowell School of Management 
and BJE program chairman, 
said Jewish educational institu- 
tions should attempt to provide 
qualified full-time teachers, 
diversified programs, _ institu- 
tional commitment, and parental 
support, along with the creation 
of Jewish identity and a sense of 
affiliation. 


The open forum was the con- 
cluding event in the BJB’s nine- 
day-long Second Annual Festival 
of Jewish Education and was con- 
vened as a joint meeting of the 
BJE’s Board of Directors, Nor- 
man B. Cohen presiding, and the 
Combined Jewish Philan- 
thropies’ Jewish Education sub- 
committee, Dr. Bernard 
Aserkoff chairman.

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Finding history i in cook stoves 


By Margaret Nagle 


THORNDIKE, Maine (UPI) 
Beatrice Bryant is a collector of 
antiques, not polished old fur- 
niture or even shiny old cars, but 
rusting old cook stoves that she 
hoists out of basements or lugs 
down stairs. 

For 17 years she has been 
laboring over her hobby and now 
has more than 300 restored anti- 
que stoves in her shop and 
museum and untold thousands 
more squirreled away in barns or 
piled in the pastures of her 100- 
acre family farm. 

Around Maine Bryant is known 
as the stove woman. Around the 
house, however, husband Joe has 
another name for her: 
“Stoveaholic.” 

Why old fashioned cook stoves? 

“Every stove has its story,” 
said Bryant, the first president of 
the national Antique Stove 
Association Club. 

“A lot of people consider them 
junk but I don’t. You just have to 
clean them up, take the rust off. 
People should appreciate the art- 
work in cast iron like they doina 
piece of furniture. Some of the 
prettiest stoves were made from 
1810 to 1880." 

Bryant speaks with both exper- 
tise and love about her hobby. 

“They're ornate and there’s 
artwork in them,” she says. “It 
would take one man many mon- 
ths to carve a pattern for the 
designs. They used flowers, 
faces. The older stoves are more 
ornate because the foundries 
competed to build the prettiest 
stoves. People say airtight stoves 
of today are new but they made 
them back in 1810.” 

The quality of the artwork is so 
high that some people just buy a 
door or part of a stove for decora- 
tion, Bryant said. The stoves also 
are becoming an investment. 

A stove in Sears Roebuck 
catalog that once went for $14.95, 
today would sell for at least 
$2,500, Bryant said. 

Bryant started her collection in 
1968 with 25 antique models. The 
museum came 10 years later. It 
wasn’t long before she started 
collecting parts for stoves — and 
more stoves. Today she has one 
of the most extensive inventories 


Low interest

Qualified, first-time 
Massachusetts homebuyers may 
now apply for $22 million in 11.75 
percent home mortgage loans, 
the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency (MHFA) recent- 
ly announced.

of used and new cook stove parts 
in the nation. 

“You'll go a long way before 
you find this kind of stock, but my 
husband doesn’t think that’s fun- 
ny,’’ said Bryant. “I have legs 
hanging all over the place.” 

Such an extensive inventory 
doesn’t come by chance. 

It took Bryant years, and a lot 
of muscle, to travel the coun- 
tryside with her husband collec- 
ting old stoves to restore and use 
for parts. On her last trip to 
Massachusetts, she returned 
with 40 tons of ‘‘stuff.”” 

“We've had some ex- 
periences,’’ said Bryant, 
reminiscing about hoisting 350- 
pound stoves from cellars or 
hauling them down four flights of 
stairs.

“We go out and buy together,” 
Bryant said. ‘‘We’ll go into a 
place and find 14 cook stoves and 
all he can see is the work. I see 
them all polished sitting on the 
floor in someone's house.” 

The key to Bryant’s business, 
and what makes her sought after 
by cook stove lovers from as far 
away as California, is her refined 
restoration process. 

Each old stove is taken apart 
and sandblasted to remove sur- 
face rust. Seams are securely 
cemented, the stove reassembl- 
ed, and then painted at least 
three times. As many as four an- 
tique cook stoves can be 
rehabilitated in a day. 

“They're just as practical as

NEWTON It’s been a 
tough year for the Newton South 
boys’ basketball team, but for 32 
brief minutes on Tuesday, the 
Lions looked like the club that 
dominated the Dual County 
League for the past three 
seasons, blasting Weston, 82-58.

Tax deductions 


ITHACA, N.Y. (UPI) — Volunteers 
who donate their skills and time for com- 
munity work can claim some tax deduc- 
tions on their 1984 Income Tax return, 
says Jeanne M. Hogarth, consumer 
economist for Cornell University 
Cooperative Extension. 

Out-of-pocket expenses such as 
gasoline or mileage for vehicles used to 
travel, tolls, parking fees, subway 
tokens, meals and lodging expenses are 
tax deductible. 

“To claim these tax deductions for 
volunteering work, it’s important to save 
receipts and keep a diary or log of ex- 
penses,” says Hogarth. “If you don’t 
have receipts for such expenses as 
gasoline, the Internal Revenue Service 
will accept diaries and logs as records of 
your volunteer-related expenses,” adds 
Hogarth. 

For further information on volunteer 
tax deductions, obtain a copy of IRS 
publication 17, called ‘‘Your Federal In- 
come Tax’’, Hogarth said. 


Lower energy bills 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Nobody 
wants to waste money on energy bills, 
and yet few people know how to cut utili- 
ty consumption. 

With this problem in mind, the United 
States Office of Consumer Affairs and 
the Department of Energy, assisted by 
the Union Oil Corporation, has published 
a booklet listing dozens of energy-saving 
tips. 

“Your Keys to Energy Efficiency,” 
available free, tells how to cut utility 
bills and protect oneself from health 
hazards associated with extreme cold 
and heat. 


The booklet notes that 70 percent of 
residential energy costs come from 
heating and cooling. Some suggestions to 
increase efficiency: 


—Stop air leaks. These can account for » 


a third of energy loss. Caulk and 
weatherstrip doors and windows, close 
insulated drapes at night and ‘install 
storm windows. 

—Insulate the house thoroughly. 

—Install a ceiling fan. Circulating air 
helps heating and cooling. 

—Set the thermostat at 65F in winter 
and 78F in summer. 

—Lower temperature on hot water 
heater from 140F to 120F, and wrap the 
unit with fiberglass insulation. 

—Restrict the use of dishwasher, 
washer-dryer and other major ap- 
pliances. Try to run them during “off 
peak’’ morning or late night hours.

South African train 
rivals the Orient Express

CAPE TOWN (UPI) — Near the end of 
its 1,000-mile journey from Pretoria to 
Cape Town, South Africa’s luxurious 
Blue Train drops from the sweeping 
brown plains of the Karoo desert into the 
scenic splendor of the Western Cape 
vineyards. 

Beyond its big gold-tinted windows, 
the mountain slopes are awash in pink 
dawn sunlight and green vineyards 
carpet the valley floor. Stewards drop 
freshly polished shoes in special cub- 
byholes for each compartment and 
deliver fresh tea and coffee along the 
carpeted corridor. 

Gliding into the beautiful Hex River 
Valley, the train moves so smoothly that 
no ripple disturbs the surface of coffee 
poured from solid silver pots into gold- 
rimmed china cups. 

In sharp contrast to the air- 
conditioned cool of the silent train, the 
tiny galley grows steamy as chef Joey 
Williams prepares breakfast for 100-odd 
passengers. Creamy hot porridge, 
spicey kidneys on toast, bacon, eggs, 
Karoo lamb chops and sausage flow 
from the kitchen to tables set with silver 
and crisp white linen alongside the 
windows. 

“This train is the eighth wonder of the 
world,” a woman remarks in a broad 
Scots accent. 

“T heard about this train before I left 
home,” an American agrees, “and it 
beats everything I was told." 

South Africa’s apartheid laws, which 
require the strict separation of the 
races, do not apply on the train. Its fares 
— $240 upward for a 25-hour one-way trip 
— are within the reach of average South 
African blacks if they save up for it 

But passengers are generally wealthy 
and white, and most are foreigners, % 

Built in 1972 at a cost of more than $5 
million, the Blue Train — actually two 
trains criss-crossing between Pretoria 
and Cape Town for nine months a year 
is the pride of the South African 
Transport Services rail network 

“We like to believe that the Blue Train 
is one of the outstanding tourist attrac- 
tions in South Africa,” said railways 
travel director Hendrik Conradie 

From comments by American, 
Australian, Japanese and British 
passengers in the wood-paneled cocktail 


lounge, it seemed he was right. Most had 
heard about the train years before and 
reserved a berth at least six months 
ahead. 

Mounted on air-cushioned axles that 


eliminate the familiar clicketty-clack of ' 


train travel, the 16 blue, white and gold 
coaches comprise what Conradie called 
“a moving five-star hotel.” 

The simplest compartment has slight- 
ly reclining linen-covered seats, a hand 
basin with taps for hot, cold and iced 
water, a small closet, overhead and 
reading lights and electronic blinds bet- 
ween the double window panes. 

Compartment temperature is in- 
dividually adjustable. A sound system 
offers three radio channels and a fourth 
with recorded music. The control panel 
includes a service bell to summon the 
steward assigned to each coach. 

Compartments in the next class up 
hold two easy chairs and a private 
shower and toilet, while the ‘'B class" 
accommodation offers a private bath as 
well. The train’s one suite, reserved until 
three months before departure in case 
South Africa’s president should require 
it, has a separate bedroom, a lounge and 
full bathroom — at $810 one-way for a 


couple. 
“There is no VIP service on this 
train,’ said train manager Willie van 


Wyk, even for passengers who have in- 
cluded an Arab prince, government 
heads, top businessmen and even rock 
stars like Elton John, 

“Everyone is equally important, and 
there really is nothing we could offer a 
star that we do not already give to every 
other passenger.’ 

The train carries an extensive selec- 
tion of South African and imported 
wines, The food is best described as 
hearty South African 

“I try to make the food specially South 
African,” said Williams. ‘I make up my 
own menus and order fresh supplies in 
Cape Town and Pretoria." 

Crayfish is his most popular dish, but 
Williams adds Malay curries, local fish 
dishes including the renowned 
“kingklip" and traditional beef and mut- 
ton roasts and casseroles. Everything is 


prepared from scratch in the narrow 
galley 

Like all the passengers, Dr. George 
Rosemond, of Malvern, Philadelphia, 


had only praise for the train

Lacey Estate may be condos

OAK HILL Another exclusive con- 
dominium development project has been 
proposed for the city’s south side 

Developer Jack Antaramian early last 
week unveiled his plan to build up to 78 
$500,000 condominium units on the former 
Lacey Estate near the corner of Nahapton 
and Winchester streets 


Antaramian bought the landmark estate 
last year for a reported $2.3 million and is 
readying petitions asking the Board of 
Aldermen for permission to develop luxury 
condominiums, in the $400,000 to $500,000 
range, on the former estate. A public hearing 
will be held later this spring prior to a final 
decision by the board 

The estate sits on one slope of a small 
valley, with the 109-unit Nahanton Woods 
condominium project facing it on the other 
side of Nahanton Street 

Construction, pending board approval, 
would start this summer and could take up to 
two years to complete, according to Antara 
mian’s aides. 


Approximately 20 neighborhood residents 
got their first glimpse of the proposal last 
week as Antaramian attorney Howard 
Levine and architect Frank DeMilla outlined 
the plan at an ‘informational’ meeting at ci- 
ty hall 

Tentative plans for the 30-acre site include 
conversion of the former mansion into a club 
house and recreation center, construction of 
a terrace, swimming pool and tennis courts 
and development of 77 two- and three- 
bedroom condominium townhouses. An ex- 
isting house on the property will become the 
78th unit 

DeMilla said the proposal was the product 
of extensive consultation between Antara- 
mian and the city Planning Department and 
reflected the concerns of the city and 
residents over the conservation and preser- 
vation of the large open spaces that 
dominate the Nahanton Street site 

Accordingly, the site plan features 
clusters of two-story townhouses with at 
tached garages, located at the end of a series

Teacher pact 
is lambasted

Municipal labor union leaders and rank-and-file 


members are enraged at the School Committee for agreeing to in- 
crease the salaries of teachers beyond the wage hikes accepted by 


non-school city employees. 


In interviews conducted early 
this week, bitter municipal union 
members blasted the committee 
for ‘caving in’ to the educators’ 
“elitist’’ demands. 

Monday night, the School Com- 
mittee accepted teachers’ 
ratification of a new two-year 
pact that features a 6 percent, 
first-year pay increase and a 7 
percent second-year hike. 


Meanwhile, six of the city’s 
nine municipal unions have 
already agreed to two-year pacts 
that include annual wage in- 
creases of 5 percent and a one- 
time, 1 percent bonus that 
depends on the amount of state 
aid received by the city — leay- 
ing their salaries, at best, 2 per- 
cent behind the raises won by 
teachers. 

“It's a tradition in Newton that 
the teachers get more than the 
municipal employees. It’s a 
foregone conclusion ... I don't 
blame the mayor or the bargain- 
ing teams. I think the School

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Some aldermen balk 
at moratorium pitch

NEWTON CENTRE — Supporters of a plan calling for a two-year 
moratorium on new construction in the city struck out last week in 
their first atternpt to win aldermanic support for their initiative 

The action came at an informal meeting of the Newton Centre 
Neighborhood Association (NCNA), backers of the plan, NCNA 
President Tom Paulini presented the proposal to a group of residents 
that included three aldermen 

The presentation, featuring remarks by an assistant city solicitor 
from Woburn, where a moratorium has won approval, got a warm 
reception from a partisan crowd of 30 residents. However, when it 
came time for Aldermen Rodney Barker, James Regan and Verne 
Vance to speak, the plan received a less han-enthusiastic response 
Although all three expressed empathy with the group's position, all 
three refused to endorse the plan 

If their response was any indication, the coalition of groups backing 
the measure could face an uphill fight in their efforts to secure the ap- 
proval of the Board of Aldermen 

NCNA filed a petition with the board in January asking them to 
place a two-year ban on business, industrial and multi-family 
residential development in the city. They have called for major revi-

Schur commented that women who 
have come to her with their legal and 
economic problems have been ‘“‘surpris- 
ed” to find someone so understanding and 
sympathetic in a position to do something 
to help them.

Schur’s version of the women in the 
“peace and quiet" of the post-speaker- 
fight House of Representatives depicts a 
coalition of strong advocates who are 
largely unhindered, in their work, by any 
political “‘agenda."’ Unlike many of the 





them, not into their plans for a political

“I'm guided by doing the best job I can 
at what I'm doing,” she said. ‘‘Women 
tend to do it that way. If I weren't, I pro- 
bably wouldn’t be working on some of the 
things I am, things that don't add to my 
political base.” 

Given that they are, for the most part, 
issue-oriented, the women on the Hill are 
a force to be reckoned with in a system 
that is still largely dependent on 
patronage. 

“We're tough,”’ was Schur’s unqualified 
opinion of the women’s coalition in the 
House, which, given the diversity of its 
members, she considers ‘‘remarkable.”’ 
“We're straight-forward and no- 
nonsense. We're not shy, little kittens or 
we wouldn’t be here.”” 

Most of the women in the House, ac- 
cording to Schur, enjoyed a certain level 
of political maturity when they showed up 
as freshmen. Many were around the age 
of 40, and most already had about a 
decade of government experience. When 
they get to Beacon Hill, she added, they 
get right to work. ‘Men don’t have to pro- 
ve anything,"’ she said. ‘Women still do.”’ 












lawmaker with the task of raising two 
young daughters, Schur commented, ‘‘It’s 
no different for me, in a practical situa- 
tion, from any woman who has to juggle.”” 


She ripped a piece of yellow note paper 
off a pad on her desk and displayed it. In 
the upper left corner, it said, ‘I am work- 
ing woman. I take care of a home. I hold 
down a job.”’ In the lower right corner, a 
small line drawing of a woman, arms full

She credited heip from her kids’ father 
for making her situation considerably 
easier, along with a realignment of her 
own lifestyle. ‘‘I learned to set priorities 
and limits. I minimize my activities on 
weekends and evenings when I have the 
kids.

If there’s something to do, I’ve got 
to be there. Then, I put ‘mother’ first.’’

listing was Garden City Homes, 
of which Board of Aldermen 
President Carol Ann Shea is a 
principal member. Jaffe ques- 
tions why Shea has not reported 
the ‘blatantly illegal building.” 
Shea acknowledges her agency 
was handling the house’s listing 


of the Park Avenue home applied 
for a variance to turn the car- 
riage house into a dwelling about 
12 years ago, but the request was 
turned down because not enough 
property existed to justify the 
presence of two homes. 

The owner converted the car-

“a single family home,” but 
she ‘‘generally”’ does not in- 
spect every home her agency 
handles for zoning or building 
code violations. She will com- 
ment no further on the Park 
Avenue case. 

No buyers were found and the 
home was withdrawn from the 
market in December, Jaffe says. 








Washington Street 


The second alleged violation 
uncovered by Jaffe involves a 
home zoned for two-family use on 
Washington Street. 

Jaffe says the home, which was 
rumored to once have 19 people 
living in it, does not have proper 
fire exits. 

The property reached the real 
estate market last spring, but 
was offered as ‘‘a pocket listing” 
for cash buyers only because “‘it 
is so blatantly illegal’ that it 
could not be openly advertised 
and no mortgage could be obtain- 
ed, according to Jaffe. 

A cash buyer was found in 
September and the property, 
which contains five separate 
dwelling units, was purchased for 
$269,000, she says. 

Assessing records list the home 
as ‘‘a commercial property” that 
had been turned over to the 
building department for action. 
Again, none was taken, ac- 


cording to Jaffe. 

“This property is an excellent 
example of health codes being ig- 
nored. People’s lives are in 
danger because of this,’’ she 
claims. 


Franklin Street 


This property contains a main 
home built in Victorian style and 
a carriage house in the rear. The 
main house features two in-law 
apartments on the third floor. 

The current advertised sales 
price for this property stands at 
$525,000. 

The main house has three kit- 
chens. The property is zoned for 
single family use only. 

Again, Jaffe claims that 
assessors have told building 
department officials of the 
home’s existence, but nothing 
has been done to force the owners 
to conform to city law. 


Slum City 


There are many more ex- 
amples, she says, like the house 
with two or three unrelated peo- 
ple living in each bedroom, the 
physician’s home that also 
houses six or more single people 
and the illegal in-law apartments 
throughout Nonantum. 

Jaffe says she understands the 
need of some homeowners here to

Residents’ complaints indicate 
that violations of the city’s 
home/office ordinance, which 
limits the number of patients or 
customers that can be on the 
premises at any one time, may be 
occurring in homes on Hammond 
Street, Eliot Memorial Road, 
Hobart Terrace and others. 

Vance said he verified those 
concerns by simply flipping 
through the city’s Yellow Pages, 
where he found “a staggering 
amount”’ of home/offices, some 
of which may not have the special 
permits needed for partial 
business use.

Seeking funding for phone outage 


NEWTON The city is seeking financial reimbursement or 
credit from the New England Telephone Company (NETCO) for 
emergency costs incurred when a computer glitch disrupted 
phones city-wide on Feb. 6. 

_ But, a top NETCO official called the chances of the city receiv- 
ing such compensation “highly unlikely.” 

The mechanical foul-up, which coincided with the season’s first 
snowstorm, left 46,000 customers without reliable phone service 
for most of the day and forced Mayor Theodore D. Mann to in- 
stitute emergency measures throughout the city 

Mann called the unanticipated expenses created by the problem, 
including overtime, equipment and support costs, ‘‘a relatively 
modest sum,” and estimated it would amount to ‘$10,000 to $15,000 
maximum.” 

The state-of-the-art telephone equipment was installed earlier 
this year to replace an outdated system that had served customers 
here for 50 years. 

The phone problem forced Mann to place city workers on “level 
one’’ emergency status under the city’s Comprehensive Emergen- 
cy Reponse Plan. Over 50 city vehicles, including all available 
police cruisers, were put on the streets throughout the day to in- 
form residents of the problem and the location of emergency police 
call boxes. 








School Comm. pay hike hits block 


NEWTON Ward 7 Alder- 
man Verne Vance’s proposal 
to pay School Committee 
members up to $6,000 in salary 
and benefits ran into another 
roadblock last week as op- 
ponents of the plan moved to 
derail the package. 

The proposal already receiv- 
ed a less than hearty endorse- 
ment before the aldermanic 
Finance Committee, passing 
on a 3-1-1 vote. It failed to get 
an endorsement from the 
Legislation and Rules Com- 
mittee, which Vance chairs. 

When it came out on the 
floor of the full board last 
week, Ward 2 Alderman 
Richard Bullwinkle gave early 
notice he would not allow a 
final vote on the measure. 

Bullwinkle chartered the 
measure, thereby delaying 
consideration for at least two 
weeks, but not before engag- 
ing in a lively debate over the 
merits of the proposal. 

Ward 6 Alderman James 
Regan presented a challenge 
of a different sort. He called on 
his counterparts to give up

their salary rather than agree 
to pay the School Committee. 

Citing his belief in equal 
treatment for the two bodies, 
Regan said the $72,000 in 
salaries paid to aldermen 
should go to programs for the 
elderly, youth services and 
alcohol and drug prevention. 
“We're elected to help people, 
this is one way to doit.” 





Reaction to Purity Supreme differs 

NEWTON CENTRE — A proposal by Purity Supreme to build a 
supermarket at the Four Corners, the intersection of Walnut and 
Beacon streets, is threatening to divide area neighborhoods over 
the need for a new market there. 

When the A & P supermarket, located at the same intersection, 
closed its doors a few years ago, many residents from the nearby 
Highlands and Newton Centre communities mourned the loss of 
the neighborhood foodstore. 

But with increasing resident concerns over commercial expan- 
sion and development, some are now questioning the impact the 
proposal vould have on traffic and are worried about overdevelop- 
ment of the landmark intersection. 

The Bunriington-based supermarket chain has proposed an 
18,000-square-foot store at the corner of Beacon and Walnut streets 
and have applied to the Board of Aldermen for a zone change for 
the site. 

The development is contingent upon rezoning because 51,000 
square feet of the parcel is currently unzoned. Sale of that land, 
owned by the non-profit Newton Cemetary, is contingent upon 
board approval of the zone change. Purity already owns the 32,000 
square foot corner lot the site that includes a gas station and a car- 
radio storefront. 

The proposal is expected to taken up by the Board of Aldermen 
at a March public hearing. 


Emergency program for missing kids 


NEWTON — Parents worried about whether or not their elemen- 
tary school children actually arrive at school after leaving the 
house will have their fears alleviated somewhat by a new 
emergency program scheduled by the end of next month. 

Director of Elementary Education Melvin Hines told School 
Committee members and parents Monday night that a multi- 
faceted program to determine the whereabouts of school children 
as well as educating them on the dangers of being alone should be 
in place by March 31. 

The program will rely mainly on voice-activated answering 
machines, which parents may use at any time to inform schools 
that their children will be absent.

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Nicaraguan ‘vacation’ 


Sojourn proves enlightening

AUBURNDALE Hearing 
Nicaraguan campesinos shout 


revolutionary refrains was one of 
the many experiences which led 
an Auburndale resident to ques- 
tion U.S. involvement Central 
America. 

“T had just gotten to the farm 
where they lay the coffee beans 
in the sun to dry when they all 
came trudging in after a full day 
of work,’’ explained Douglas 
Stuart, who just returned from a 
three-week sojourn in the troubl- 
ed Central American country 
“Someone would scream, 
‘Everyone who doesn’t jump is a 
contra’ and then everyone would 
start jumping up and down and 
shouting other things like ‘We 
want peace’ and ‘If Christ were 
here, he'd be picking coffee.'”’ 

Stuart was one of 60 Boston- 
area residents who traveled to 
Nicaragua with the Cambridge- 
based Central American Solidari- 
ty Association (CASA), to help 
pick a neglected coffee harvest 
and gain a more intimate 
understanding of the native peo- 
ple. 

His efforts to judge for himself 
just what was going on behind the 
tangled net of complex news 
reports and government 
statements concerning the action 
of U.S.-backed counterrevolu- 
tionaries led to some unexpected 
and enlightening discoveries. 

“Every Friday night at 11 
p.m., buses dumped hundreds of 
people from the ministry of com- 
munication (government 
workers) to help with the harvest 
the next day. But it isn’t the 
leaders who start shouting these 
refrains, it is the workers," 
Stuart says emphatically. ‘They 
are made to feel like it is their 
revolution.” 

His experience in the country 
last month also offered Stuart a 
rare glimpse of government at- 
titudes at work. ‘'I missed ( Presi- 
dent Ronald) Reagan’s inaugura- 
tion, but got to see that of Daniel 
Ortega (the Sandinista leader),”’ 
he said, ‘‘There were soldiers, 
ambassadors from other coun- 
tries, and at least a million peo- 
ple gathered there. It was like a 
big party, given for all of the peo- 
ple. They welcomed us and asked 
us what we thought of their coun- 
try. I got the feeling that they 
want our support.”’ 

The initiation of this 40-year- 
old carpenter to Nicaragua via 
the campesinos was not all glory, 
however. Living with the 
peasants of the small town of El 
Crucero, about 12 miles from 























Managua, revealed the dif- 
ficulties with which workers 
under past and present leaders 


must still grapple, he said. 

“They get up at 5 a.m. and 
work from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. six 
days a week,” Stuart explained 
Every morning the American 
helpers rose with the sun and the 
peasants to a breakfast of rice 
and beans, an hour of rinsing out 
clothes in a pool of community 
water and then 12 hours of climb- 
ing hilly ravines so steep the 
trunks of banana trees were 
needed to hoist their bodies up to 
where the coffee grew. 

The steady monotony of pluck- 
ing and dumping up to 60 pounds 
of beans into baskets wrapped 
around their w s just one 
of the aspects of country life 
Stuart found challenging. 

“It is hot and very dusty. The 
campesinos are very poor," he 
said. “It’s a tough existence. 
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Everyone works. The kids start 
working when they are about 
nine or 10. Each peasant has 
about one set of clothing, usually 
hand-me-downs. The children 
have no shoes and so get sores on 
their feet. They live with 
chickens, cockroaches and scor- 
pions. We also had to watch out 
for poisonous caterpillars while 
picking coffee.” 

Although Stuart explains that 
such conditions reflect the 
aspects of a revolution some 
natives say is not moving and 
changing things fast enough, he 
stresses that things do not appear 
any worse than they ever were. 

“Under (former dictator 
Anastasio) Somoz: time, the 
campesinos stayed in these small 
shacks which looked like tobacco 
barns. There are small cubicles 
only about four feet wide and 
three feet high, stacked five high 
on top of each other. The 
peasants would have to crawl in- 
side to sleep. Right now, the 
elders are staying there.”’ 

The “elders” are a group of 
American senior citizens who 
came from California to ex- 
perience and better understand 
the life. ‘The median age of that 
group is 75,’’ Stuart said, ‘‘and 
some of them were in 
hairs."* 

Towards the end of the 
Americans’ stay, Ortega, govern- 
ment ministers and a few of the 
country’s major poets took the 
visitors to a conference where 
farmers complained that contra 
activity had killed their children 
and destroyed their farms. Under 
the country’s system, Stuart ex- 
plained, peasants are given land, 
but must give it back to the 
government if they cannot make 
it produce. 

“Ortega asked us, ‘Isn't it 
ironic what Ronald Reagan is do- 
ing to capitalism in our coun- 
try?’” Stuart said. “I feel like 
they (the Sandinistas) are doing 
some good for the country. 
Literacy has risen from 12 to 80 
percent. There have been im- 
provements in health care. 

“T don’t really see the threat of 
the Sandinistas,’’ Stuart con- 
tinued. ‘‘They love North 
Americans, the border is open to 
visitors. I think they would rather 
have our support than that of the 
Soviet Union. I feel more strongly 
than ever before about this. It 
becomes more real when you see 
the people and the faces attached 
to the bodies. I had never an- 
ticipated this reaction from the 
people.”” 

One of the hardest parts of 
Stuart's trip, in fact, was return- 
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“It was a culture shock coming 
back," he says, his eyes wander- 
ing down to the diningroom table 
of his modest Auburndale 
residence. As two of his three 
children run giggling through the 
room, the quiet bearded 
carpenter digs fiercely at a 
splinter which is wedged in a 
callused finger. Sounds come 
from the kitchen where his wife is 
watching a third child and cook- 
ing dinner. Steamy hickory 
smells rise from a woodstove in 
the corner and permeate the 
room 

Although Stuart has traded the 
harvesting of coffee beans for his 
regular carpentry trade, he is 
sharing his lessons with church 
groups, neighbors and anyone 
who will listen, 

“A lot of people are concern- 
ed," he “When they hear 
about a Marxist government they 
are really afraid, They think it is 
a totalitarian government. It’s 
not.” 

The screeching of Stuart's 
children gets louder and an 
American dinner, probably not 
rice and beans, is about to be 
served on the table. But when 
Stuart lifts himself up from his 
chair, it seems he is still a million 
miles away, entrenched in an ex- 
perience which will linger for a 
long time in his memory. 

“The whole experience was in- 
tense politically, culturally 
and physically,’’ he admits. ‘‘But 
I would recommend it to 
anyone."

Increase security 
in our schools 


Newton residents were shocked last 
week to learn of the $750,000 trashing of 
Salem High School by a small group of 
allegedly drunken students. Accompany- 
ing the shock and disbelief, for many 
residents, was the feeling that “It can’t 
happen here.”’ 

Vandalism, however, is a way of life for 
some teenagers. 

What percentage of the water fountains 
at Newton North are in working order? 

A recent tour of the school showed two in 
twelve to be in working order. 

How many of the rest rooms have more 
than one mirror in them, the others having 
been broken over and over again until they 
were no longer replaced? How many of the 
toilets have doors or seats? 

How many of the pay phones at North 
are functioning? Why have so many been 
trashed to extinction? 

What is it? Is it the same rage that at- 
tacked some of the parents of these kids, a 
couple of decades ago, when a changing 
world, a changing mind and a changing 
body drove them to momentary distrac- 
tion? Is this sort of rampage some kind of 
tribal ritual? 

Examples of it are all over the city. The 
Murray Road School looked like a refugee 
from the Dresden firestorm before it was 
finally torn down to make way for housing. 

Warren Junior High has been ravaged in 
the past. Claflin has been violated. 
Meadowbrook fell victim to three kids 
several years ago, with a bit of arson 
allegedly thrown in. That matter has yet to 
be resolved in the courts. 

As for the incident in Salem’s being a 
precedent-breaker, one police official 
there was heard to comment that the 
devastation was the worst he had seen in 
two decades. Makes you wonder what hap- 
pened in Salem more than 20 years ago. 

While there is much evidence to suggest 
that recent vandalism is in line with what 
has been happening for a long, long time, 
there are some elements of the problem 
that have changed. 

For one thing, the price tag for this ritual 
is going up all the time. If a couple of 
frustrated students in Elmira, New York, 
in 1959, had decided to vent their spleens 
by blowing the local high school to 
smithereens, the total damage would not 
have exceeded $200,000. Schools, in those 
days, were filled with pencils, papers and 
books. 

Now, schools are filled with expensive 
computer, audio-visual and other 
sophisticated electronic equipment. Now, 
the damages from one of these blitzkriegs 
can amount to $750,000, and the building 
can stand almost without a scratch. 

Given the ritual nature of these ram- 
pages, the growing power of peer pressure 
and the rapidly mounting net worth of our 
school facilities, prevention would seem to 
be the key to avoiding the first step in these 
chain reactions that get out of hand so 
quickly. 
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It seems a good time to beginning in- 
creasing security in the schools, expecially 
while they are closed. Counsel the kids. 
Encourage independent thought and con- 
fidence. Poke holes in peer pressure. Fight 
alcohol and drug abuse. And increase 
security. 
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Yea to moratorium | —

I would like to familiarize and inform the 
citizens of Newton of an issue that was in- 
itiated by the Newton Centre Neighborhood 
Association in cooperation with many other 
neighborhood groups, aldermen and 
private citizens throughout the city. 

The issue is the proposal for a 24-month 
moratorium on building and construction of 
business and industrial developments and 
multi-family dwellings in excess of two 
families (excepting housing projects under 
the city’s housing authority or other hous- 
ing projects financed in whole or in part by 
state or federal subsidy programs). 

There are a number of specific and vital 
reasons why this moratorium effort was 
undertaken. 

First, the commercial encroachment 
that is adversely affecting our villages and 
neighborhoods is at a point now that is in- 
tolerable. The severe parking and traffic 
problems that are a result of over commer- 
cialization in our villages must be dealt 
with now! 

In many cases, this city has permitted 
and given its stamp of approval on new 
businesses and developments without re- 
quiring the developer to conform with ex- 
isting zoning laws and parking re- 
quirments. A perfect example of this pop- 
ped up recently in Newton Centre and more 
have been proposed for Four Corners, 
Newton Corner and the Needham Street 
corridor. 

Through this moratorium, we are calling 
for a complete revision of the city’s zoning 
ordinances. They have not been revised 
substantially since 1951; and I’m sure most 
people will agree that the city has certainly 
undergone some radical revisions in 35 
years. 

There have been many special permits 
granted, some zoning changes, permissive 
uses and spot zoning, but the fact is that 
Newton, and more especially the Board of 
Aldermen, cannot continue to deal with and 
encourage development in this manner. 

We ask this city to draft a ‘‘master plan” 
of what its future intentions are concerning 
business development, housing and preser- 
vation of the village concept. A city of this 
size absolutely must have a comprehensive 
and complete course of action towards 
commercial development which includes 
the repercussions it might have in the city’s 
neighborhoods. 

It is also imperative that the Board of 
Aldermen abide by these revised or- 
dinances and be uniformly and wholly con- 
sistent in their decisions. Future develop- 
ment in this city must conform with these 
up-dated zoning revisions and be not only 
compatible with the particular village or 
neighborhood where it is proposed, but 
also, to a certain degree, endorsed by its 
residents. 

There must be a liason created between 
the Board of Aldermen, the Mayor, the 
Planning Department and the 
neighborhoods to deal with these concerns. 
Neighborhood representatives must be 
given an opportunity to have input inio the 
final decision-making process. 

They do this by hiring ex-aldermen, ex- 
city solicitors or ex-city officials to repre- 
sent them. The so-called political experts 
are masters of the ‘‘ins’’ and ‘‘outs”’ of City 
Hall. They are very successful in getting 
exactly what their clients ask for, very 
often, regardless of the neighborhood con- 
cerns. They are like ‘thired guns” and they 
fire away at the board to such an extent 
that it is very difficult for many board 
members to ever say, ‘‘No!”’ 

Let's just sit back and look at what kind 
of city we are not only creating, but, more 
importantly, what kind of city we are 
destroying. 

The quality of life that has existed in 
Newton's villages and neighborhoods is 
certainly worth preserving and protecting, 
at all costs. It’s time we show this ad- 
ministration and Board of Aldermen some 
new kinds of pressure — not the kind of 
developmental pressure they’ve been used 
to from within City Hall and from the 
millionaire developers, but pressure from 
their constituency, pressure from us: ‘We, 
the people. 

In conclusion, I strongly urge each and 
every citizen in the city to help us in sup- 
porting this moratorium by signing our 
petition and more importantly by joining us 
at a public hearing on this proposal on 
Tuesday, March 5, 1985, at 7:45 p.m. in the 
aldermanic chambers at City Hall. 

Let's make it ‘standing room only."’

Of course, ‘‘delay’ carries its own 
negative connotation. We are told that any 
delay will interrupt the requisite march of 
commercial development and destroy the 
city’s economic wherewithal. To propose 
delay is, therefore, obstructionist. 

To operate the city in the way we have 
come to know and love requires large sums 
of money. The city fathers (and mothers) 
live with the inherited notion of property 
tax support as the near-exclusive supply of 
such operating monies. Development of 
commercial properties, paying, as they do, 
half again as much tax as their residential 
counterparts, promises an increased city 
coffer. Without such development, controll- 
ed or not, the budget will be at risk, ser- 
vices will be limited, the quality of life in 
the Garden City will decline ... perhaps 
even fade away. “ 

The threat to residential homeowners in 
the abscence of commercial development 
and its consequent fat dollar input is im- 
plied in a recent article in the local press. 

““.. according to basic laws of 
economics, if demand for developable land 
remains constant in Newton, and a cap is 
put on the supply of that land to developers, 
real estate prices must go up, (Chief 
Assessor Robert) Palmer reasons. And, 
since the city’s tax base would not increase 
under a development moratorium, proper- 
ty assessments would have to go up more 
than they would otherwise, Palmer adds. ”’ 

This statement seems to say that if 
anything is allowed to stand in the way of 
commercial development, the residential 
property taxes will have to be increased to 
meet the city’s budget. Such reasoning is 
not merely fallacious, it supports an il- 
legality. 

The proposed moratorium, as phrased, 
suggests a two year hiatus in development. 
But there is an important rider to this time 
constraint, namely the statement that it 
will either be for two years oruntil sensible 
rezoning ordinances are developed that will 
ensure that commercial development con- 
tinues to be secondary to, and in line with, 
neighborhood needs. 

The argument is profoundly people- 
oriented and citizen-directed. it says that a 
city able to operate with a full bank account 
without attending to the people who live in 
the city — who are the city — is a 
wasteland. 

The Newton Village Study, long proposed 
and still not out for bid, suggests that a 
valuable collection of relevant data will 
substantially contribute to such 
developmental concerns. I have no idea 
why it has taken so long to get the study go- 
ing. It would seem that those who resist a 
moratorium might usefully devote some 
energy to expediting this project, for if it 
were quickly put in place and quickly con- 
cluded — and its completion time is entire- 
ly under the control of city authorities — it 
would contribute to a greatly shortened 
resolution of our mutual concerns. 

In the past, as in the case of the ‘‘blue rib- 
bon” library study commission which is 
considering the best place, best style, best 
cost and best endowment for a new central 
library, studies have dragged out un- 
necessarily. The study itself has become 
the issue, not its results. 

Finally, as to the seemingly inescapable 
question of what we shall do when faced 
with an “either/or” situation — i.e., either 
we allow commercial development on an 
only sketchily controlled basis or we limit 
the city’s resources and services — we can 
not sensibly abandon energetic and 
creative pursuit of alternatives just 
pecause we can’t imagine what they might 

e. 

: Certainly, in this city, there resides an 
imaginative and productive capability for 
considering entirely new approaches to, 
and new solutions for, old problems. Simply 
saying that there is no way around the 
dilemma but development or taxation is 
like saying there is no cure for cancer, no 
end to war, no relief for world starvation. 

We can not afford to be so shortsighted.

In the last five years, an 
average of 49.6 percent of the 
households here replied ‘don’t 
know'’ when asked to 
characterize ‘‘zoning enforce- 
ment.” 

Over a quarter, or about 28 per- 
cent, rated zoning enforcement 
“‘good”’ during the same period. 
About 15 percent of the 
households responding called en- 
forcement ‘‘fair”’ and a little over 
7 percent termed it ‘‘poor.”’ 

During the five-year period, an 
average of 51 percent of the 


percent characterized zoning 
here as “‘poor."’ 

The issue of ‘building code en- 
forcement’’ fared almost the 
Same on the opinion question- 
naires for the years 1980, 1981, 
1982, 1983 and 1984. 

For that period, an average of 
almost 55 percent of the 
households here replied ‘don’t 
know"’ when asked to rate code 
enforcement 

Slightly over 26 percent of 
those responding called building 
code enforcement ‘good,”’ over 
13.5 percent termed it ‘‘fair'’ and 
slightly over 5.5 percent of the 
households called building code 
enforcement “‘poor.”’

On the issue of “zoning enforce- 
ment,’’ such responses declined 
2.1 percent for the period — from 
49.1 percent in 1980 to 47 percent 
last year.

Economics preempt the censors

The ‘“‘no cover, no minimum’”’ 
sign in the window of the Naked i 
Cabaret refers not only to the 
price of admission, but to the 
amount its dancers wear by the 
time their routines are finished. 

The strippers prance, dance 
and twirl down an oak runway for 
men who sip on $3.50 beers. 

This is the heart of Boston's in- 
famous Combat Zone, a four- 
square-block area where 24 por- 
nography palaces share space 
with rooming houses, offices and 
storefronts selling discount 
wares. 

In smaller communities, the 
morally outraged battle to shut 
down or keep out dirty bookstores 
and triple-X cinemas. In cities 
like Boston, though, the job is be- 
ing done by bankers. In small 
towns religious zeal leads the 
crusade. In cities, its sheer 
economics. 

Boston Mayor Raymond Flynn 
is confident economic redevelop- 
ment and strict law enforcement 
will doom the Combat Zone. 

The situation is the same in 
other big cities like New York, 
Pittsburgh, San Francisco and 
Washington where sleaze and 
decay have driven down property 
values in inner city areas, mak- 
ing them ripe for huge contrac- 
tors to buy out whole blocks, level 
them and then build high-rise of- 
fice towers and expensive shopp- 
ing malls, 

Property values in the Combat 
Zone already have hit bottom and 
are now leaping back up as 
speculators enter the market. A 
block away is Lafayette Place, a 
glittering glass and chrome high- 
tech combination of Yuppie shop- 
ping mall and high-class hotel. 

An office building in the Com- 
bat Zone was sold three years ago 
for $4 million and resold just last 
year for $12 million, 

Not everyone, however, ap- 
preciates the trend. 

A block away from the Naked i, 
a stone’s throw from Lafayette 
Place, Louis DiPrete manages 
Continental Ltd, a men's clothing 
store, 

To the left of Continental is a 
theater touting “fir n adult 
films” with titles 1 alk Dirty 
To Me, Part III." To the right isa 
shop offering 25-cent peep shows. 

“They leave us alone, we leave 
them alone, we go about our 
business,"’ DiPrete said of his 
neighbors. Continental has been 
there since 1977, “It was the 
cheapest place we could find, 
rent-wise,"’ DiPrete said 

“Seeing is believing," he said 
of the mayor's plan to shut down 
the Combat Zone, ‘It will take a 
long time unless big people come 
in and just buy up the property 

“We know they'll knock us 
right out. The rents will go sky- 
high when development comes. | 
don't mind ‘em forcing out the 
smut, but why force out the small 
businessmen like us?” 

The Combat Zone was sanc- 
tioned by the city in 1974 as a way 
of keeping adult entertainment 
out of other Boston 
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City will become open parking lot if ordinance is rescinded 


Dear Editor: 


Alderman Barker is right! If 
the Overnight Parking Ordinance 
is rescinded, as proposed by 
members of the Public Saftey 
and Transportation Committee 
(PS&T), a new slogan will be 
“Park, ‘T’ it, and Fly Free 
parking all day and night in 
Newton.”” This will encourage 
people to drive to Newton, park 
on any of the unposted residential 
streets, take the ‘T’ to Boston or 
Logan for a day, weekend or 
week. The Newton homeowner 
will have no recourse, The city 
will become an open parking lot 

Has the PS&T Committee con- 
sidered some of the problems 
that could arise or be exacer- 
bated if the Overnight Parking 
Ordinance is rescinded, i.e.: 

1. Neighborhood security will 
be threatened. Does the car in 
front of your house at 2 a.m 
belong to a neighbor or a 
burglar? 

2. Congestion on residential 
streets could hamper access for 
emergency vehicles like fire 
trucks, Edison crew trucks, ete. 

3. The residential character of 
Newton, for which the city has 
been famous, will disappear 
amidst cars, trucks, vans, 
campers and motorcycles park- 
ing on residential streets. 

4. By law, trucks are allowed in 
residential zones for business 
purposes only. If a non-resident is 
not aware of Newton's laws, he 
might see nothing wrong with 
parking his truck in front of a 
person's home for a few days or a 
weekend while he travels. What 
about boat trailers? Can they be

Over the years the city licens- 
ing board has shut down four 
strip clubs and one theater. Ris- 
ing rents and building sales have 
closed five more. A few weeks 
ago a fire wiped out one peep 
show arcade and another strip 
club, reducing the adult enter- 
tainment total to 24 
establishments. 

“It’s such a tiny area. People 
think it’s a jungle. It isn’t,” said 
Michael, the manager of the Nak- 
ed i. “It won’t take long for the 
economic forces to take it over.” 

The story is much the same in 
other big cities. 

New York’s Times Square is 
the! ocus of a redevelopment plan 
aimed at cleaning up the sleazy 
sex emporiums, prostitutes, 
panhandlers and derelicts on 
42nd Street between Seventh and 
Eighth Avenues. 

The old Times Square, the 
theatrical center of America, 
soon will give way to a $2 billion 
redevelopment project backed by 
the city and the state. Work is to 
begin next year on four massive 
office towers, a new hotel and a 
huge merchandise mart. 

Pittsburgh’s adult bookstores, 
massage parlors, strip bars and 
peep shows have. been on Liberty 
Avenue since the 1960s. Several 
have been closing recently, giv- 
ing way to new office buldings. 
One was shut after a bombing. 
Another closed when a federal 
judge promised its owner a 
reduced sentence if it went out of 
business. 

The Pittsburgh Trust for 
Cultural Resources hopes to pro- 
mote the opening of boutiques, 
art stores and specialty shops 
along the avenue. “In 5 to 10 
years, Liberty Avenue will be a 
rather popular, attractive 
avenue, You will see a dramatic 
change,”’ said building owner Ir- 
win Izenson. 

In San Francisco, the number 
of sex-film theaters has dropped 
from about 100 to 25. When the 
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topless craze hit the city’s North 
Beach area in the late 1960s, 
there were 40 clubs. That’s now 
down to 10, 

“It’s the landlords, not the 
police, mayor or politicians who 
are running the pornography 
stores out of business,’’ says 
Davey Rosenberg, one-time 
publicist for Carol Doda’s Condor 
Club and other topless- 
bottomless clubs during their 
heyday. “Even if you only have 
small amount of porn in your in- 
ventory, they jack the rent up so 
high you can't afford it.” 

In Washington, prostitutes still 
stroll 14th Street and movie 
houses advertise adult movies, 
but the squeeze is on by 
businessmen looking to build 
high-rise offices. Lawyer Arthur 
Schultz, head of a civic action 
committee known as the 
Franklin Square Association, 
said property values have almost 
doubled in the past year and ma- 
jor companies and restaurants 
have expressed interest in the 
area. 

But in a city where politics is a 
way of life, Dennis Sobin, co- 
owner of two 14th Street 
businesses — a modeling studio

5. Loss of curb access to the 
street could confront a 
homeowner. What if a delivery of 
furniture or even a piano cannot 
be carried out because the truck 
cannot get close enough to your 
front walk because it is blocked 
by automobiles? 

6. Stolen cars can be abandon- 
ed in front of a person's home and 
not be noticed for days. 

7. Illegal multi-tenant houses 
could increase. Tenants in these 
illegal houses can disperse their 
cars, along with those cars of 
their visitors, throughout the 
neighborhood streets for as long 
as they wish. 

8. The proposed period of allow- 
ing on-street, all-night parking 
(May 1 — Oct. 31) is the ‘“‘sun- 
shine” season for burglars and 
B&E offenders. No snow or ice to 
hamper quick escapes. The 
burglar’s waiting car will go un- 
noticed on the street. 

9.The trash collection trucks 
drivers will have problems fin- 
ding all the garbage hidden 
behind parked cars. Uncollected 
garbage could stay on the 
sidewalks until the following 
week's collection. In summer 
heat, this would attract rats. 
Dogs could break open bags of 
garbage, scattering it on 
neighbor's lawns, thereby con- 
stituting a health hazard for 
nearby residents. 

This suggested rescission could 
cause a drastic change in the 
quality of life for Newton 
homeowners. A more sensible ap- 
proach would be to pinpoint the 
areas of Newton which 


and an escort service is 
fighting to return the district to 
its tenderloin prime. His two 
businesses are owned by political 
action committees that want vice 
laws relaxed. 

In Boston, there are mixed feel- 
ings about the survival of the 
Combat Zone, which a 1980 Ford 
Foundation study cited for its 
“finely grained diversity.”” The 
study called it ‘‘one of the few 
parts of the city which is open to 
all’ at a time Yuppie enclaves 
are springing up all over, 

Regina Quinlan, a lawyer who 
represents several bookstores, 
said she believes if adult enter- 
tainment is crowded out of the 
Combat Zone ‘“‘you will more 
than likely find businesses mov- 
ing into other areas and challeng- 
ing the present zoning system. 

“T think a certain amount of it 
will stay, by paying the higher 
rents, and others will attempt to 
relocate,’’ Quinan said. ‘‘I don’t 
envision a city free of it."” 

Lucy Johnson, 25, who strips at 
the Naked i under the name 
“Princess Cheyenne,” is confi- 
dent the best of the Combat 
Zone’s adult entertainment 
businesses will survive upscale 
redevelopment — and will be bet- 
ter off for it. 

“If the Combat Zone is cleaned 
up and it's safer, then it’s better 
for us,"’ she said. ‘“That will im- 
prove the clientele here.”

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legitimately experience parking 
shortages and study them in- 
dividually.

But to jeopar- 
dize the residential fabric of all of 
Newton by such a sweeping 
policy change is frivilously 
tampering with the rights and 
reasonable expectations of pro- 
perty owners, Should Newton 
property owners have some input 
into this proposed rescission?

dinance in the past, will rec 
sider his position and once 
defend the all-night, on-street 
parking ban. Whether or not the 
Newton Police enforce this or- 
dinance during the summer 
period is moot. The fact is that 
this ordinance allows property 
owners some remedy or recourse 
if needed. One property owner 
might not mind cars parked in 
front of his home round-the- 
clock, while another might find it 
intolerable. The present  or- 
dinance accommodates both 
mindsets. Let's leave that or- 
dinance alone 

In conclusion, it is naive of the 
members of the PS&T to believe 
that only Newton residents will 
park on Newton streets all night. 
Newton boasts ready access to 













public transportation, encourag- 
ing people to park on Newton's 
streets and head to Boston or 
Logan. In addition, Newton hosts 
several large educational institu- 
tions whose students require an 
abundance of off-campus hous- 
ing. This, in turn, gives rise to 
multi-person housing situations 
and concommitantly to a demand 
for very large parking areas for 
these tenants and their visitors 
The PS&T members should be 
reminded that these students are 
transient residents and their tem- 
porary presence should not be 













allowed to distort permanent 
parking requirements of the 
year-round Newton property 
owner.

The plan has been panned by city officials, in- 
cluding Mayor Theodore D. Mann. They have 
challenged backers of the proposal to prove that 
the neighborhoods have suffered from 
overdevelopment.

tion. Paulini introduced him as one of the people 
who “helped us write this‘‘. Yet when he spoke, 
Regan hedged on his support for the plan. 

“T don’t know if a moratorium is the way to 
go,’’ he said. “It has its good points and bad 
points. (But) there may be a better way of deter- 
ing some of these developments.” 

Regan said residents could get better results 
by placing political pressure on their aldermen 
“Tf you pack a hearing room, you pretty much 
get what you want,” he said 

That left Vance as the heavy, and he laid it on 
He said a two-year moratorium could cost the ci- 
ty up to ‘‘$600,000"’ a year in lost tax revenue. 

“When you're talking about a moratorium, you 
are talking about stopping developments that 
provide the city with top dollar,’’ Vance said 
“You have to be careful of killing a goose that 
lays some golden eggs.”’ 

Vance said a one-year moratorium might be a 
more realistic goal for the group and have a bet- 
ter chance of passage. 

But despite the chilly reception, Paulini and 
his supporters are undeterred in their effort to 
push forward with their plan. Although they 
acknowledge they may be forced to compromise 
at some point, they are determined to force the 
board to act. 

Paulini refused to characterize the meeting as 
a setback. ‘‘Nothing we heard tonight surprised 
us. ... I'm not discouraged,” he said. ‘I think the 
aldermen just told us what we have to do to get 
their votes. ... We're working on that.” 

He added that a March 5th public hearing on 
the proposal will be a decisive factor.

Lacey Estate slated for condominiums 
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of cul de sacs, and shielded from street view 
by the tree-lined perimeter of the property.

Another resident, 


Nancy Sharby, was 
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more critical. She called a previous Antara- 
mian development, Winchester Place, ‘‘ug- 
ly’? and she questioned the impact of the 
Lacey project on traffic and the quality of 
life in the area. 

“They are destroying the neighborhood. 
The traffic is so horrendous, I can’t even 
take my kids for a walk anymore,”’ she said. 
“We moved in because of the big yards and 
quiet streets. We don’t need $500,000 con- 
dominiums in the neighborhood.”’

Murdock Fraser, union 
representative for 240 City Hall 
Associates’ members, said, ‘‘The 
people I represent are kind of 
upset with the idea that the 
teachers are getting more than 
what we were told was the city’s 
best offer. The whole thing 
doesn’t seem fair. 

“The rank-and-file people are 
upset — they’re wondering where 
the money is going to come 
from,” added Fraser, who noted 
that school department clerical 
workers are getting paid at a 
much higher rate than their 
municipal counterparts. 

“The women in city hall have a 
helluva lot more diversified 
duties than what they have in the 
school department. They’re as 
needed in the city as anybody in 
the schools, including the 
teachers. Take away the work 
they do and see what happens to 
the city.”” 

Fraser said he will be keeping 
a close eye on any school depart- 
ment budget requests coming 
before the aldermanic Finance 
Committee. 

“They're going to rob Peter to 
pay Paul and start transferring 
helter-skelter to fund those 
raises,’’ he added. 

Kevin McArdle, head of the ci- 
ty firefighters’ bargaining team, 
echoed comments being bandied 
about city hall when he called the 
settlement with the teachers 
‘‘disgusting.’’ When the 
firefighters settled their last con- 
tract, Mayor Mann con- 
gratulated their bargaining unit 
for acting responsibly in the face 
of the ‘‘slow fiscal strangulation” 

which has been threatening the 
city since the passage of Proposi- 
tion 242, 

One city hall employee who 
wished to remain anonymous 
said the wage hikes given to 


educators are jot fair to 
employees here. It’s almost like 
the School Committee is saying 
that their people are worth more 
than us. They're city of Newton 
employees just like us. Their 
paychecks are signed by (City 
Treasurer) Ted Scafidi just like 
ours. Why should they get treated 
differently? 

“It’s very ironic that during the 
whole time (teachers) were 
bargaining with the School Com- 
mittee, they were told they 
wouldn’t get more than 5 and 6 
percent. All of a sudden, when 
most of the municipal unions 
have settled with mayors’ office, 
they can afford 6 and7 percent. It 
just doesn’t seem right,’ she 
said. 

According to the employee, 
“The School Committee thinks 
we're stupid and don’t know 
what's going on. We see the 
paperwork when it comes over 
here.

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Preparation: The key to success

BOSTON — Her parents told her: “As a 
black, you must be prepared to walk through 
doors when they open.”’ 

Never knowing when or how, or even if it 
would happen during her lifetime, Anna 
Faith Jones began to prepare. 

She left her native Washington, D.C., and 
ventured northward. Wellesley College was 
her home for four years while she earned her 
bachelor of arts degree in music history. And 
the preparation continued. She attended Col- 
umbia University where she earned a 
master of arts degree in musicology 

She married, had two sons, worked, 
divorced, and worked some more — always 
preparing. Now, that preparation, that ‘‘pay- 
ing your dues every day,” has paid off for 
her. Anna Faith Jones, a 52-year-old Newton 
Corner resident, is the first black woman to 
head one of the country’s major community 
foundations. 

The Boston Foundation, formerly the Per- 
manent Charity Fund of Boston, is a charity 
organization with a $120 million endowment. 
Annually the foundation gives close to $9 
million of its endowment income to non- 
profit, Boston-area groups. 

“We have a hand on the pul nd an ear to 
the heart of the community,"’ Jones said of 
the priorities of the organization. Where its 
funds go annually “depends on what the 
community needs.”’ Unable to say for sure 
what projects they will be funding the near 
future, Jones did say the group is focusing on 
“a recommitment to the poor.’”’ 

Having been with the organization for a 
decade, an assistant director since 1974, 
Jones is assured, ‘The challenges in this job 
are ahead of me.’’ Her responsibilities as 
director are similiar to those of any chief ex-

NEWTON CENTRE — “Be 
true to yourself.” That’s Mike 
Pashall's motto. 

After six years as a commer- 
cial banker, the Newton native 
decided his job was not providing 
him with the ‘emotional fulfill- 
ment” he craved from a career. 

Writing had always been a 
love. And after participating in a 
graduate program in creative 
writing at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity and earning an MBA from 
Babson College, Pashall was 
forced to choose between the two. 
Banking won out, a decision 
Pashall justifies by saying, ‘‘I 
tried to go for the bucks.”’ 

“But banking missed the essen- 
tial part of who I am asa writer,"’ 
Pashall, the son of Anne Pashall 
of Cynthia Road, said. “I had a 
strong ability that I couldn't ex- 
press as a banker.” 

So the 33-year-old has left his 
position at the First National 
Bank of Boston hoping to find a 
better career match and more 
job satisfaction. What he found 
was Continuum, 

Described in its literature as 
“a non-profit educational institu- 
tion, licensed by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Education, serving women who 
are seeking, changing or 
upgrading their careers,’ Con- 
tinuum is undergoing a little 
change of its own. 

Set up nearly a decade ago to 
address a ‘‘re-entry”’ population 
of women to the work force, the 
Newton-based organization 
recently deleted the word 
“women” from its advertising, 
and received a startling 
response. 

According to Director of Ad- 
missions Susan Jacobson, re- 
quests from men who did not 
realize the program had a long- 
standing “for-women-only”’ im- 
age, began rolling in. ‘Men were 
exhibiting the same career issues 
as women,’’ Jacobson said 

Job dissatisfaction, dead-end 
positions and mismatched 





careers are all reasons women 
have been participating in Con- 
tinuum’s internship-job support 
program for 10 years. Now, with 
men like Pashall experiencing 
similar circumstances, Con- 
tinuum has decided to address 
the situation. 

“We're setting up a ‘pilot 
group’ for men,”’ Jacobson said. 
The group will take the same 
form as the present women's pro- 
gram — two-and-a-half weeks of 
orientation, followed by two nine- 
week interships for four days a 
week from 9 a.m. to 
with management and 
ment workshops on Fridays, and

Interestingly enough, ‘‘A 
number of them have been self- 
employed and aren’t aware of the 
nuances of businesses, of cor- 
porate culture.”’ 

On the other hand, White also 
said she feels, ‘‘It doesn’t matter 
if you’re a man or woman. The 
world of work is more an- 
drogynous today.’’ And for that 
reason, ‘‘I'd love to see the pro- 


gram be androgynous too,’ she 























Theoretically all the mingling 
of men and women sounds ideal, 
but, practically, things are a lit- 
tle different. Having been the on- 
ly man at a recent panel discus- 
sion at the Centre Street facility, 
Pashall admitted, ‘‘I was a little 
uncomfortable. But it made me 
realize how uncomfortable 
women must feel in the tradi- 
tional (male-dominated) 
business setting.’’ The entire 
situation, he said, ‘‘sensitized”’ 
him to women’s feelings. 

For Jacobson, that is one of the 
prime objectives behind broaden- 
ing the program to include men. 
“We hope to sensitize both men 
and women” to the feelings of 
each other, she said 

Pashall summed it up this 
way: ‘‘Man, with a capital ‘M,’ is 
a gregarious animal. When

Bus accident leads officials to consider belting

Should seatbelts be used on 


This is a question which many Greater 
Boston towns have debated but not resolved 
in recent years, It is also one which a recent 
accident involving elementary school 
children in Newton may have illuminated to 
a certain extent, 


Recently, a bus the Plimoth Plantation 
commissioned from the Brush Hill Transpor- 
tation Company (located in Dorchester and 
Revere) to transport children from the Ward 
elementary school was involved in an acci- 
dent on the Southeast Expressway. Fifteen 
children were injured in the bus, a commer- 
cial coach which had no seatbelts. 





Although the lack of seatbelts was not 
cited as the cause of injuries, the accident 
raises the question of whether additional 
safety precautions, including the installation 
of seatbelts, should be taken in regular 
school buses. 


School Committee member Lynne Sullivan 
said the matter has been discussed in 
Newton, but that there are now no definitive 
plans to follow up on the issue.

in which seatbelts could be installed if we 
decided to,’’ Sullivan said, ‘‘But there is a 
problem of logistics. It would be useful for 


elementary students, but not so helpful to the 
secondary schools. We don't use the same 
buses for each group in the morning and 
afternoon, We could have a problem with the 
older students using the seatbelts against 
each other.” 








Newton currently operates 40 buses con- 
tracted with the Commonwealth Bus Com- 
pany (Formerly Commonwealth Coach of 
Medford), according to Commonwealth 
representative Richard Zimmerman. Zim- 
merman says it would cost approximately 
$50 per seat, or a total estimated cost of $3250 
per each 65-seat bus, to install seatbelts 





He agrees that the question of older 
students using the belts for vandalism pur- 
poses is a pertinent one and also wonders 
whether there is a need for school bus belts 
at all. “The bus e kind of compartmen- 
talized, anyway,'’ Zimmerman said. “I'm 
not sure there is that much of a need.”’ 











Pat Bartoshesky, director of passenger 
safety for the Commonwealth, argues that 
there is a need, however. And the factors 
which must be considered before seatbelts 
could be mandated at the statewide or town 
level ‘are not insurmountable,”’ she said. 


Bartoshesky says that more federal 
testing is needed to determine how much stu- 
dent weight the seats could support with 
belts pulling on them, as well as to determine 
the possibilities of a taller student hitting his 


* the 


head on the seat in front of him because of 
average seatbelts being placed too low 
around the waist. A study of new 
technologies and the advantages of shoulder 
restraints over floor belts also needs to be 
looked at, Bartoshesky said 


In the long run, however, Bartoshesky 
says the advantages of seatbelts outweigh 
disadvantages. For example, most 
restraints could prevent children from hit- 
ting their heads on the seats, from being 
thrown to the ceiling and even from fighting 
amongst themselves, she said 


Bartoshesky also estimates the cost of in- 
stallation at $1500, not $3250, per bus, a price 
she says is not that unreasonable. The 
passenger safety expert noted that there are 
currently bills in the House which would 
mandate not only seatbelts, but swinging 
stop arms on the sides of buses and a rule of 
no standees as well 


She noted that two towns in the Com- 
monwealth have already implemented the 
rule on their own. They include Sudbury, 
which has installed seatbelts in all buses, 
and Manchester, which has one bus equipped 
with seatbelts 


“It is not a question of if seatbelts on 
schoo! buses will be mandated, but when," 
Bartoshesky said. ‘‘This is something which, 
once it starts to happen, will rapidly

Before diving into 
ownership, there are 
basic facts to consider 
decisions to make 
Basically, you'll want to 
decide what size, shape and 
type of pool is best for you, 
where the pool should be 
located on your lot and who 
should build it for you. The Na 
tional Spa and Pool Institute 
offers a wealth of information 
on pool ownership. Following 
are some of their guidelines 
To decide on pool size, the in- 
stitute recommends allowing 
about 40 square feet per swim- 
mer, 100 square feet per diver 
and 10 square feet per 
‘splasher,”’ usually a child. 
r example, a family com- 
posed of two swimme 
diver and one splasher would 
require a minimum pool area 
of 190 square feet. However, 
keep in mind that abilities 
may change. Also consider 
how many guests you'll want 
the pool to accommodate if 
you use it for parties. 
Intended use for the pool will 
determine the shape that’s 
best. If you plan to use the pool 
primarily for exercise, con- 
sider a long, narrow, rec- 
tangular lap pool. If you play 
and entertain more than swim, 
you'll probably want a pool 
with a large shallow area, 
perhaps a square or kidney 
shape, and ample deck space. 
If divers will use the pool, 
water should be at least 7% 
feet deep in the diving area.

aluminum, steel, plastic, 
masonry block or wood. 

— Fiberglass. This type of 
pool is prefabricated as a 
single shell or in sections. The 
shell is lowered into an ex- 
cavation site that has been 
prepared in advance. 

Before you decide to build 
any type of pool, check with 


the local zoning authority to 
determine restrictions on your 
property and to have a 
building permit approved. 


You may have ideas about 
where you want your pool in- 
stalled, but you'll have to 
abide by the directives of your 
city. You also should be willing 
to yield to the expertise of the 
builder you select. 


Such factors as lot dimen- 
sion, land contours, ground 
water, hard rock, proximity of 
utility lines, difficulty of ac- 
cess and local building codes 
will have a lot to do with where 
your pool ends up. 


Also, you'll want a pool to be 
visible from the most fre- 
quently used rooms in the 
house. Many owners take 
pride in watching activities 
around the pool. In addition, 
the pool should be in a sunny 
spot near the house, sheltered 
from winds and away from 
vegetation that could shed 
leaves into the pool. 

Before selecting a builder, 
collect written bids from 
several dealers. Avoid firms 
that won’t put anything in 
writing. 

Some of the specifications 
that should be included in the 
final written agreement in- 
clude beginning and finishing 
dates for construction, what 
materials will be used and 
what guarantees and warran- 
ties you'll have. 

You also should get 
references and check them to 
determine the builder’s 
reputation. You also should 
check with the local Better 
Business Bureau.

Lost in the exhilaration of fin- 
ding the perfect house, you failed 
to detect warning signs that 
everything is not well structural- 
ly with the house, and assumed 
what you saw is what you would 
own.

at homes alone or even with a 
realtor who is inexperienced, he 
is asking for trouble,” said Bob 
Caproni, a seven-year veteran of 
real estate sales. 

“So often a person is so con- 
cerned with amenities they want 
in a home, they fail to notice the 
small irregularities and take 
some things for granted.” 

But Caproni offers two solu- 
tions: Ask questions and work 
with an experienced real estate 
agent when house hunting. 

The prospective home buyer 
should be aware of some bas 
areas where problems may exist. 
A brief check while touring the 
house can be made to detect 
many unseen problems that later 
could lead to heartache for the 
buyer if not discovered. 

Some pointers: 

— Look under the sink for 
damp spots.

Check for leaks in the water 
heater. A puddle below the heater 
could mean the unit is on its last 
leg. 

Put all of the appliances to 
work: Turn the oven on, run the

Purchasing a typewriter

of Consumer Reports 
No matter how awkwardly you 
type, the new electronic 
typewriters will let you produce 
good copy. And Consumer 
Reports’ electronics engineers 
say that you may become spoiled 
by tneir convenient features 

The engineers included 18 elec- 
tronic models among the 27 por- 
table electric typewriters they 
tested recently. The machines 
were priced from about $350 to 
$700, but substantial discounts 
are usually available 

Instead of type-bars to do the 
printing, electronic typewriters 
use a daisy wheel — a disk with 
letters, numbers and other 
characters at the end of petallike 
spokes, The daisy wheel not 
the entire carriage moves 
back and forth, No bars can get 
tangled to halt your typing. The 
electronic models were also 
much quieter and shook much 
less than type-bar models. 

The engineers say that the elec 
tronics have another advantage 
You can keep typing even while 
the daisy wheel is returning to 
the left margin 

You can reduce many typing 
chores with an electronic model 
Margins and tabs can be set with 
the light press of a key. The 
machines are able to make 
multiple-character corrections, 
usually by depressing just one 
key 

The engineers asked a panel of 


typists to consider a number of 
subjective factors. For instance, 
were the control keys logically 
arranged’? Were they easy to 
reach’? Did the keys respond 
crisply and feel comfortable? 

The panelists’ clear choices 
were the electronic Royal Alpha 
2015, $700, and the Sears Com- 
municator 2, $445 plus shipping. 
Both had excellent keyboard feel 
and were loaded with conve- 
nience features, (That Royal 
Alpha has been discontinued, but 
may still be available in some 
stores.) 

Some other electronic models 
that would also be good choices 
are the Olympia Electronic Com- 
pact 2, $599; Brother Com- 
pactronic 60, $600; Sears Com- 
municator 3, Catalog No. 5307, 
$545, plus shipping; Olympia 
Report Electronic, $499; Sears 
Communicator 1, Catalog No 
5301, $345; and the Brother Cor- 
rectronic 50, $530. (The prices 
listed are manufacturer's sug- 
gested retail, and don't include 
discounts. )

cost from $150 to $175 as well as a 
connector cable for $50 more 
They're all set up for the 

Centronix-type parallel” inter- 
face used by many computers 
Some also have ''RS232C serial" 
connections, which demand ab- 
solute electronic compatibility 
between computer and printer

Pine is costly as fuel

DEAR POLLY — Why is pine not used for burning in fireplaces and 
stoves? It’s so plentiful. I’d save a lot of money if I could burn pine in 
my stove. — VI 


DEAR VI — Pine is a soft wood that burns very quickly, It’s also 
light in weight compared to hardwoods. You'd have to burn a far 
greater volume of pine than a hardwood like oak to get the same 
amount of heat. It’s just not an economical source of heat. Pine also 
produces more obnoxious smoke than the good-burning hardwoods. 
However, because pine ignites easily and burns quickly, it is ex- 
cellent for kindling. Those few sticks you use to get the fire going. 


The best woods for fuel are hardwoods such as oak, ash, hard 
maple, hickory, locust, pecan, apple, beech and birch. They give a lot 
of heat relative to volume and produce little smoke. — POLLY 


DEAR POLLY — I cut boxtops and UPC symbols from almost 
everything and save them for rebates and special offers. Many of 
these UPC symbols and proofs of purchase don’t have the product 
name on them. It makes it hard to identify them when looking for 
those from specific products. I write the product name and size on 
adhesive stickers and fasten them to the backs of the proofs. This is 
especially good for product packages that are plastic (such as paper 
towel wrappers) and can’t be written on. — MRS. S.V.

Home Equity Program 
helps to pay the bills 


(The following is a regular feature compiled by the City of 
Newton's Department of Human Services. ) . 

Mrs. Brown has lived in her Newton home for 62 years. She is 85- 
years-old. Until this fall, she was in good health and managed her 
home and garden independently. Her Social Security benefits and 
small pension met her modest needs. This summer she fell ill and 


currently needs home care. 


Mrs. Brown’s daughter 
phoned the Home Equity Pro- 
gram after reading an article 
that described how equity con- 
version helps older 
homeowners draw on the 
value of their homes while con- 
tinuing to live there. 

She thought the program 
might be useful to her family. 
Medical bills were starting to 
accumulate, and medical cost 
were expected to rise in the 
coming months. Her mother 
had always been proud of her 
independence and didn’t want 
to have to take money from 
her children. 

The Senior Home Equity 
counselor explained how a 
reverse mortgage could pro- 
vide the needed cash to pay the 
anticipated medical bills. A 
reverse mortgage is a bank 
loan paid out to homeowners in 
monthly installments for a 
agreed upon period. 

An initial lump sum pay- 
ment can also be made to meet 
outstanding bills immediate 
expenses. The loan must be 
repaid at the end of the term, 
but during the loan period it 
provides the security of sup- 
plementary income. The 
reverse mortgage seemed like 
an excellent opportunity for 
Mrs. Brown. 

The counselor help the fami- 
ly work out an estimated 


thly income Mrs. Brown would 
need. An initial lump sum was 
required for existing bills. A 
loan term of three years was 
choosen. 

The counselor contacted a 
local bank which had express- 
ed a commitment to Senior 
Home Equity Program. Initial 
payments started a month 
after filing for the original 
loan application. 

The Brown family is pleased 
to have assistance of a reverse 
mortgage over the next few 
years. At a time of pressing 
medical concerns, they are 
able to avoid the problem on 
additional financial pressures. 
More importantly, Mrs. 
Brown is financially indepen- 
dent and not a burden to her 
children. 

The reverse mortgage can 
be very useful in a situation 
similar to this one and where 
additional income is needed 
for a set time period. The sale 
and lease-back mechanism is 
often more helpful to older 
homeowners who want to stay 
in their house for a longer 
period of time.

Teachers contract signed, more commitment promised

NEWTON — School Committee 
members officially terminated a 
lengthy and agonizing process 
Monday night when they 
unanimously approved the joint
